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Southwark Youth Committee 


Inve was invited to attend a meeting of the 
Southwark Youth Committee, but was not allowed into the 
connittee room until the 6th item on the agenda was being 
Ciscussed. There were 7 men and / women oresent, sitting 
round a long table in the centre of the room. Three of 
the aen were clergymen. Miss Emcreet, Secretary of the 
Tonen's University Settlement,was in the chair. 


(6) Hostels for young worscergs. One of the clergymen 
questioned whether boys Liked hosteLs,and some of the 
women agreed that they don't. The basis of discussion 
pbroadened to a consideration of what children as a 
whole do like. Schoolchildren won't have gym,folk 
songs and folk dancing in their clubs = they get too 
nuch-at school. In the pe days tne first thing they 
always asxed for was sym. The older children stiil 
lixe these things. Nowadays the factory worxer has 
no enersy left Por 3ym when he comes out, however. 


(7) Opportunities for rest out of London for young workers. 
Bad air is the worst result of the blitz - people 
spend the day in the factory and the night in the 
shelter. Two clear nishts out of London was the Least 
they snould have. Taking distances and the slowness 
of travel into consideration, weedcend trips of this 
Gescruption are impracticable.

If 
you had come earlier you might have seen them paying in 
their Health Insurance. The Boys Brigade is the only boys 
club here. It's normally a strong Brigade - 890 or 99 boys 
in the ordinary way. At the present time many-of them have 
had their homes blown up and their firms evacuated, and 
we're gown to half strength. There are very.few schoo boys | 
left".\|At the time he said this there were 12 present; but— 
he “SXOeC ted af BI IORE "We only Look on this as a waiting 
room, On Mondays we have the band, in the school next door, 
on mother night gym (there are three classes - schoolboys, 
juniors and seniors),and Wednesday is parade night. Then 
there is an Ambulance class night - that's gobe by the 
board at the momente We have a Company Bible class on 
Sundays in uniform,and drill afterwards. These boys aren't 
suffering from shelteritis - you can see,they're ald quite 
clean. Boys are tougher than adults, I think ~ there's one 
here has a mother and 4 or 5 sisters who go to the shelter, 
but he stays at home,although it's half blown oute There's 
hardly a house in this street which ig Livable. A land 
Mine in the street broke all our windows - I was in bed 
upstairs,and the Whole ceiling fell on mee The boys all 
live in a quarter mile radius - there's one exception,a 
boy who moved to the Old Kent Rd, but he still comes here. 
There are four or five Companies’ in Bermondsey". 
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The club premises 


Major Lewis asked Cliff,a chubby faced boy of 16, 
fresh-complLexioned and wearing. a well-kept blue lounge 
suit,to take inv. round the premises. They left the Lwo 
small roOms in which the boys were gathered (described 
later) and went through corridors and down staircases until 
they came to other parts of the club premises. In each cage 
Cliff pointed different things out and told inve when they 
were used} 


(a) Lecture Hall This was a large hall,completely bare of 
furniture, except for various nieces round the wails - 
chairs,a piano, and beddinge On one side was a fireplace 
and a number of women and children were clustered round 
this on chairs, partly hid by a screen. Cliff said the 
hall was being used as a Rest Centre. (Later Major Lewis 
said the refugees sleep there and more still in the 
Dassasges, but they spend the daylight hours in what 
renains of their nousese There had been 79 or 80 at 
first, but they had left excent for a few). Cliff said 
the hall was used on Sundays for Bible classes and 
Wednesdays for drill. 


(0) Gym This was a smaller room, but larse enough for a 
Badminton court,which was marked out on the floor. It 
was in complete darkness,and Cliff had to Light a couple 
of sas jets before anything could be seen. The sym 
seemed to be well-equipped, and included in the anparatus 
parallel bars,wall bars, 3 norses (Large, small and box), 
a trapeze,rope-Ladder,ropse and a ole, ana a wooden 
laddere 


(c) Visitor's room This was a small changing room,with 
benches round the wkks walls,and hooks for clothes. 
Adjoining were two wasn pasins and a cold shower. Cliff 
said badminton was seldom played now because footoall 
took all their timee The grounds they use@ were at 


Greenwich and Blackheathn,2? miles by bus. 


(d) Ambulance room C1iaa also mentioned a small room,wnich 
he did not trouble to show inv.,and Which was formerly 
used for Ambulance classeSe 
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Club Premises 
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Then inve arrived he found the boys and Major Lewis 
in two small adjoining rooms,playing games and chatting. 
Below are charts of these roons:

The boys were gathered in two rooms,both small,and 
joined by an open doorwaye Tne Larger room usually had fewer 
boys in it,for apart from table tennis and billiards there 
was nothing else theree On the Left was a row of hooks 
where the boys hung their coats. The tWo tables were always 
in usee The boys seemed to be good table tennis players 


and looked as though they played frequently. They were all 


azed 15-17 excpet fortwo boys of about 11 or 12. These 
two were especially fond of billiards,and spent most of 
thelr time playing. 

The boys seemed to be on familiar and friendly terms 
with Major Lewis. Occasionally he gave an order,such as 
when he told one boy to pick up a @aper from the floor, 
told one of the billiards players to stop fooling about 
and another to stop shouting. They obeyed inmediately and 


with good gracee 


Most of the boys Were in the smaller room. The games | 
and periodicals were in here,but jig-saw seemed to be the 
favourite occupatione One boy sat at a table and began one 
woich turned out to be a woman in a flowing white dress 
with a background of intense bluee When one boy grew tired 
of the puzzle he left and another took his place. Another 
Dieced together a picture of an aeroplane. Another boy was 
sleeping RAMKXR ON the bench,another sat on a chair with 
his feet on another one,and read the evening paper. Another 
boy was reading a book, while inv. notcied one smokinge He 
saw no-one playing darta, although he was there for an hour 
and a quarter. In a stone shelf and box arrangement in tne 
smaller room were several more jig-saw ouzzle-s and veriodicals. 

On the walls were photos and certificiates,as mentioned 
in the plane One showed a smaal Brixvader presenting somethin, 
to the King in the Coronation Youth Rally. This boy was Clif?i. 
As the Boys Briagde contributed more to the Rally than any 
Other Organisation it was decided that the presentation should 
be made by a member of the Brigadee As it was all done ina | 
hurry Major Lewls decided to choose one of his own boys = one 
who would not lose his head,and could be coached in a short 


_ time. He was asked to suppDly a small boy,though he said he 


would have preferred a big,strapping on@e Another photo, 


showing a march past the Duke of Gloucester,dated back to 
1931. Most of the boys on it were in the Services nowe 
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The members 


Major Lewis pointed to different boys and told inv. 
what toeir jobs were. He mentioned the following: 


leather bags for instrument cases 
building trade (Cliff,a “bright boy", who hoped 
to get a good job as a surveyor) 

leather works (tanneries) 

office in the City 

Hayes Wharf (engineering department) 

undertaker (very busy,not attended club for 
some time) 


There were a fair number of clerks and office boys, several 
leather workers and a few from Peak Freens. One boy worked 
at a xkawsaxwax glue factory which had been bombed 7 times. 
\Another boy had just come from High Wycombe,where he had 
spent the weekend visiting his mother, who nad been evacuated. 
Major Lewis chipped him about his weekends, but he grumbled, 
saying he only got a couple of hours. As an example of 

the boys’ attitude to the war Lewis told inv. he had 
Overheard one boy say to another,in the course of a 
conversation,"Oh well,of course, that was when we had real 
arr raids - decent raids". The two boys present under 14 
were the only members of that age who hadn't been evacuated. 


Major Lewis said the bombing would force new 
building after the war. 50% of the boys came from one side, 
and all their homes would. need to be rebuilt. Tonight 
there hadn't been a warning,and the boys who slept at the 
club were still roaming the streets - "Visiting" ,as they 
called ite ee ) 


Between the Settlement and the street was 4 yard, 
which used to be floodlit in peacetime with 6 lights, and 
the boys used to do there their drill and play football 
theree

On enquiring what the subs were inv. was told that 
when the boys were at work they paid 2d a week, but when 
they weren't they only paid {d. They also paid for football, 
uniform and camp (1d a week a year for the latter). 

Inve asked whether thay had been able to have a camp 
this summer,and Major Lewis said:"Yes,we had it last year, 
but not at the seaside as usual. We had made all 
arrangements, but the Defence Board wouldn't let us 0. 
The SettlLemeht had a holiday bungalow at Holmbury Hill in 
Surrey, just away from the Dorking-Guildford Rd, which 
could put up and feed 40 boys. When the seaside scheme 
fell through we went there. Now the military have it. 
I'm still hoping we shall get someplace next. year, f'm 
“thinking of starting a standing camp with 4 permanent 
rh staff,which will take relays of boys for a month at a time. 
M Perhaps some kind verson with & country house will help 
ag |} us. I've balked about it to the Youth Committee - there 
LA ; have been various ideas,and they think it's necessary to

Inv. asked about the structure of the BB. "The 
company's the unit,a battalion is a district. South 
London is the biggest in England. It's made up of 80 
Companies. The battallion is an administrative unit, not 
9 drill unite Some consist of as few as 6 Companies. 

In the Company there is a Captain and a Lieutenant. The 
boys can become NCO's = Lance Corporals,Corporals and 
Sergeants. We retain a few each year of those over 18, 

who would in the ordinary way be leaving the Brigade,as 
Staff-Sergeants. The Boys Brigade is a non-military 
organisation, though it has a military framework. The drill 
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is good,and is based on Army drill. The boys refer to 
the officers ag Captains and Liettenants when they're 
here, but outside they drop all that". 


Oe ge Ses 
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lary & Acland Club,44 Neleson Square, Blackfriars St,5E 1. 


Miss Isherwood,club leader. "The club used to be 
about 100 strong, but now we get from 15 to 25. All the 
young ones went When the blitz began. They're mostly from 
15 to 21 now. We used to meet every evening. Then when 
the raids began we used to go into the shelter and have a 
corner to ourselves. Whenever the Warning went,all through 
the day,we used to go down into whe shelter and taxe Zanes 
with us for the children. We can't do it now,for there are 
only about two children left in tne Square. Now we meet 
Saturday afternoons. The club's mainly recreational - table 
tennis, games, radiogram, but now we find they mostly want to 
talk,only meeting once a week. The girls don't come much 
now = they Want the afternoon to do their snopping, duy 
their stockineas anc so on. But the boys are 4g neat and 
tidy as ever - I think they're wonderful". 
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Summary of Position 


By far t:e most important problem club leaders wre 
had to face up to has been the Blitz. Until then club 
life appears to have been fairly normal, but when it first 
came to London it threatened the wnole apparatus of social 
Life among young people.-In the first place club members 
were Often unwilling to take the risk of leaving their 
homes or shelters to go to the club,and then came a more 
final severance of relations - wholesale evacuation. Those 
clubs that catered largely for boys of school age often 
found it impossible to carry on. (Inv. came across one 
small Salvation Army club that had been caterins for 
children of 8 to 14 for at least 9 years. The membershin 
had fluctuated around the 15 marK«, but evacuation broxe it 
completety, Leaving 4 wnembers only). 

The boys’ clubs did not suffer nearly so badly as 
the girls'. It was stressed to inv. by club Leaders and 
secretaries on more than one occasion that Sirls are more 
timid in the face of the blitz than boys,less Willing to 
venture oitside. The result - of 380 Girls Clubs affiliatdéd 
to the London Union of Girls Clubs before the blitz started, 
only 25 remained open (Nov.18). Tne Secretary of the 
London Federation of Boys Clubs said probably 75% of the 
clubs affiliated to the Muxgam Federation were still in 
existence, though fewer were still in the same premises. 

The Boys¥Y Briszade had much the same tale to belt - desnite 
"bombings out" and other difficulties,most of the Companies 
were still carrying on. One company Major told inv. he 
bhou tht Dey new far less fear than adults. 

espite the boys' courazse, however, souethin 
to be Ps to combat the effect of the blLitx. This “yas 
especially necessary in those clubs Which had a mixed 
membershipe In Paddington inv. came across the first 
shelter club in the country. The Clarendon Youth Centre 
was started early in the year,and had proved immensely 
Popular in a Borough that had little club life to offer. 
Numbers had to be cut down,and the rousher elements sorted 
oute Later the organisers asked the Borough Council for 
a shelter,and Were given ite The next step they propose 
to take, after the provision of bunks,is @ hot meal at 
night and breakfast in the morning. 


Almost involuntarily the boys' clubs seem to be 
tending to proceed along hostel lines. As one of the 
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organisers of the Clarendon Youth Centre said to inv., 
if the hoped-for sleeping and feeding schemes come off 
it will no lonzer be a club but a hostel. At a Boys’ 
Brigade Company inv. visited ne found 5 of the boys 
slept on the premises. The company Major was sceptical 
of the hostel idea but even his owWn company had been 
driven half way along the roade 
At a meeting of tne Southwark Youth Connittéee 


the question of hostels Was brought up. Nothing was, 


iecided,eucept that it was a matter for the LCC rather 
than the individual clubs, but there was a good deal of 
discussgon on and around the pointe Miny club Leaders 
claimed that the hostel idea was inimitable to the normal 
poy, who Liked privacy in his pdersonal habits. There 
followed a consideration of hostels outside London to be 
ised as Rest Centres by young workers for a few nishts, 
out the objection to this was the small amount of time 
at the workers’ disvogal. 

In conclusion,although the hostel idea is 

orcing its way to the considerat ion of club leaders 

id organisers,it is not always Welcomed by them. This 
ls ‘probably due to conservatism in many cases,and a 
ronantic conceDLion of the Boy's nealth, powers of 
endurance,freedom from neuroses, etce The scheme is 
Unlixely to become general unless 1t i8 put on @mm an 
official footing. The entirely new problems which 
a shelter-nostel life would arouse would require delicate 
treatment,and possibly some of tne older Leaders realise 
that their Mowers of adaptation are not equal to the 
efforte

Figures are not available for clubs which are not 
affiliated to the National Association of Boys’ Clubs, but 
most active clubs are affiliated. The Association has 
Made great strides since its inception; in 1925,its first 
year of existence, 31! cluds were affiliated,and the 
numbers rose steeply to 679 in 1926-7,and 1500 in 1937-8. 
As yet there are no signs of saturation point having been 
reached,for 179 more clubs were affiliated in the 
following year. The rise in membership has also been 
steep, though not so much as in the case of the clubs. 
There is considerable variation regionally,and the variation 
seems to conform to no system. For example,big industrial 
towns like Birmingham and ports like Birxenhead, Bristol 
and Southampton, have a relatively high percentage of boys 
in clubs,while in Sheffield,Glasgow and Leeds the figures 
are low. The same phenomenon occurs in the counties - 
Cumberland and the South Welsh counties are high, 
Leicestershire and Suffolk Lowe 

Most of the affiliated clubs have indoor games, 
and three-quarters have physical training and association 
football. Just under half enjoy swWimming activities,a 
quarter have dancing. As far as camping 1s concerned, tne 
annual summer camp is the most popular (just under half). 
Two-thirds have the use of a Games'S Field,and half have 
Field equipment. Of those which have gyms the medium sized 
halls are the most common; few clubs have full sym 
equipment. A quarter have shower baths,a third the use of 
a swimming bath. In just over a third of the clubs there 
is a system of voluntary coaching,while half that number 
have pald coaches at hand. 

47@ of all the affiliated clubs are in London, but 
only 33% of club members. This compares with 45% of all 
Scoutse The inference is that provincial clubs are larger 
than the London onese [In the provinces Lancashire and 
Cheshire have the greatest percentage of club members (28%) 
and Scouts (15%). There are over four times as many 
Cubs,Scouts and Scouters in England,Wales and Scotland as 
there are clubd members. 

The Youth Hostels Association has also been growing 
(up to 1934). In most areas the number of enrolments in 
1934 is a substantial increase on 1933,one of the few 
decreases being registered by Oxford University. 
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The strongest Girls’ movement is the Girl Guides, 
which has three times as many members as the next strongest 
orzanisation, the Girls' Friendly Society. In the Guide 
movement the Guides form the most numerous group,and the 
Brownies come seconde The number of Rangers is comparatively 


lowe In the § national societies affiliated to the National 


Council of Girls' Clubs the over 18 group is the strongest 
and the middle group, 14-18,the weakest, with less than half 
the number of members in the older age group. This is not 
the case in each organisation, however,eege,the Federation 
of Working Girls' Clubs appeals most to the under 14"s and 
least? to the over 18's. 

Some of the churches also run organised activities 
for the young. In the Methodist Church there are 8 of these 
organisations,aiming at the needs of different age groups 
(some of them overlapping). All azes,from 8 upwards, seem 
to be well catered for, particularly those above 15; the 
Senior Wesley Guild,which is designed for this group,is 
143,900 strong. (This figure is for 1938; in 1934 the GFS 
was 158,000 strong). 
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Clarendon Youth Centre

Inve was told at the Porchester Branch of the 
Paddington Library that the Clarendon Youth Centre had 
been newly formed at Senior St School. Senior St is a 
slummy thoroughfare just off the Harrow Rd. After trying 
to lOcate the Centre at the school inv. was told that Miss 
Dawes, the organiser,was at No 16,Woodchester St,where she 
rented a basemente Inv. called round and found her there. 
She was a middle class woman of about 30 and gave the 
bmpression of being both capable and hard-working. She 
was a little excited because it was,as she put it,"an 
auspicious day" for the Centree They had just obtained 
permission to use 4 shelter,and this would be the first 
night. It would be the first shelter club in the country. 
Midway through the interview inv. had With her a young 
man of about 27 came in - her assistant. He also seemed 
very enthusiastic,and amplified Miss Dawes's information 
on certain pointse She began by sketching the history of 
the Centre. 


"Tt was opened in April. The Baard of Education sent 
round a circular urging the Local authorities to provide 
recreation for youth,so that they should not get in the 
game state as in 1916. The Board made grants,and a 
manazement committee was set up to apply for grants. There 
were very few clubs in this area. There's the “Mary Magdalene 
club,and the Salvation Army hold one, but apart from that 
\ there's nothing. The YCL rather got behind the ramp for 
\ elubs = I don't know whether they got wind of the proposals 

and harnessed it for party ends. Anyway,they got the girls 
and boys together. 

We got the grant,and they appointed me to open the 
Centre and run it. I sot. hold of some premises in Senior St 
schoOl,who were persuaded by the London Youth Committee to 
sive the first year rent free. We opened in April of this 
yeare 


We're rather backward about aims because we haven't 
had much time to think of them. There has always been a lot 
of loafing, horseplaying and gambling in this area,and we 
set out to break 1t UDe Officially the Committee has highs 
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flown aims, but we disregard them. Ye want to give the 
children the chance to Live whole Lives and pvecome useful 
citizense Gambling is asxpalling in this districy. There's 
& LAG Of 15,a member of this Centre,who gambled away 25 
between coming home from work and coming here. I don't 
supoose he earns more than £1 a weeke 

The age limits are 14 and 20,and we cater for 
boys and girlse When we opened we had no idea what would 
haopen. We expected 20 and got 150. The second night it 
was 200,the third 250. Our equipment wasn't designed for 
that size. There was nothing for anybody to do,so we 
sot the riff-raff coming in. They orought their gangster 
friends from all parts of London, except the Hast End, and 
we nad to weed them out. We've sot about 200 members” now, 
and we've been taking 150 a night. All this haopened from 
the beginning of June. Now we've got table tennis,darts 
and dancing alwayse We've been a bit unfortunate in our 
staffing, because it's difficult to get people interested 
and caDable of putting their stuff over, but graduaily 
we've worked in discussions,first aid, boxing, a Little 
wrestling and ballroom tuition. We've set up a table tennis 
committee, and have arranged a few outside matchese We 
were carry ing on, then came the blitz. It nad a vast 
effect. The numbers drovnped and continued to drop - some 
were working, others frightened, others went to shelters. 
Ye were open every nis cht, but When the sirens went we had 
to shut down the club necauseé we have no Air Raid Protection 
and the Council won't take the responsibility. The only 
days We could do anything were Saturdays 4nd Sundayse Then 
we battered at the Borough Council and got the shelter. 

With the blitz the A numbers dropped steadily from 
159 to about 40. It was dependant on the siren - if it 
went at 6 o'clock they had no chance of getting here. Up 
to the blitz the sex figures were practically always equal, 
Dut now there are naturally more boys than girls. We used 
to charge a penny a night,and as we used to open three 
nizshts a week it came to 34 a week. Now we open more 
frequently I think we'll keep it at 3d a week. 

The organisation is rather different from the 
usual boys club because we have boys and girls together. 
This isn't a club area,and they haven't been brought up 
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to ite We don't want them to select leaders yet because 
the rougher ones may have everything their own way. 

We cater for What is known as the Clarendon St 
area,and We don't accept outsiders. There's a definite 
poundary e 

Dancing seems to be the most popular among the 
zirls and table tennis among the boys,although now we 
have a billiards table and that is setting increasingly 
popular. Boxing used to arouse 4 great deal of interest, 
although not so many took part in it. Ve got the police 
interested but now they'Pe too busy. As soon 28 we start 
boxing the sirens go. If we can find room we ‘11 start it 
azaine 

The weekend will still be spent in the cluo, where 
we have some heatinge We won't be able to have any in tne 
shelter. =xDerience has shown that it's unwise to have 
neating in shelters,otnerwise people suffer from heat 
stroke. People should generate enough for themselves when 
it's full. They may consider putting it on before the 
room fills up. 

Finance is uncertain. It's no use denending on 
local contributions - We're dependant on the Board of 
Education. The children's contributions keep the 
equipment going. We pay no rent for the shelter - we're 
doing a service to the Borough,and they're fully aware of 
it. Later on we're having bunks,hot meals at night and 
breakfast in the mornings. Then it Will become a hostel. 
Paddington has a few benefactors, but their bpenefactions 
are outsidé the Borough. I don' . xnow about the parents’ 
attitude - it's all been rusned through and We said 
nothing to the children until it was ready. We'll find 
out from the attendances. 

The normal sitting capacity of the shelter is 175. 
T expect we'll take in about 80. ‘le want the other three 
shelterse 

We've also formed a Friendly Society, another 
attempt at forming a self-governing body - it's now 
become possible. They subscribe so much a week,largely | 
for sickness or unemployment when they're very ” much in 
need,to buy essentials, and it's administered by ourselves 
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and by a committee formed by the members from the members, 
who will have control of the schemee [t started tnis 
last weekend. It's more important from our point of 
view and from theirs as an attempt at self-government 
ratner than an insurance policye 

We meet from 6 to 10 every night except 
Friday finc. Saturdays and Sundays)." 


Miss Dawes also added that she had heard that 
of 380 Girls Clubs affiliated to the London Union of 
Girls Clubs before the blitz started,only 25 were now 
open. 
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Boys Brigade 


Inv called round at the HQ in Abbey House,Westminster. 
The Secretary,Mr Stanley Smith,is helped in his work by 
a nuabder of Brigade members, who take the place of girls. 
He is a very friendly man, and showed himself willing to 
heip inve in every way he. coulde He said that Major Lewis, 
the London Secretary,would be able to give inv. more 
information about the London Brigades, but befere he called 
Major Lewls in he told inv. something of the aims and 
history of the Brigade. 


"The Boys are standing up very well. Of course, 
their activities have been curtailed, but even that's 
improving. Many of the Companies now can only meet on 
Saturdays and Sundays instead of week nights. They're 
hodding together very well. Where the oremises have been 
destroyed it's very difficult to do anything. 

Te began the Service of Youth idea. The Brigade 1s 
primarily religious - we're making Christian men of the 
boys. The idea revolves round Christian manhood, and every 
Company £sum is connected with a church. We're definitely 
religious in purpose ~- the advancement of Christ's kingdom 
among boys. There's religdous instruction on Sundays and 
drill on week nights. We believe in the value of drill 
to eaucourage “esprit de corps",for lack of an English 
equivalent = team spirit,shall I sua say ? 

The Companies are officered entirely by voluntary 
men,and they're very largely self-supporting. They pay a 
good deal in subs to the Companies which pay generously to 
the upkeep of the movement. The ages are 12-18, and there's 
a junior branch for boys under 12 - they never meet with 
the otherse 

The Standing Conference of Juvenile. Organisations 
ig the platform on which we meet the other organisationse 
Although we were the first of these movements the others 
haven't affected us adversely - we're stronger now than 
when the Scouts started. The Church Lads are like us,only 
they're Church of England - we include the Free Churches. 
You can really divide boys’ organisations into three 
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Sroups =- Brigades,Scouts and Clubse" 


Mr Smith then went out and came pack with Major 
Lewis,who was equally friendly and helpful,and invited 
inve to come to a meeting of his own Company in Bermondsey. 
He was able to give more authentic information about 
how the Brizades had been carrying on since the 5114 
came to town. 
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"BY activities are not very much curtailed. They! rq 
not like clubs. Many companies are restricted to the 
weekends, whenever they c&an work in. Those fortunate enough 
tO have clubs are Keeping them open. They can't in the 
ordinary way continue their evening activities unless 
their premises are adapted. My own club is in Bermondsey, 
and there have been bombs in every ‘direction. We're 
carrying on every night,although the windows are broken. 

We in London suc rested to all 350 companies that 
an essential of the present time is to yet in a uniform 
parade to counteract this sloopy shelteritis, where they 
coe back from work,have a meal and go to the shelter. 

We have a real muck-up once a week. We have @ Bible class 
in uniform and a meal afterwards. People are getting into 
dirty habits,never changing their” ‘clothes. The boys Like

The boys don't think much about the war. The elder 
boys are counting the days until they can get into the 
Army, Navy or something. They feel the present times are 
very slow. They can't go to the pictures,and they are in 
danger of getting into the work-eat-shelter nabit. They 
want something to counteract it,and I think you rai. fing 
we've given it to them. There were 350 Companies in 
London = I can't tell you how many have been bombed out of 
existence, but the vast majority are earrying on. 

Several boys of 18 are actually working in ARP - 
they started as meesengers 12 months ago and more, now 
they're on duty quite a lot. Some of them are even wardens. 
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It's largely due to their First Aid knowledge which they 
s0t in the Brigade. 

The senior boys are taking more responsibility. 
The NCO's are definitely doing a great deal, because many 
of the officers are goinge 

The boys seem quite impervious to fear - you 
never see a boy With the wind up. A bomb fell 20 yards 
from our place Saturday night at 6 o'clock - we were 
coming home from football - but they weren't afraid. 
Of course,they dodge into doorways, but that's about all. 

There are always 4 or 5 boys sleep at our 
oremises ~ they Like it better than a shelter". 


As an instance of boys' fearlessness Mr Smith 
quoted the case of a boy named Wiggs wno used to work in 
the office. "He was doing part time ARP work. He had a 
week's holiday, but instead of going away he did full time 
work. He was cycling to work here one morning when the 
alert went. Instead of getting off his bike and taking 
cover he went on,and was killed when a4 bomb fell nearby". 
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Salvation _Army Boys Club,Cirencester St, Paddington. 


Inv. arrived just as a young Woman of about 25, 
wearing the Army uniform,was shutting the door. The 
building stood at the end of a row of houses,and had 
religious slogans in big letters on the side wall, Inv. 
asked the woman about. the Boys Club,and she said it had 
wound up = evacuation had put an end to ite She said the 
woman who organised it used to come in from Ealing, but 
she could give inv. the information he Wanted because she 
used to be present at the meetings. Inv. took the following 
down as he stood on the doorstep. 


"The club consisted of about 15 small boys,from 
8 to 14. They were ttnconnected with the Army. They used 
the club room here,which is also used by the girls’ and 
men's clubs. There. are a billiards table and tennis table 
in ite The objects of the club were to have games and 
demonstrations = really to keep them off the streets 
more than anything. Evacuation broxe it up,and most of 
the boys went away. Only about 4 are left - the others 
have gone tof Cornwall and Devon. The last meeting was | 
in October of this year =- up till then they met every 
Tuesday. They had no contact with any other ‘clubs. They've 
been here ever since this place opened,I think ~ that was 
9 years ago. I've only been here a year. They've always 
had the club,one time or another}. 3 
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ANNUAL REPORT 


YEAR 1936-1937. 


HE main purpose of an Annual Report is to give a 
review of the year’s work, a record of facts, the 
financial position, and perhaps a statement in regard to 
future policy. A mass of details to those intimately 
connected is unnecessary and to those outside they 
would probably be of little interest. What can we say 
then that is worth while of the work of the Bolton 
Y.M.C.A. for the year ending March 3lst, 1937 ° 


To what purpose does the Association exist, and to 
what extent has that purpose been fulfilled? It would 
be true to say that we are passing through a period 
of the most rapid, tremendous and far reaching change. 
We face inevitable changes in our social, economic and 
political systems. Every department of human life, 
education, religion, institution of the family, etc., is 
also feeling the change. The economic problem and the 
problem of war more especially, are threatening the 
security of the world and of every individual. The 
international situation can only be described, by those 
who understand it most, as ‘chaotic.’ Is it any won- 
der then that Youth does not quite know where it 
stands? This brietly is the setting in which an organi- 
zation, whose main constituency is Youth, faces its task 
and in which it goes forward with courage and con- 
viction. There are, not wanting however, signs that 
we are merging into a better day; this day of chaotic 
character is supremely the day of movement in the 
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soul, mind and heart and social nature of mankind. 
There never was a time when more people were look- 
ing forward to the dawning of a new world order, not 
by revolution, but by the recovery of ethical values, 
and the application of moral principles to the problems 
of our time. Surely then it is a day of opportunity 
for such a movement as ours which stands for the 
highest principles: the second of the Association’s 
Guiding Principles states ‘“‘ The Association unites 
Young Men and Boys in fellowship through activities 
designed to help them in the development and training 
of the powers of body, mind and spirit during the whole 
period in which character is being formed, and to en- 
able them to take their share in the service of God 
and of their fellows.’ Again we ask to what purpose 
has the Association existed ? Can we say that there has 
been an atmosphere of friendship Pp That the ameni- 
ties and our manifold activities have been the means 
of enriching character and developing manhood on the 
best lines? That our young men and boys are being 
educated in the responsibilities of citizenship and of 
personal service, and that our young men and boys are 
being directed to Jesus Christ as the way to God, the 
truth about Him and the life which is life indeed? 


Facing up to these questions and judging our work 
from this standard, we can honestly say that whilst we 
have met with many disappointments we can claim a 
measure of success for which we are grateful. 

The programme has been full and varied and generally 
well supported, there is a substantial increase in mem- 
bership and the general atmosphere has been one of 
life and activity. 


For want of a better way the report is given briefly 
under the various headings. 


RELIGIOUS WORK. 


There is just a danger to-day, in the laudable desire 
to provide for the leisure hours of boys and youths, to 
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feel that the need is met by play centres and recrea- 
tional facilities. We were never more convinced than 
now of the need of Religious work. Spiritual power 
is what man needs ; and that need once awakened the 
human heart cries out for the living God. It is here 
that Jesus meets man’s deepest need by making God 
known to him and by making His power available. ‘‘ He 
is the revelation of what God is and of what man through 
Him may become.’ Hence we make every effort to make 
the religious meetings successful. The BROTHERHOOD 
has had a regular attendance each Sunday of over 30 
members, with about 80 on special occasions. The 
SOCIAL HOUR maintains its very high standard and 
although the large hall is only full on few occasions 
the audience of 400 to 500 each week greatly appreciates 
the splendid music and the fine addresses. We are in- 
debted to all musical friends and to all speakers, 
largely ministers and clergymen, for their splendid 
services so freely and willingly given. The FELLOW- 
SHIP MEETING on Thursday evenings is a group of 
those who share their spiritual experiences. It is a 
training ground for young speakers and a spiritual 
power house for those who attend. We commend this 
meeting to more of our members. 


Several Conferences, Receptions and Meetings where 
special addresses have been given have been well at- 
tended. The visits of Mr. J. J. Virgo and Mr. Frank 
Carter commanded very large audiences. 


EDUCATIONAL. 


There never was a time when the world was so 
deeply interested in the cause of Education. It is the 
concern of practically every country, and there is a 
constantly growing demand for wider and larger edu- 
cational opportunities. What is the purpose of it all? 
Why spend so much money, interest and time on 
Education ? What do we expect as aresult ? It has 
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been truly said “‘Education should help us make a living, 
but more, it should help us make a life, it should help 
us to live, live longer, live healthier, live more courage- 
ously, meeting the problems, duties and difficulties of 
life in more becoming fashion.’ If knowledge is power 
it should be moral power; there is need therefore of 
intensive and sustained effort in our educational prog- 
ramme. The OPEN FORUM has been the means of 
discussing many interesting up-to-date topics ; the time 
spent in preparation of subjects is worthy of a better 
response from our members. We fear that increased 
facilities in other directions have prevented the desired 
growth in this section. If we could only harness the 
innumerable discussions of small groups who gather 
together in the Lounge what a Forum it would be. The 
LECTURES held in the Lounge have been good and 
well attended. Changes in the personnel of the Wireless 
Section have prevented transmitting during recent 
months but the difficulties are being overcome. The 
work of providing wireless for the Bedridden Poor 
continues. The Male Voice Choir continues steadily 
with its work and programme and is showing signs of 
increasing in numbers. 


SOCIAL, PHYSICAL AND PUBLIC SERVICES. 


It is scarcely possible to give a picture that. will 
adequately show the innumerable activities that are 
carried through under this heading during the year. 
The building itself is a revelation to visitors who from 
time to time call and see us—they always exclaim, 
‘What a wonderful place!’’ Almost every night the 
accommodation is taxed to its utmost capacity. Al- 
though we are critical of our own work, we believe that 
those who know it best speak most highly of it. That is 
why we always welcome visitors—uninformed or par- 
tially informed criticism is dangerous. Recently a book 
was published by the ‘Left Book Club’—‘‘The Road to 
Wigan Pier.’’ The following is an extract :—‘‘They say 
that the occupational centres are simply a device to keep 
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the unemployed quiet and give them the illusion that 
something is being done for them. Undoubtedly that 
1s the underlying motive. Keep a man busy mending 
boots and he is less likely to read the Daily Worker. 
Also there is a nasty Y.M.C.A. atmosphere about these 
places which you can feel as soon as you goin. The 
unemployed men who frequent them are mostly of the 
cap-touching type—the type who tells you oilily that 
he is ‘temperance’ and votes Conservative. Yet even 
here you feel yourself torn both ways. For probably 
it is better that a man should waste his time even with 
such rubbish as sea-grass work than that for years upon 
endheshoulddoabsolutely nothing. By farthe best work 
for the unemployed is being done by the National Un- 
employed Workers’ Movement . . . If this movement 
could be combined with something along the lines of the 
occupational centres it would be nearer what is needed. 
It is a deadly thing to seea skilled man running to seed, 
year after year, in utter hopeless idleness. It ought 
not to be impossible to give him the chance of using 
his hands and making furniture and so forth for his 
own home, without turning him into a Y.M.C.A. cocoa- 
drunkard.”’ Why this cynical reference to the Y.M.C.A. ? 
Unfortunately the writer is not the only one—. 
this type of thing happens rather too often. It may 
be that men who write such comments have had some 
unfortunate experience or are really ignorant of our 
work. A more intimate contact with an Association 
with a vital living membership would have the desired 
effect. 


Our own Association has for 15 years been largely 
responsible for, and adequately catered each year for 
about 600 boys, chiefly on the recreational side. There 
are 30 Football teams, and about 30 leaders. For about — 
five years we have done everything possible to run 
successfully a large centre for unemployed men with 
a full programme. The Bolton & District Table Tennis 
League was formed and is nurtured in the Association; in 
neither case is the name Y.M.C.A. mentioned. The only 
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atmosphere’ created has been by inculcating the deep 
principles for which the Association stands and by 
giving freely the services of experienced leaders. Other 
Associations in the country are doing similar work. The 
Physical Classes for unemployed men in our Gymnasium 
continue their unbroken success. The 60 volunteer 
workers carry on the good work of serving refreshments 
at the seven [emperance Bars on the Bolton Wanderers 
Football ground ; the closest possible link also exists 
between thé Association and the Churches and all 
organizations for the well-being of the town. 


The Social Events for members and friends and for 
the various sections have been more numerous and more 
successful than for many years, and the list of activities 
and successes on the physical side will probably 
surprise even our own members. 


Gymnasium. 4 classes—2 Junior 2 Senior. Seniors 
specially successful with a good attendance. 


Table Tennis. 5 teams in League. 2 Junior and 3 
Senior. Juniors champions of each section. 


Billiards. 2 teams in League. Both teams in top four. 


Carpet Bowls. 3rinks in League. 1 rink finalist in 
the English Championship. 


Football. 6 teams. 3 Senior and 3 Junior. All well 
placed in League. Juniors Ist team, League Champions. 
Winners of Junior Infirmary Cup Competition. 


Cricket. 2teams in League. First team runners-up. 


Tennis. Increased membership and two teams played 
in League. 


Badminton. Two Courts. 40 members. 


Swimming Club. No special privileges. These have 
been obtained for next season. 


Golf. Two competitions were successfully carried 
through. 


These achievements are not recorded for glorification, 
they do, however reveal, even to the casual observer, 
three things.

3. That the programme is for full-blooded boys and 
men. 


A brief extract from the report of a Committee of the 
British Medical Association aptly indicates the aim and 
purpose of our programm? especially on the physical side. 
“An educated body is a balanced body, just as an educat- 
ed mind in the true sense is a balanced mind. Balance of 
body, mind and soul should go together and reinforce 
each other ; and perfection of balance, physical, mental 
and spiritual, can be the only true and scientific aim of 
education.”’ 


MEMBERSHIP. 


It would be comparatively easy to give almost stag- 
gering figures if we included in our membership those 
who in various ways use our buildings, and thos2 who 
are directly affected by its programme; or again a big 
increase in numbers could be obtained if applicants 
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were allowed to join for activities only. But this would 
not be in keeping with the policy of the Association. 
The Committe: of the Bolton Y.M.C.A. has for many 
years endeavoured to make its membership a “Living 
Membership.”’ It is in entire agreement with the 
Y.M.C.A. National Commission in its report and would 
recommend each member to obtain a copy and especially 
to assimilate the matter dealing with a “Living Member- 
ship.’ The Commission Report is a charter for the 
whole movement and every member should possess a 


COpy. 


For the past 10 years we have been hovering round 
the 300 mark in Senior Membership, efforts having been 
made to increase the numbers but without avail. This 
year, however, shows a substantial increase of 50. We 
are delighted with this, not merely because of numbers 
but because of the widening of our sphere of influence. 
The building, equipment and personnel can still accom- 
modate and even more successfully deal with a larger 
membership than we possess. The increase is due 
mainly to: 


1. Increase in activities. 


2. Transfers from Junior Department. 


3. Fewer lapsed Members. 


The growth has been steady and it should stimulate 
us to press forward to obtain 400 Seniors and 300 
Juniors during the coming year. 


FULL MEMBERS. 


It is our constant endeavour to reduce the disparity 
which exists between the number of Full Members and 
Associate Members, because in so doing we believe we 
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are accomplishing our real task. Two Initiation 
Services have been held, 10 Associates bzing transferred 
to Full Membership.

FINANCE. 


In many respects we are ina happy position. The 
building and the land are the property of the Associa- 
tion, and our only debts are an overdraft of {664 6s. 11d. 
on the Junior Department Extension and {180 4s. 11d. 
on current account. This position is largely due to the 
generous giving, during recent years, of many Bolton 
friends, and the wise administration by the responsible 
committees. This does not mean that all our needs are 
met, or that we have no difficulty in raising finance. 
We have and do have to work hard in this direction. 
The policy which has been successful for the last 13 
years, is to prepare a budget of Income and Expenditure 
and to make every endeavour to keep within that 
budget. This year shows a balance of {22 4s. 10d. 
The building, decorating and furniture are not allowed 
to depreciate unduly and necessary renewals are made 
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and are covered by the current account. Extensions 
made from time to time are treated as Capital account 
and special efforts and appeals are made; at the mom- 
ent the Board is anxious to see the debt on the new 
Junior Department of £664 6s. 11d. wiped off. More 
subscriptions to the Association mean help to carry on 
and to extend. Two items {50 for the National Y.M.C.A. 
Work and £20 for the Overseas Work are some express- 
jon of our obligation to the movement further atield. 


JUNIOR DEPARTMENT. 


The following is an extract from the Annual Report 
of the Wigan Boys’ Club :- 


‘WHAT IS A Boy? ” 


‘‘ A person who is going to carry on what you have 
started. He is tosit right where you are sitting and 
attend to things which you think so important, when 
you are gone. You may adopt all the policies you 
please, but how they will be carried out depends upon 
him. Even if you make leagues and treaties, he will 


.have to manage them. He will take your seat in Parlia- 


ment, assume control of your cities, States and Empires. 
He is going to move in and take over your churches, 
schools, universities, corporations, councils and prisons. 
All your work is going to be judged and praised and 
condemned by him. The future and the destiny of 
humanity are in his hands, so it might be as well to 
pay him a little attention now.” 


We believe this to be profoundly true: too long has 
it been thought that any sort of clubroom and _ pro- 
gramme was good enough for the boys. The Bolton 
Y.M.C.A. has never made a finer investment than two 
years ago when the new Junior Department was built. 
The interest will accrue in the lives of the boys whom 
it is our privilege to serve and to influence during the 
years when they can be best moulded. 
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There is a free and easy atmosphere and yet it is not 
just a play-centre—the purpose is definitely character 
building under trained, voluntary and paid, leadership. 
The Junior and Senior work although largely separated, 
seems often to merge one into the other, the programme 
is interwoven and we have largely solved the problem of 
the change from Junior to Senior Membership. So far 
in the report, various items connected with the boys 
have been referred to. The weekly programme how- 
ever would probably be the best way of conveying an 
impression of the work.

We wish them 
well.

The Association is rich in these who give valuable, 
unselfish and unstinted service. An Association largely 
for youth, is served magnificently by youth, and we 
are grateful to those Members—Boys and Men—who find 
joy in serving ; for the splendid work of the Women’s 
Auxiliary, and to the great number who so willingly give 
of their best. To each one we say ‘‘Thank you.” 


IN CONCLUSION. 


Let us return to “OUR MESSAGE.” ‘ Who of us 
looking around him and making a dispassionate survey 
of affairs as they are to-day, can have any doubt as to 
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the deep need of the world? And who of us can doubt 
that in Jesus Christ and His Gospel lies the response to 
the deep needs of humanity? If OUR MESSAGE is 
not adequate to meet the spiritual hunger of mankind, 
then what other Message, what other Gospel of glad 
news is there ? If there is any other MOTIVE to which 
appeal can be made and which offers any hope for hum- 
anity, then what is that power whose dynamic force is 
mightier than love—‘‘The greatest thing in the world ’’? 
And if there be a MISSION nobler, more inspiring, more 
practical in its idealism to which the enthusiasm and 
loyalty and devotion of the world’s youth should be 
summoned, then let it be named; for to it the allegiance 
of such a Movement as ours should be at once trans-. 
ferred. 


The Young Men’s Christian Association, if it is to be 
true to its past traditions and responsive to the call of 
the highest, can claim no right to the leadership of the 
world’s youth except upon grounds such as these. But 
in the absence of any alternative loyalty, the task of the 
Association stands clearly defined.”

OBJECTS OF THE FEDERATION 


1. Toconsolidate and extend the important work of Boys’ 
Clubs in London. 


2, To promote Competitions and friendly intercourse 


between the members of affiliated Clubs. 


3. To promote opportunities for those interested in the 
management of London Working Boys’ Clubs to interchange 


opinions as to the best way of conducting them. 


On November 28th, H.M. The King’s letter to the Prime 
Minister was published with its inspiring appeal to the service 
of Youth. Local Education Authorities are urged to set up 


local Youth Committees in co-operation with voluntary 
organisations. 


The Federation has the keennest sympathy with the 
efforts which are being made to extend the opportunities open 
to young people for recreation, and hopes that their result 
will be substantial and of permanent value. 


It cannot be emphasized too strongly that the spirit which 
animates our Boys’ Clubs is essentially the product of a 
voluntary organisation. It is difficult to see how clubs or 
Community Centres under the sole control of local Educa- 
tional authorities can provide for the spiritual needs of their 
members as Boys’ Clubs can and, it is to be hoped, mostly do. 
In the present crisis, when country districts have been pro- 
foundly shocked to discover that many of the children sent 
to them are practically heathens, it is superlatively important 
to emphasise that the real value of Boys’ Clubs lies in their 
ability to stimulate religious principles in their members. 


Report of the Committee 
1938-39 


HE Federation’s year 1938-39 was disturbed at the 
beginning by the Czecho-Slovakian crisis and ended in 
the dark clouds raised by the beginning of the War 

forced upon this country. In spite of this calamity we are 
able to report that the Federation’s work and the support 
accorded to it by the public continued to grow. 


THE WAR a: 


The outbreak of war has created new and difficult pro- 
blems for the Federation, its affiliated clubs and their 
members. In the summer months the Federation co-operated 
with the National Association of Boys’ Clubs in calling the 
attention of the Authorities to the probable plight of working 
boys being left to their own devices with their mothers 
evacuated with younger children and fathers possibly called 
up for Military service. In London, the Federation, together 
with the other Juvenile organisations, discussed the matter 
with the County Council, but no concrete steps could be 
taken. Since the outbreak of war some clubs have had their 
premises commandeered by the War Office, while many Club 
leaders have volunteered for various forms of National Service. 
Representations were made to the War Office for the release || A 
of such premises with some success. , / 


The Federation is represented by Sir Charles Wrench 
on the Regional panel of the War Emergency Committee, 
which is a sub-committee of the National Youth Council. 


CONFERENCES 


The Annual Conference of Club Leaders was held on 
Sunday, 15th January, and as usual, was preceded by a 
luncheon given by Sir Charles Wrench, to which the 
Manager of every affiliated and associated club was invited. 
The principal subjects discussed were the Federation’s policy 
on the raising of the School leaving age, and also the encour- 
agement of Physical Training. The Conference was of the 
opinion that the age of boys to join clubs should not be raised 
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to coincide with school leaving age. As regards Physical 
Training, the discussion showed the need of detailed informa- 
tion before a policy could be decided. 


A Conference for Club Helpers was held on Sunday, 20th 
November, at the Headquarters of the National Institute for 
the Blind, by kind permission of Mr. W. McG. Eagar. The 
principal discussion was upon © Mixed Activities in Boys’ 
Clubs,”’ and in addition, very interesting papers were read by 
Mr. Piercy, Secretary of the National Association of Boys’ 
Clubs, on the “Development of the Club Movement,” by Mr. 
S. Ansell on “Music in the Club,” and by Mr. H. Llewellyn- 
Smith on “Self-Government in the Club.” 


A Conference for Boys was held on 13-14th May, at the 
Nazeing Camp, under the Chairmanship of Mr. W. McG. 
Eagar. Some 90 boys representing 40 clubs attended, and the 
discussions showed that the boys take an intelligent interest 
in the problems of club work. 


TRAINING COURSE 


The Federation co-operated with the National Association 
of Boys’ Clubs in holding a week-end Training Course for 
Club Leaders on 29-30th April, at the Camp of the Oxford & 
Bermondsey Clubs at Hall’s Green, Sevenoaks, which was 
well attended. Ata short Service on Sunday, 30th April, Mr. 
H. W. Kimberley gave an interesting address on “The Club 
Leader as a Social Worker.’ During the week-end, Dr. A. 
E. Morgan read a paper on’ Boys’ Clubs in the World to-day,” 
and Mr. Basil Henriques spoke on “Some essentials of the 
Club Movement.” 


During the period under review, the London Parochial 
Charities made a special grant of £500 for bursaries to enable 
suitable candidates to take a special course of training as 
Club Leaders at specially selected centres. This scheme is 
in abeyance owing to the war, but the Committee desires to 
express its sincere thanks to the London Parochial Charities 
for its generous help. 


DEVELOPMENT SECRETARY 


The Committee regrets to report that Mr. H. L. Hollis, 
who was appointed Secretary for Development work in Feb- 
ruary, 1935, has tendered his resignation to take up the 
Secretaryship of the Greater London Playing Fields 
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Association. During his 43 years with the Federation he did 
excellent work in helping to form new clubs, in keeping in 
touch with other philanthropic organisations and_ public 
bodies, and in extending the Federation’s activities in new 
directions. His loss will be greatly felt, and he takes with 
him the good wishes of all those with whom he was associated. 


HON. TREASURER 


Mr. John Scott has been called up for Military Service, 
and can no longer discharge the duties of Hon. Treasurer. 
As Chairman of the Development Committee and Hon. 
Treasurer, he has rendered great services to the Federation. 


The Committee earnestly hopes that he may return to us 
safely after the War. Meantime, Maj.-Gen. R. M. Luckock has 
very kindly consented to become joint Hon. Treasurer with 
Mr. Scott, and the Committee greatly appreciates his help. 


ASSISTANT HON. TREASURER 


It is with considerable regret that the Committee has to 
announce the resignation of Mr. C. W. Murray Holroyd, At 
the outbreak of war he had almost completed 14 years asso- 
ciation with the Federation, during which period he has 
rendered invaluable assistance by keeping the Federation’s 
books. Mr. Holroyd, who lives at Hastings, found it impos- 
sible to continue his work owing to the difficulties of travelling 
under existing conditions. The Committee wishes to place 
on record its sincere thanks to a very loyal friend. 


Mr. R. Plummer, A.C.A. of the Oxford & Bermondsey 
Club, and Mr. J. C. Howard, A.C.A., of the Crown and Manor 
Club have given up much time to preparing the present 
accounts, and their help is greatly appreciated. 


BELLINGHAM 


The Bellingham ground has been maintained in good 
condition, thanks to the generous support of the London 
Parochial Charities. The ground was used by a large number 
of clubs, and is of the greatest value to the Federation.

LUNCH HOUR CLUB 


In February the Federation succeeded, largely owing to 
the generous support of the London Parochial Charities, 
in opening a Lunch Hour Club in Love Lane, just off 
Cheapside. The club is intended for boys working in the City, 
who cannot get home for their mid-day meal. Light refresh- 
ments are provided as cheaply as possible, and boys may bring 
their own sandwiches with them, if they so desire. The 
usual indoor games are available. Boys pay a weekly sub- 
scription of ld. or 2d. according toage. Donations are urgently 
needed from employers to keep the club open. . The average 
daily attendance of members has been 50. 


LORD MAYOR’S SHOW 


The pageant in connection with the Lord Mayor’s Show 
in November, 1938 was devoted to National Fitness in all its 
aspects, and the Federation was asked to assist the National 
Fitness Council by providing a tableau on Boxing in con- 
junction with the Metropolitan Police. Seven affiliated clubs 
provided 15 boys, and judging by its reception this part of the 
pageant proved very popular with the large crowds which 
lined the route. 


LEYTON GROUND 


The old Essex County Cricket ground at Leyton has been 
saved from the builders by the London Parochial Charities, 
and made available for the joint use of boys’ and girls’ clubs in 
London. The ground was opened on 10th June by Mr. P. M. 
Evans, the Chairman of the Trustees, who handed a lease of 
the ground to Mr. C. T. Ashton, who has kindly promised to 
be Chairman of the Ground Management Committee. A 
cricket match was played between the Federation and Mr. C. 
T. Ashton’s XI. and members of girls’ clubs gave a “ Keep Fit” 
display, followed by a Netball match. Since the War, the 
ground has been taken over by the Military authorities, but 
the Federation looks forward to a speedy and happy continu- 
ance of the use of this splendid playing field. 


ROWING 


Considerable progress was made in encouraging Rowing, 
and the Federation is greatly indebted to Mr. Ian Fairbairn, 
Who has devoted much time and trouble to developing this 
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sport among affiliated clubs. Two. new Clinker Fours were 
bought during the year, one of which was purchased by means 
of a grant from the National Fitness Council. 


GRANTS 


Affiliated clubs received valuable help by means of grants 
from the Carnegie Library Trust, King George’s Jubilee 
Trust, National Fitness Council and the London Parochial 
Charities. In addition, the Federation distributed just over 
£200 from its own Grant-in-Aid Fund to 54 affiliated clubs 
for maintenance purposes. The Federation will be glad to 


receive donations to this fund, which is rapidly becoming 
exhausted. 


COMPETITIONS 


The Federation’s usual programme of competitions was 
carried through successfully except for the Baths Swimming 
Races, which should have been held in September, but had to 
be abandoned owing to the War. 


From a financial point of view, the Boxing is the most 
important of these competitions. The Finals were held once 
again at the Royal Albert Hall, and were watched with un- 
diminished interest by a large gathering. Competitors were 
entered from 102 clubs, and no fewer than 316 boys success- 
fully passed the weighing-in and the medical examination. 


A Modern Drama competition was held for the first time, 
in addition to the Shakespeare competition, and attracted 12 
entries. Nineteen clubs entered for the Shakespeare com- 
petition, and Sir Kenneth Barnes adjudicated the Final. The 
winners also won the Drama Festival for Juniors organised 
by the British Drama League later in the year. 


PHYSICAL TRAINING 


During the year enquiries were made among affiliated 
clubs as to what was being done in the way of physical train- 
ing, and the replies received showed that classes were 
organised in practically all the clubs which possessed the 
necessary accommodation, The Federation applied to the 
National Fitness Council for the services of an expert adviser 
to visit clubs and advise on the best steps to encourage this 
activity in our clubs. This application was successful, but 
the outbreak of War has prevented anything being done in 
the matter. 
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FINANCE 


The generosity of the London Parochial Charities appears 
to be unbounded. During the year under review the Federa- 
tion received from the Trustees a direct grant of £900 and a 
further sum of £1,000 was made available for grants to aid 
individual clubs. Of the £900 above mentioned, £300 was 
allocated to the Bellingham Playing Field. In addition to the 
foregoing, however, the following additional grants were 
made—£325 towards the cost of hot water installation and 
necessary alterations at the Bellingham Playing Field: £200 
towards the expenses of the newly formed City Lunch Club for 
boys: £500 for the Bursaries scheme referred to earlier in 
this Report. 


Notwithstanding the magnificent support detailed above, 
the Trustees spent no less than £1,400 in preparing and 
equipping the old Essex County Ground for use ‘as a playing 
field by members of London Boys’ and Girls’ Clubs. 


It is impossible to express adequately in words the great 
gratitude of the Federation to the Trustees of the London 
Parochial Charities for their extraordinary generosity. 


A further and most useful donation of £150 was received 
during the year from King George’s Jubilee Trust Fund. 
For this the Federation expresses grateful thanks. 


As will be assumed from the figure in the Income and 
Expenditure account, the number of annual subscribers has 
risen once more. This, of course, is highly satisfactory and the 
Federation is most grateful to all those who have subscribed. 


It is generally recognised that Boys’ clubs are more than 
ever necessary now, and the Federation takes this opportunity 
to express a hope that all those who haye supported its work 
in the past will continue to do so, in spite of the prevailing and 
difficult circumstances. 


It isthe great ambition of the Federation that, at the 
close of the year 1939-40, it may be possible to announce that 
the total of 1,000 Federates has been reached. The definition 
of a Federate appears on page 49. 


The Federation thanks also its many friends whose sup- 
port has maintained the Donations figure at approximately 
the level of the past few years. In this connection special 
appreciation is expressed to those City Companies from which 
valuable support was obtained. 
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THANKS 


The Committee wishes to record its very grateful thanks 
to the many friends of the Federation, and especially to those 
who have so kindly assisted in the following ways :— 


Messrs. Jackson, Pixley & Co., who have once again been 
so kind asto act as Honorary Auditors. The continued growth 
of the Federation necessarily entails the keeping of many 
accounts, so that the auditing of the books becomes an increas- 
ingly heavy item, and the considerable help given in this way 
is much appreciated. 

The Directors of the “Evening Standard” for the great 
interest they have taken in Boys’ Clubs, and for the publica- 
tion of Boys’ Clubs news in their columns. Owing to the 
shortage of newsprint, this facility, of such great value to 
the movement, has had to be withdrawn for the present, but 
the Committee looks forward to the time when it will be 
possible for the Club news to re-appear. 


The Lucas-Tooth Institute which, having to close down 
temporarily, gave to the Iederation a considerable amount 
of Gym. and P.T. equipment. 


Gen. Sir Charles Wallis King, who once again very kindly 
invited the Federation to send 500 of its members to witness 
the Dress Rehearsal of the Royal Tournament at Olympia. 


The Lawn Tennis Association for tickets for the 
Wimbledon Championships, which are always most keenly 
sought after and enjoyed. 


Those who gave such ready help in connection with our 
many competitions, by acting as Judges, etc., and the large 
number of Football Referees who assisted by taking charge 
of Federation matches. 


The Old Boys of affiliated clubs, and members of Toc H, 
who acted as Stewards at a number of Competitions, whose 
support was of great assistance in the running of the various 
events. 


Mr. A. Trevor Roberts, whose regular attendance at the 
office up to the outbreak of War was of the utmost value to 
the Federation.

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"THE BOLTON Y.M.C.A. has been in 

existence for nearly fifty years, though 
prior to 1914 its activities were very limited. 
In 1915 more commodious premises were 
rented, and the Committee and officials, 
being alive to the situation created by the 
Great War, concentrated all their energies on 
the War work of the Association. The 
building was open for Service men, a large 
hut was erected at the Military Hospital, 
and a number of huts were provided at the 
Front. 


ON THE CREST OF THE WAVE 


Two things were uppermost in the minds of 
those who had a high regard for the Associa- 
tion: 

(1) ‘The desire that Bolton should possess 
a Y.M.C.A. worthy of the town, suitably 
equipped, and ready for the men when they 
returned. 

(2) The importance of launching a for- 
ward scheme on the crest of the wave, at the 
moment when the goodwill of the public 
was assured, especially in view of the fact 
that the Association had not in the past met 
with all the success desired, and that many 
friends were doubtful about its future. 

It can, therefore, be truly said that the 
Bolton Y.M.C.A. made its first big appeal on 
the strength of the War work of the Associa- 
tion and of its desperate need for adequate 
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accommodation for the men on their return. 

Special credit must, however, be given 
to those who, during the dark days in the 
spring of 1918, launched an appeal for a new 
Y.M.C.A. building for the peace time work 
of the Association. This appeal, which was 
for £15,000, met with remarkable success, 
nearly £13,000 being raised by the end of 
that year. During 1919 the local appeal was 
left in abeyance while the Committee assisted 
in raising nearly £7,000 from Bolton for 
the national work. 


THE BUILDING 


Owing to Government restrictions the 
erection of a new building at that period was 
impossible, so the Committee secured the 
option of central premises erected ten years 
before and used as a dance hall and billiard 
hall. These were purchased, adapted, 
and finally. opened by the late Lord Lever- 
hulme, then Mayor of Bolton, in October 
IQI9Q. 

The total cost, including alterations, 
furnishing, and the equipping of the Athletic 
Ground, was nearly £20,000. Gradually by 
various efforts and appeals this, amount 
was raised and by 1923 the building was free 
of debt. The growth of the work, however, 
necessitated further extension. In 1929 the 
‘Jackson Lecture Hall’’ was opened, and 
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in 1935 a splendid new wing for the Junior 
Department was added at a cost of £2,647, 
which has provided, for its size, one of the 
finest buildings for Boys’ Work in the 
country, and a general improvement in the 
main building. 

The building is a good one, centrally 
situated on an excellent site, with six shops 


and basement bringing revenue to the: 


Association. On the first floor there 1s a 
spacious lounge, billiard room with four 
tables, lecture hall and games room, offices, 
and several small meeting rooms; on the 
second floor there is a large gymnasium and 
hall, the combined seating capacity of which 
is 600, wireless room, etc.; the Boys’ Depart- 
ment floor, which has a separate entrance, 
consists of a large common room, balcony, 
crafts room, small rooms, etc. All the rooms 
are well furnished. 


FINANCE 


Considering that Bolton has suffered by 
the industrial depression the financial position 
is reasonably sound. The building and land, 
valued approximately at over £30,000, are 
owned by the Association. For twelve years 
in succession the income on the current ac- 
count has been slightly in excess of expendi- 
ture, thus reducing the deficit from £571 in 
1924 to £202 in 1936. Apart from this 
amount and {700 still outstanding on the 
latest extension the Association is free of 


debt.

PROGRAMME 


The programme for the past sixteen years 
has been full and varied, extensive and 
intensive. 

EXTENSIVE: Wherever there has been 
a real need to serve the community, and 
especially youth, the Bolton Association has 
endeavoured to be in the forefront. The 
Bolton Boys’ Federation was conceived 
within the Association, and during the last 
fourteen years over 7,000 boys between the 
ages of 13 and 17 have passed through its 
membership. Each year about 600 boys 
are placed in different football teams under 
separate leaders. The football public 
appreciate the consistent help given every 
season by the 60 voluntary workers who serve 
refreshments each week on the Bolton 
Wanderers Football Ground. The seven 
Y.M.C.A. Temperance Bars, while helping

The formation 
of various leagues, including those for table- 
tennis, has come within the Association’s 
purview. It has also played a great part in 
the work and programme for the unem- 
loyed. 

INTENSIVE: While giving this unselfish 
service on behalf of the community, the 
Committee has always felt that it has a 
definite purpose to fulfil in regard to its 
members, which may briefly be stated as 
follows. The Association exists to help 
the youth of our day in the fine adventure of 
living. It desires - show that every human 
faculty, whether individual or social, can be 
enjoyed to the full without self-degradation or 
injury to society, and that the way in which 
a man spends his leisure is a real test of his 
worth, particularly in these days of social 
transition and economic difficulties. It 
seeks, therefore, through an intensive pro- 
gramme to meet the religious, educational, 
social, and physical needs of the young man 
in such completeness as to render him 
capable of successfully grappling with the 
religious and moral problems of his life. 
Spiritual—Sundays: Brotherhood, Social 

Hour, and Boys’ Rally. 
Weekdays: Fellowship, Talks, 
Epilogue, etc. 

Educational—Open Forum, Fireside Circles, 
Lectures, Debates, Conferences, 
Musical Societies, etc. 

Social and Physical—A full programme of 
social events is arranged, and 
every opportunity given for the 
forming of friendships. 


Four Gymnasium classes for 
members are held in the evening 
and two for unemployed men 
during the day. 

On the games side the Associa- 
tion is strong and a large number 
of the members are linked up 
with teams entered in the various 
leagues: Football (6); Cricket 
(2); Tennis (2); Table-tennis (5); 
Billiards (2). There are also a 
Badminton Club, and three rinks 
for carpet bowls. 

The total membership, Junior and Senior, 
is over 600, and it is generally acknowledged

Aims and Methods. 


Special Aims. 


These are best described in the Constitution, 
VIZ. ‘— 


“The Object of the Brigade shall be the 
advancement of Christ’s Kingdom among 
Boys, and the promotion of habits of 
Obedience, Reverence, Dtscipline, Self- 
respect, and all that tends towards a true 
Christian Manliness.” 


Methods. 


Every Company must be connected with a 
Church or other Christian Organisation, which 
is responsible, through the Officers, for the 
Religious instruction given to the Boys. 

Regular attendance at the Drill Parade and 
the Company Bible Class (or similar Church 


Meeting) is a condition of membership. The 
experience of over fifty years has proved the 
remarkable value of simple drill in developing a 
true sense of discipline and a wholesome respect 
for law and order. The Drill Parade is opened 
and closed with a short service, and a _ short 


address may be given by the Chaplain or one of 
the Officers. 


Agencies. 


A new Company should not attempt more 
than is well within the reach of its resources; but 
where facilities exist, the following activities may 
be carried on in addition to the week-night Drill 
Parade and the Bible Class :— 


Ambulance Work, Physical Training, 
Gymnastics, Football and Cricket, Swim- 
ming and Life Saving, Signalling, Band, 
Club for Athletics and Games, Wayfaring, 
Summer Camps, etc. 


In this way the Boy’s leisure time on week- 
days is taken up with B.B. interests. The Officers 
who guide him in spiritual matters, also lead him 
and help him in his games and classes, and men- 
tally and physically he develops in an atmosphere 
of true Christian comradeship. 


Officers. 


The choice of the right man to act as Captain 
is a matter of great importance. It is desirable 


x 
A 


that the Captain should be able to drill the Com- 
pany correctly, but it is absolutely necessary that 
at least one officer should be competent to under- 
take this duty. 


It is of greater consequence that the Captain 
should be able to take his part in the spiritual 
side of the work, which must always be regarded 
as its essential feature. There should be at least 
two Lieutenants in every Company, and the 
qualities required of the Captain are required of 
the Junior Officers in a scarcely less degree. 


Connection with the Church. 


Experience shows that the best Agency for 
reaching and holding Boys up to the age of 17 or 
18 is The Boys’ Brigade. With a close relation- 
ship existing between the Company and the 
Church, the Boys will realise the interest which 
their Church takes in them, and, as a natural 
development, become Church members.

BADGE FOR NATIONAL SERVICE 


Regulations for Award 


The Brigade Executive have sanctioned the issue of a National Service Badge to be awarded under the 
following conditions :— 


1. A Badge for National Service may be awarded during the period of the War on the recommendation of Captains of 
Companies to Boys of the Brigade for voluntary and unpaid National service for the community. 


2. Boys shall have given a total of not less than 100 hours’ satisfactory service. 
3. The Badge shall be worn 6n the right arm between the positions of the Buglers and Ambulance Badge. 


4. Application for the Badge shall be made on the special form provided, stating clearly the nature of the service and the 
number of hours occupied, the Officer commanding the Company certifying that the conditions have been fulfilled. 


5. In cases where Battalions control the issue of badges applications for badges must be forwarded by the Battalion Authorities.

Memorandum Regarding Religious Fnstruction 
FOR GUIDANCE OF 
BATTALION COUNCILS AND CAPTAINS OF COMPANIES 


HE Executive think it desirable to remind Battalion Councils 
and Officers Commanding Companies of the principle which 
has always been laid down in regard to the religious side of 

the Brigade, viz. :— 


That Churches and other Christian organisations to which Companies 
are attached shall be held entirely responsible, through their 
Officers, for the Religious Instruction given to the Boys in the 
said Companies, and for the methods by which such instruction 
is imparted. 


The Executive would also point out that when Companies not 
having the same ecclesiastical connection are associated together, 
those responsible for, or in charge of, each Company, must exercise 
their own judgment as to what is the proper course of action when the 
Companies are invited to unite in Religious Services. 


And further, they advise that, when there are Boys in their Com- 
panies who do not belong to the same religious body as that to which 
the Company is attached, Officers should exercise due care that the 
Parents or Guardians of such Boys be made aware of the ecclesiastical 
connection of the Company, so that they may guide the Boys’ conduct 
in reference thereto, and especially in regard to any religious services 
n which the Company may be called to take part.

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REPORT OF BRIGADE EXECUTIVE 


FOR SESSION ENDING 31st MAY, 1940. 


Owing to war conditions, the Council Meeting on 14th September, at which 
the Report would normally have been submitted, was cancelled. 


N presenting to the Brigade Council their Report for 
| the year ending 31st May, 1940, the fifty-seventh 
session of The Boys’ Brigade, the Executive wish to 
remember the great number of Officers and Old Boys 
serving in the Forces in the fight against tyranny and 
oppression, and pray for their safe return when victory 
for righteousness has been obtained. 


THE outbreak of war on the 3rd September, 
The Outbreak 1939, occurred at a time when most 
of War. Companies, during the short break after 

camp, had not yet resumed activity for the 
winter session. 


In many places evening meetings were banned for a 
time, Officers, Warrant Officers, Staft-Sergeants, Instructors 
and Life Boy Leaders left to join the Forces of the Crown, 
many were evacuated for business reasons or became 
engaged in civil defence duties, and in most of the larger 
towns recruiting plans were swept aside by the evacuation 
of the potential recruits and the junior Brigade Boys 
who would have brought them to join. 


Io 


Every Captain and Leader-in-Charge at 
Carrying On. © once received a letter from the Brigade 

Executive urging the resumption of activity. 
The different problems arising in evacuated, reception and 
neutral areas were dealt with more fully in an Executive 
circular two weeks later, and this was accompanied by a 
personal message from the Brigade President. 


Very soon it became apparent that Officers and Boys 
were eager to resume every possible Company activity 
and that in spite of every difficulty the B.B. was determined 
to carry on. 


All the schoolboys had not left their homes, many 
returned from the country and a certain amount of recruiting 
took place even in evacuated areas. Steps were taken 
by most Companies to keep in touch with Boys who were 
still evacuated. Many reception area Companies took into 
temporary membership B.B. Boys who had arrived in 
their district and also enrolled other evacuees as recruits, 
with the intention that these Boys should continue their 
B.B. service on returning to their home town. 


Brigade and Battalion officials, by visiting reception 
areas, did useful service in linking up Boys to Companies 
in their neighbourhood. The issue of Company news- 
sheets to their absent members was undertaken with good 
results by many enterprising Captains, and the Membership 
Card, too, proved a valuable token to such Boys that 
they were still on the strength of the B.B. 


No fewer than 92 new Companies were 
Strength. formed in this country during the session, 

but in the circumstances arising out of the 
war, with some Companies in suspense and most Companies 
reduced in numbers, a reduction in strength was inevitable. 
Actually the Statistical Returns disclose a net decrease of 
323 Companies and 16,906 Boys, a reduction of 11.4 per 
cent. in Companies and 18 per cent. in Boys. 


x 
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The total strength of all ranks at the close of the session 
in this country is 95,173. We should be thankful that 
things are not worse. Any despondency felt at the outset 
of the session vanished as time went on, and by the spring 
of the year a spirit of courageous optimism was shown 
in the excellent Company and Battalion Displays, Reviews 
and Demonstrations that were successfully carried through. 
With a new adjustment of outlook the Brigade can look 
forward now with confidence in its power to surmount 
the further difficulties that the future may hold. 


ALTHOUGH the Brigade Training Schools, 
Staff and arranged for the autumn, had to be cancelled, 
Training. both the Brigade Training Officers have 

rendered good service to Companies and 
Battalions. A great number of local courses were held 
under their guidance, and by the end of the session it was 
possible to arrange at Queen’s College, Taunton, a full 
week’s school in August, the entry for which was the 
largest ever known for such a school. 


Prior to the war it was evident that the calling up of 
Officers for military service would result in Staff-Sergeants 
and N.C.O.’s having to undertake a much greater measure 
of responsibility, and special courses for Non-Commissioned 
Officers, based on a syllabus issued by the Executive, 
have been held with success in many places. These Boys 
have shown an eager desire to do more for their Company 
and further courses of this kind were planned for the 
summer months. 


It is true to say that the weekly Bible Class 
Bible Class saved many a Company at the beginning 
and Drill. of the session. When ways and means were 

being sought to carry on week-night activities, 
the Boys could still meet for Bible Class on Sundays and 
were thus kept together in B.B. fellowship. 


And Drill, too, has played its important part in main- 
taining the B.B. spirit amongst our Boys during these; 
disturbing times. As Companies look ahead to nex 
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session with depleted staffs, good drill will do much to 
inculcate that strict discipline upon which efficiency depends. 


THE issue last summer of the new Ambulance 
Other Handbook was most opportune.  [*irst-aid 
Departments. training has been a very prominent feature 

of the session’s work and the Handbook, 
which has been used by many classes outside the Brigade, 
has been highly, praised. Physical Training, Games; 
Club-rooms, Bands, Signalling, Swimming, Life-Saving, 
Wayfaring and other B.B. activities have been carried on. 
The Executive deemed it impossible to amend regulations 
to meet the varying circumstances and the number of 
Badges and Certificates awarded is thus considerably less 
than in former years. 


THE Boys of the Brigade have been engaged 
On National in many forms of unpaid national service. 
Service. On A.R.P. and A.F.S. duty, at hospitals 

and first-aid posts, as cyclist orderlies, as 
workers on farms and allotments, in the collection of paper 
and other material, and in many other ways they have 
done notable work. A B.B. National Service Badge was 
instituted and many Boys have earned the right to wear it. 


THE summer of 1939 saw a record number 


Camping. of B.B. Boys under canvas and for the_ 


ereater part of the past session it was 
hoped that camping would go on in 1940. Difficulties 
increased, however, and as the session drew to a close 
it became quite clear that, with few exceptions, camping 
plans would have to be abandoned altogether. Some 
Companies hoped to carry on in a very modified way, and 
many parties of B.B. Boys were organised to work on 
farms, but most Companies had to forgo the happy B.B. 
holidays under canvas which have been of such benefit 
in the past. 


; THE war has naturally had a less adverse 
The Brigade effect on our work abroad, and the Executive 
Overseas. are glad to record the enrolment of 52 

new Overseas Companies during the session. 
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An outstanding achievement of the B.B. year in New 
Zealand was the successful Dominion Camp held near 
Wellington in connection with the N.Z. Centennial 
Celebrations. Almost a thousand Boys and Officers were 
present, and white and Maori members alike had a 
memorable experience. 

The Brigade Executive would record their appreciation 
of the splendid work of our fellow-Officers who, in distant 
lands, are carrying on their Companies so faithfully and 
with such a high regard for the aims and principles of the 
Brigade. They are bound to us in a love for the work 
and a common desire to help Boys of all races and every 
colour to become true Christian men. 


WHILE the evacuation scheme left most 
The Life Boys. Companies with a nucleus of senior Boys at 

the start of the session, a great many of 
our Life Boy Teams disappeared completely. It says 
much for the efforts of Leaders, Area Officials and the 
recently appointed Organisers that we can record a strength 
of 1,547 Teams and 35,782 Boys, although these figures 
show a decrease of 523 Teams and 19,583 Boys as compared 
with the previous session. There were 84 new Teams 
formed. Life Boy Teams continue to provide B.B. 
Companies with their best recruits, and we look forward 
to many of the lapsed Teams re-starting as soon as 
circumstances make that possible. The valuable service 
which lady Leaders give in the junior movement was 
recognised perhaps more than ever before, and they, with 
the help of N.C.O.’s from the B.B. Companies, will still 
be able to maintain the work of many Teams, even if 
no men Leaders are available. 


THE arrangements for the Annual Meetings 
The Brigade at Durham in September had to be cancelled 
Council and at the last moment, and our sympathy 
Executive. goes out to the North of England District 

whose Officers had spent busy months of 
planning to ensure that the elaborate programme should 
be successfully carried through. The Brigade Executive 
met as usual in September, January and May. 
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It is impossible to estimate what may be 
Finance. the ultimate effect of the war upon the 

finances of The Boys’ Brigade, but there is 
cause for thankfulness that the outbreak of hostilities 
found the organisation firmly established on a _ sound 
financial basis, largely due to the past policy of rendering 
the Brigade, as far as possible, self-supporting. 


Though the Brigade was in a strong position to withstand 


the shock of war, there has been an inevitable falling off 


in many sources of income; but the combination of a 
progressive policy of advancement with a wise economy of 
expenditure should enable the Executive so to conserve 
their resources that when the time comes for the great 
advance which is expected on the cessation of hostilities, 
the development of the Brigade may not be handicapped 
by lack of means. | 

The principal source of income is B.B. Week, during 
which all Officers and Boys co-operate in a great effort to 
raise funds. The greater part of the amount raised is 
allotted to the units themselves, but a proportion accrues 
to Headquarters for general maintenance and extension 
purposes. In view of the great difficulties with which 
Companies were faced in adjusting themselves to war 
conditions, it is highly satisfactory that the sum of £17,332 
was raised, compared with £21,591 in the previous year, 
although this entailed a reduction in Headquarters’ income 
of £1,216. Coupled with this decrease, and due to the 
same cause, may be mentioned the decrease of £312 in 
Company contributions and Life Boy Team contributions. 


Donations and Subscriptions received directly from friends 
of the movement were almost maintained, the decrease 
being only £13. In this connection the Executive wish 
again to record their deep gratitude to Mr. and Mrs, Barrow 
Cadbury for the munificent contribution of £300 which 
they have so generously made for many years past. 


Generous support has also been accorded by King 
George’s Jubilee Trust, which contributed the sum of 
£2,000. The Executive is most grateful for this aid

A 
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following on the contribution of £3,000 which the Trustees 
had been able to grant in previous years. 

A new source of support has arisen in the quickened 
interest of the Government, through the Board of Education, 
in the national voluntary organisations. Soon after the 
outbreak of war, the Board of Education intimated the 
Government’s concern that such work should not suffer 
through war conditions, reinforcing their wish with a 
generous contribution towards the maintenance and 
extension of the Brigade. During the year ending 31st 
May, 1940, the sum of £2,725 was received from this source, 
and in the coming year further assistance, though on a 
lesser scale, will be forthcoming. Similarly, a grant of £400 
was made by the Scottish Education Department towards 
the work in Scotland. This aid is the more welcome 
because the grants which have been made for use in the 
Special Areas have now terminated, and the Executive 
will now be able to continue some of the projects which 
have been of such great benefit in the Special Areas. 

In normal times the Executive look to the Publications 
and Equipment account to contribute towards the upkeep 
of the Brigade, but it was decided on the outbreak of war, 
despite rising costs, not to increase prices to Companies 
during the past session. As a consequence there was a 
loss on this account of £185 2s. od., compared with a profit 
last year of £1,240 4s. 8d. While the Executive feel that 
their policy of not placing additional burdens on Companies 
was justified, it cannot be continued after the stocks 
purchased at pre-war prices have been exhausted. They 
regret, therefore, that they will be compelled to increase 
prices during the coming session. 

Consistent with the highest interests of the Brigade, 
the Executive have used every means of curtailing 
expenditure and of effecting economies, and largely as a 
result of this policy there is a balance on the year’s working 
of £1,777, which will enable them to face the greater 
stringency of days to come with resolution and confidence, 
relying on the continued loyal support of Officers and Boys, 
on whom the financial stability of the Brigade so much 
depends.

BALROSSIE, the B.B. Training and Conference 
Balrossie. house at Kilmacolm, on being requisitioned 

for military purposes during the session, 
had to be vacated and the Brigade’s lease, due to terminate 
in February, 1940, could not be renewed. 


Thus ceases a venture which has amply justified the 
courage of those who sponsored its conception five years 
ago. To Officers, Leaders, N.C.O.’s and Boys in Scotland, 
‘“ Balrossie *’ had become a familiar word and the Brigade 
in general has benefited in many ways from the courses, 
camps and conferences that were held there. The 
Executive desire to record their gratitude and deep 
appreciation of the valuable services rendered to Balrossie 
by Officers and officials of the Glasgow Battalion. 


THE National Fitness Council came to an 
The Service end on the outbreak of war. Shortly 
of Youth. afterwards the Board of Education set up 

the National Youth Committee and, in 
Circular 1486, called upon higher education authorities 
throughout the land to form local Youth Committees. 
Under this new scheme provision is made for a fuller 
co-operation between statutory authority and the voluntary 
organisations, in order that the character training of young 
people in this country may be extended beyond anything 
hitherto accomplished. 


The Executive appreciate the financial help which the 
Board of Education have given to the Brigade, recognition 
of the work we have been doing for so many years, and 
believe that the Board is not likely to sponsor any scheme 
which would ignore the important place which the voluntary 
organisations hold in the life of the community to-day. 


The Brigade has access to the National Youth Committee 
through its membership of the Standing Conference of 
National Juvenile Organisations, the Chairman of which, 
Mr. A. W. Oyler, as a member of the Committee has done 
so much to keep the Committee informed of the views 
of The Boys’ Brigade and other similar bodies. 
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} Battalion and Company Officers have been: urged to 
give their services on local Youth Committees and the 
Executive hope that no opportunity will be missed for the 
B.B. to play its rightful part in framing the policy and 
programme of these Committees. The Board is anxious 
that local authorities should help such work as ours to 
expand. It is for us to claim their assistance and to show 
them that our movement is most worthy of their 


support. 

THE continued interest of our Companies in 
Missionary the extension of the Kingdom of God in 
interest. other lands is shown by the sum contributed 


by the Boys in their Bible Class collections 
for Foreign Missions. The total of £2,511 is only £300 
short of last year’s figure. Part of the money goes direct 
to particular enterprises. Towards the special B.B.

Let us continue to do everything we can to ensure the 
maintenance of Companies and the expansion of our 
movement, confident that we are giving to the Boys of 
this generation a training based upon the only Faith that 
will help them to play their part in preserving the ideals 
for which The Boys’ Brigade has stood since its inception 
fifty-seven years ago.

THE FOUNDER OF THE BB. 


The following notes have been prepared for the use of 

Clergymen or others conducting Founder's Day Services, in 

order that they may have authoritative data in preparing 
an address 


‘ [*OUNDER’S DAY” has been fixed for the last Sunday 
of October. It is within the month of the founding 
of the Brigade, and is also near 27th October, which 

was Sir William Smith’s Birthday. 


William Alexander Smith was Secretary of a Sunday 
School in a Mission in Glasgow, and in common with many 
other teachers, was struggling with the problem of how to 
retain the Senior Boys in the Sunday School. At fourteen 
they felt too old for it, and if they left they were, in many 
cases, unprovided for at the most critical stage. Nor was 
this the only problem. The Boys who did remain were often 
made to do so unwillingly by their parents, and were conse- 
quently unruly and difficult to handle. 


Sunday School work did not alone take up William Smith’s 
spare time. He was an ardent Volunteer, and knew well the 
value of discipline. He conceived the happy idea that if these 
Boys could be brought under discipline and banded together 
with esprit de corps, the task of teaching would be not only 
very much easier, but more effective, and the Boys themselves 
would learn habits which would stand them in good stead 
throughout their lives. Accordingly, with the help of two 
friends, Messrs. J. R. and J. B. Hill, who acted as 


Lieutenants, he formed, on 4th October, 1883, a Company 
of some thirty Boys, and called the Company ‘‘The Boys’ 
Brigade. ’’ 


The object of The Boys’ Brigade, ‘‘The advanceinent of 
Christ’s Kingdom among Boys, and the promotion of habits 
of obedience, reverence, discipline, self-respect, and all that 
tends towards a true Christian manliness,’’ has been con- 
sistently adhered to since these earliest days. The care with 
which the Founder nursed the growth of the movement, with 
this high object always before him, and guarding it from the 
deviations of extremists in any direction, has borne fruit in 
a world-wide movement. 


Quickly the news of this novel method spread, and others, 
learning of its success, formed similar Companies, and within 
a year it became necessary to give distinctive designations to 
these Companies. ‘‘The Boys’ Brigade” then became the 
creneral designation for the whole organisation. 


Three years’ working saw the number of Companies 
increased to sixty-one, and the establishment of a Head- 
quarters Office became necessary. It was at this stage that 
William Smith had to decide between devoting his energies 
to furthering the interests of a well-established business and 
guiding the development and progress of a new organisation 
still in its infancy. Unhesitatingly he chose the latter, and 
the Brigade from this time forward had his undivided 
attention and the benefit of his unbounded zeal and far-seeing 
judgment. 


It was for The Boys’ Brigade as a whole that he worked, 
and his unique personality influenced the movement. He 
himself, however, remained in the background. Many who 
knew well the worth of the movement had never heard of the 
man to whose inspiration it owed its being and success. His 
work for the youth of our land, however, did not pass un- 
recognised, and in 1909 he received the honour of Knighthood 
at the hands of King Edward VII. 


The Brigade has gone on from strength to strength by 
steady and healthy growth, the natural result of good seed 
carefully sown. The movement has spread to other lands, 
including the United States, Canada, India, Africa, West 
Indies, Australia, New Zealand, Newfoundland, Malaya, 
Holland, Denmark, etc. Without counting overseas Com- 
panies, the membership now numbers over 110,000, with an 
additional 50,000 Boys in The Life Boys; all future members 
of the Brigade. Not only does the Brigade itself thus 
flourish, but kindred organisations have been formed after 
its pattern. 


On Ist October, 1926, a step full of promise for the future 
was taken in the union of The Boys’ Brigade and The 
Boys’ Life Brigade. The union of the two Brigades has 
undoubtedly proved a source of strength to the Churches 
and a means of increasing power in training the nation’s 
Boyhood, Sir William Smith took part in a previous effort to 
bring about the union and was always a keen advocate of it. 


In 1933 The Boys’ Brigade celebrated its Jubilee. At 
the beginning of the session H.R.H. Prince Arthur of 
Connaught, Hon. President, issued a message to every Boy 
in the Brigade in which he called on the Boys to make the 
year ‘‘one of strenuous and high-spirited endeavour.”’ 


Throughout the Jubilee Session great activity prevailed 
everywhere, new Companies were formed in large numbers, 
the membership increased by 10,000, and Pageants, Displays 
and Reviews were held in every part of the country. The 
Royal Albert Hall and the Empire Stadium, Wembley, were 
the scenes of great Jubilee Celebrations, the whole culminat- 
ing in the National Celebration in September, 1933, in 
Glasgow, the birthplace of the Brigade, where 3,000 Officers 
assembled from all parts, and 30,000 Boys marched past 
H.R.H. the Duke of Kent at the Jubilee Review. On October 
4th, 1933, the actual anniversary day, the celebrations closed 
with a Thanksgiving Service in St. Paul’s Cathedral, held 
simultaneously with similar Services in the Cathedrals and 
Churches throughout the land. 


During the Jubilee one name—that of our honoured 
Founder—was in the minds of everyone taking part, and all 
felt that the influence of his personality was still present in 
the great organisation he created. 


When our great leader passed away on 10th May, 1914, in 
his sixtieth year, all the organisations for Boys readily and 
generously acknowledged the inspiration and help which they 
had received, and the gratitude which they owed to the parent 
organisation. 


His last conscious moment was at a meeting of Brigade 
Executive in London. He thus died at the post of duty. His 
was a life lived for others—a life devoted to Christ’s service 
for that host of Boys, old and young, to so many of whom 
The Boys’ Brigade has meant everything in the world. 


To few is given the reward of seeing the fruit of their 
years of labour, but Sir William Smith lived to see his band 
of thirty Boys grow to a world-wide organisation, which 
to-day is stronger than ever.

An Open Letter to Clergy and Ministers 


BY 


TRE RIGHT HON. THE EARL OF HOME, K.T. 
Brigade President, The Boys’ Brigade 


SIR, 


To-day the nation is alive to a greater extent than ever 
before to the needs of the rising generation, and work among 
Boys is being widely developed by the State and by voluntary 
effort. While such recognition ‘of the importance of the 
training and development of youth 1s a welcome sign, to many 
the position appears to be not without danger. Work for the 
welfare of Boys in the past has been centred in the Churches, 
but to-day there is undoubtedly a tendency for such work to 
become cuite secular and to be carried on outside any Church 
control or influence. 


In view of this The Boys’ Brigade Executive Committee 
believe that there is at the present time an urgent call to all 
the Churches to ensure that the essential Christian factor 
may not be missing in the development of Boyhood to-day, so 
that a stream of healthy young Christian manhood may be 
provided for the Churches of to-morrow. This means that the 
Churches should give every possible encouragement to such 
organisations as The Boys’ Brigade, carried on under Church 
auspices, and should also use their influence to uphold the 
Christian element in present-day efforts in new communities. 


Every Church that looks for progress in the future must 
surely recognise the need to cater for adolescents—to provide 
under the zyis of the Church an outlet for their energies and 
a living interest for weekdays as well as for Sundays; to | 
create an atmosphere which will be congenial to them; and 
to attract to the Church those young people still outside its 
influence, and lead them into full Church Membership. 


The labours of Sunday School teachers among the younger 
children too often show disappointing results for want of 
some plan for the senior Boys within every congregation, 
and the question arises—Is the Church prepared to provide 
for Boys or are they to be left to the care of outside institu- 
tions with no Church connection and little spiritual influence 
or religious teaching? 


In The Boys’ Brigade movement, with its definite Chris- 
tian aim, and its foundation on religion and discipline, each 
Company becomes an integral part of the Church to which it 
belongs, and Boys through their B.B. membership are being 
led in thousands every year to communicant membership of 
the Church. But, while believing The Boys’ Brigade to be 
the best means of securing the retention of senior Boys for 
the Church, the Brigade Executive feel that the matter is far 
more than one of B.B. extension. In so many Churches 
to-day younger members are few in number and the danger 
of Boys drifting away from the influence of the Church can 
only be arrested by more active co-operation by Church 
authorities, Ministers and all laymen engaged in adolescent 
work within the Church. Such co-operation should result 
in a more generous support and assistance from individual 
Churches to their own Boys’ organisation and the provision 
of greater facilities for the development of such a programme 
as seems to be most likely to win and hold the Boys. 


We realise too that a full measure of loyalty and zeal 
must be demanded from lay-workers and we expect our 
Officers to consult their Chaplains in all plans for the more 
effective conduct of their B.B. Companies so that in even 
evreater numbers than at present the Boys of The Boys’ 
Brigade may become the strength of the Churches of 
to-morrow. 


The Brigade Executive believe that the present time is an 
opportune occasion for a forward movement to win Boys for 
Christ and His Church. If you have not already a B.B. 
Company I would earnestly recommend that you consider the 
formation of one in your own Church, so that in increasing 
numbers your Boys may be led to become active, loyal 
members of the Christian community for the rest of their 
lives.

Special Parades for 
Home Defenee Instruction 


At this critical time in our Country’s history every Boy will be keen to 
be of help and comfort to those in his home. He can only render this service 
if he knows what to do in time of emergency or danger. 


The Brigade Executive feel it is now the duty of Officers to give such 
training to the Boys of their Companies and recommend that arrangements are 
made without delay to hold a series of parades for Home Defence Instruction 


on the lines suggested below, in order that such training may be given to 
every Boy in the Brigade. 


Officers are recommended to use the B.B. Ambulance Handbook and the 
following instructional leaflets issued by the Government :— 
Air Raids—What you must know.” 
“Tf the Invader Comes.” 
First Aid in Brief.” 


Officers will find that the personnel of local civil defence services are 
willing to help with advice and will possibly be able to provide lecturers and 
arrange for the Boys to visit depots in their own locality. 


It is recognised that many Officers and Senior Boys are already enrolled 
in civil defence duty of various kinds. The present purpose is that every Boy 
should have sufficient knowledge to enable him to be of service to his home, 
and to those around him. 


A leaflet for Boys entitled ‘A Call to Youth” is shortly to be published 
by the Ministry of Information. It is hoped that every Boy in this country 
will receive a copy of this from his own juvenile organisation, his Church, 


his school, or his employers. Copies will be obtainable from the Brigade — 
Offices. 


The provision of such training will call forth an eager response from our 
Boys, so many of whom are deprived this summer of the interest of Camp, 
and the Executive believe that parents too will be grateful that their sons 
should be given instruction which may well prove of inestimable value in 
maintaining that quietness and confidence which are such a source of 


strength 
in time of danger. “per 


The urgency of the matter calls for immediate action and the following 
synopsis of subjects is given for the guidance of Officers :— 


Outline of Home Defence Instruction 
(Based on the pamphlets mentioned on previous page) 


The provision of shelter at home. 

How to protect windows and doors. 

Air Raid Warning and All Clear Signals. 

What to do and where to go in a raid at home, at work, in the street, 
in a vehicle, etc. 

Behaviour during and after a raid. 

Knowledge of local A.R.P. posts, first aid posts, dressing stations, police 
station and nearest telephone. How to use the telephone. 

How to deal with incendiary bombs. | 

How to put out fires. 

Practice in use of the stirrup pump. 

Alternative methods of fighting fires. 

How to call the Fire Brigade. 

How to rescue people from a burning building. 

Care, use and adjustment of gas masks. 

What to do after a gas raid. 

Emergency first aid for shock, bleeding and fractures. 

How to deal with cases of unconsciousness. _ 

Treatment for suffocation and burns. 

Bandages and splints and how to improvise them. 

If the invader comes—the seven rules to obey. 


Although this training is beyond the normal scope of B.B. activities, parades 
for Home Defence Instruction should be conducted on real B.B. lines, uniform 
being worn and a roll taken at each parade. 

It is recommended that where possible such a series of parades should be 
open to Boys of twelve and over who are not yet in the B.B., provided they are 
prepared to attend regularly at the course. Officers must judge for themselves 
whether they can cope with additional numbers, but at this time they should 
feel that they have a duty to help all the Boys in the neighbourhood of their 
Company, many of whom through this contact may be attracted eventually to 
apply for full membership of the B.B. 

Our aim should be that our Boys know what to do, and what not to do. 

Our duty is to teach them now.

The Boys’ Brigade spells him with a capital 
“ B.” The old order, when Boys were to be seen 
and not heard, has passed. ‘To-day his is the most 
clamant voice in the World. He cannot be ignored. 
The World cannot do without him. He is the hope 
of the future, the hope of the Empire, the hope of 
the race—certainly he is the hope of the Church. 


It is generally recognised that the greatest weak- 
ness of the Church is in its appeal to men. And yet 
there is a splendid opportunity open to every 
Church of building up a strong body of male ad- 
herents. Men are difficult to attract; but the Boys, 
eager, keen and responsive, are waiting in their 
thousands ready to be attracted.

is significant that during recent years, when 
the attendance at Sunday Schools and 
Bible Classes generally has shown a truly 
alarming decrease, the attendance af 
Boys’ Brigade Bible Classes has been 
steadily rising. 

As a rule the Churches cater for 
children and for adults; but too many 
are blind to the fact that there is a period 
when the human male animal is neither 
child nor man. This is the period in which 
we call him The Boy—during the fate- 
ful years from 12 to 18—the most vital 
period of human life, when characters 
are made and destinies decided. 


The most pressing problem of the Churches to-day is to attract, train 
and hold the Boys; and it can be done without great difficulty. 


Here is a Church in the East End where the men outnumber the women: 
where male Sunday School Teachers cannot secure classes; where, though 
worldly wealth is lacking, an eager spirit of service prevails. A few years 
ago the Church was empty, the congregation moribund, enthusiasm dead. 
Then a wise man appeared from the West, and the Boys were tackled in 
earnest; not only were they held, but the spirit of service was instilled into 
them. The Boys, as they always do when properly handled, responded, and 
that Church to-day just consists of the Boys of yesterday. 


This result was not difficult of attainment. In this particular case the 
secret was the formation of a Company of [he Boys’ Brigade. 


Since 1883 this organisation has been quietly and unobtrusively working 
in the Churches for the Boys of the land, and to its credit stands a vast army 
of Church Members and Christian Workers who are to-day working for God 
that they may pass on to others some of the good they derived from their 
service in Ihe Boys Brigade. 


This then is an appeal on behalf of the oldest of the Boys Organisations; 
not an appeal for help or for money ; but just an appeal to be allowed to 


help to build up the Church.

are more forces against the Boy to-day than ever before and more 
need for the steadying and regenerative influence which the Brigade brings 
into the life of the Boy. The Boys Brigade has been described as 
‘““A Man's Job.” Enlist the young men of the congregation as Officers. 
For the Boys sake get them to work ; and incidentally for their own sake 
too; for it is a poor Christianity which is not based on Service; and later 
the men will thank God they were induced to lend a hand in the finest work 
in the world—the making of men. 


The Boys Brigade is sometimes misunderstood. Its trappings are apt 
to mislead, and good people sometimes confuse the means and theend. The 
drill, the uniform, the bands are not The Boys Brigade. They are but the 
outer casing. [hose who have inner knowledge realise the deeper aspect 
of the work. Ihe Object is ‘ [he advancement of Christ's Kingdom among 
Boys, and the promotion of habits of Obedience, Reverence, Discipline, 
Self-respect and all that tends towards a true Christian manliness. [his 
Object was nailed to the mast over 50 years ago, and to-day stands unaltered 
and unassailable. 


When the Company marches out with Band playing and Bugles blowing 
the external side of the work is thrust, perhaps too forcibly, upon a long- 
suffering public ; but see the same Company at its Sunday Bible Class. Here 
the Boys assemble week by week. The attendance is high, often extra- 
ordinarily high. Questions of conduct, attention and reverence simply do not 
arise ; for these Boys have been trained during the week, and look down on 


misbehaviour as lack of discipline, and scorn to skylark as a thing not done 


_in the B.B. 


But Bible Class and Drill, though important, are only part of the 
machinery. It is the comprehensiveness of its appeal to Boy nature which 
is the secret of the Brigade’s success. It captures the Boy. It is for the 
work-a-day Boy what the Public School is for his more fortunate brother. 
[tis more; it provides a purpose in life. Ihe Boy joins from no lofty motive— 
possibly just for what he thinks he can get. It casts its spell on him; he 
becomes its slave, and gradually it leads him onward and upward to the 
service of his fellows and the service of his God. 


It succeeds because it is founded on the soundest Foundation, and is 
conducted on sane, common-sense lines. The Boy likes what is good for him. 
The Boys’ Brigade gives him what is good—Drill, Gymnastics, Athletics, 
Ambulance Work, Summer Camps, Club Rooms, Swimming and Life-Saving. 
Of course the Boy is keen. He has something to do, something to think 
about, something to live for, and something which is all the time developing all 
that is best in him, subduing what is worst, and gradually evolving a man— 
a man after the likeness of the Master.

This photograph tells not 
only of our Sovereign’s devotion to the national cause, but of 
His Majesty’s deep interest in his younger subjects, who are so 
manfully playing their part in the great struggle. 


The Past To have upset camping plans for 1940 may 
Summer well seem to ours@oys one of the blackest 

crimes of the Nazis. But people have taken 
the disappointment in good spirit, and the Boys are saying, ‘‘ Just 
wait till the war’s over, and what a Camp we shall have then.” 
Cycling and walking tours, working holidays on farms and other 
alternatives were enjoyed by many, but very few Companies were 
able to carry through anything like their usual camp. 


The Brigade On Saturday afternoon, September 14th, the 
Council Annual Meeting of Brigade Council will be 
held in London. Captains have all received 

the programme, issued with the Opening Circular. 
Unless there is an unforeseen change in the situation it is ex- 


pected that many Officers will be able to attend, and certainly 
there will be a great number from the London district, which 
now comprises 324 Companies. 

Every Officer is eligible to attend, and that includes Chaplains, 
all of whom are members of Council.

appear to be awakening the nation to a greater 
realisation of the need and power of prayer. 
Such an awakening should not be necessary in the B.B., and this 
note appears not by way of giving an artificial impetus to our 
Officers’ Devotional Meetings so much as to provide a necessary 
reminder that the date fixed is Sunday, September 29th, or, if 
Sunday is inconvenient, Monday, September 30th. 

Many local B.B. authorities already have the matter in hand. 
Others should get busy. 


Then and Now A year ago no one had any idea of what the new 
Session had in store for us. Now we know 
quite well the difficulties that lie ahead as we embark on the second 
winter of the war. Some have fallen by the way since September, 
1939, but most B.B. Companies finished the year in good heart. 


The Brigade, as a whole, should be ready now to go forward 
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in confidence that obstacles—known and unknown—can be 
overcome if we have faith and courage. 

Our Companies in the Channel Islands deserve our sympathy. 
We pray for the coming of the day when the B.B. flag will again 
fly in Jersey. And in a few other districts active Company work 
has had to be suspended entirely for the time being. We know 
that the interruption is only temporary, and that some day these 
Companies will be re-formed. 


Carry On To the rest of the Brigade throughout these 

islands the new Session comes with its call to 
carry on. By this time prospective staffs should be meeting 
together and working out their plans for a good start for the 
coming Session. Programmes may be curtailed, premises in- 
adequate, and staff depleted, but we must not break faith with 
the Boys—present members and potential recruits—who need the 
B.B. so desperately in these disturbing days and are so eager to 
continue to serve in our ranks. 


Staff The enthusiasm of Staff-Sergeants and N.C.O.s 

| at the numerous training courses held this 
summer is an encouraging sign. They are eager and able, many 
of them, to do much more than we have ever expected of them 
in the past. Their keenness should stimulate us all and we must 
make the most of it by training these willing helpers in the work 
they want to do. 


Recruits So few Companies recruited on their usual scale 


last autumn that in spite of evacuation and 
everything else there should be an extra large supply of recruits 
this year in many places. Let us see that we do not miss the 
chance now to bring to them the joy and privilege of B.B. member- 
ship. It is hoped that the letter to Captains recommending the 
holding of special parades for Home Defence instruction will be 
followed in every Company. The provision of such training may 

be the means of attracting numbers of new Boys to our ranks. 


The Triumph of Despite certain misgivings in advance the 
Taunton Brigade Training School at Taunton in August 
actually proved to be the largest full week’s 
school ever held by the Brigade. It was in every way a notable 
success, and those who were able to attend it were full of gratitude 
for the help it had been to them and admiration for the splendid 
work of the siaff who so ably carried out the varied programme.

INCREASED PRICES OF EQUIPMENT AND

PHYSICAL TRAINING 1940-41

in the appropriate table. The Series is in book form and is 
published at 6d. per copy. Other publications which will be 
useful are P.T. Recreative Games at 2s. per copy and Bowling 
and Throwing Exercises at 4d. 


HOME DEFENCE INSTRUCTION 


During the summer all Captains of Companies received par- 
ticulars of the new B.B. scheme for Home Defence Instruction. 
A number of Companies have already started operations ; others 
no doubt will shortly do so. Such training has a very strong 
appeal to the Boys who are so keen to play any part open to them 
in the great affairs of the present time. Further copies of the 
leaflet for Officers’ use are obtainable from Brigade Offices. 


TRAINING OF N.C.O.s 


An article on another page on the importance of training N.C.O.s 
is warmly endorsed by the full weight of Headquarters. 

In view of the far greater responsibility which will fall on many 
Staff-Sergeants and senior N.C.O.s owing to the absence of 
Officers on service the Executive have published a Syllabus of 
Instruction for use of Officers conducting courses either in Battalions 
or in Companies. It should be noted that the notes are for 
Officers’ use only and should not be put into the hands of the 
N.C.O.s themselves. The price is 4d. per copy. 


MEMBERSHIP CARD DESIGN 


The Brigade is fortunate in this year’s Membership Card, the 
design for which is by Lance-Corporal Leslie Bramhald of the 
2nd Doncaster Company who deservedly won the competition open 
to Staff-Sergeants and Boys of the Brigade. The design is a 
symbolic figure of St. George and the Dragon, and clearly has a 
lesson appropriate to the days we live in.

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RISING PRICES

’ The repeated warnings 
of an impending rise in the 
price of B.B. supplies has 
not fallen on deaf ears, and 
the announcement which 
has already reached Cap- 
tains of Companies was 
certainly not unexpected. 
That it has been possible 
to postpone the sad event 
for twelve months and to 
_ maintain pre-war prices 
for that period is a tribute to the sound position of the Brigade 
and to the financial genius of the Executive. In our present 
patriotic mood further delay would probably call for indignant 
censure. The privilege of paying the piper is getting positively 
dear to us—dear in a double sense—and we would not call on 
B.B. folk for further forbearance in the glorious privilege of 
paying through the nose. 

The new Price List, which as a war economy has shed its cover, 
shows fairly substantial though not excessive rises, but it must not 
be taken as the last word on the subject, for the new Purchase Tax 


Disgraceful ! Only

is in the offing—a sword of Damocles whose forthcoming descent 


will cause further fluttering in our dove-cots. s 

This question of prices is not without entertainment value, and 
historical research will recall palmy days to our veterans and 
provoke wonder in the minds of our younger Officers. Old records 
price forage caps at 5d., belts at 10d. and haversacks at 3d. To-day 
these same articles are 2s. 2d., 2s. 6d., and Is. 3d. respectively. 
A five-fold increase since the good old days reduces our present 
increases to insignificance, but, lest your patriotic spirit should 
rebel, do remember that our dear, kind Chancellor has still to effect 
his full benevolent purpose. 

Publications are affected less than Equipment. There will, 
however, be increasing difficulties in regard to the supply of paper 
for all printing purposes. The manufacture of heavy and better 
quality paper is now restricted and all paper is being fationed. 
Up to the present this has not embarrassed us greatly, but the 
position will become more acute as present stocks are exhausted. 
If some of our paper is found to have lost weight it may be taken 
as a natural symptom of rationing, and must not be attributed to 
parsimony or profiteering. ‘+ 

There is still some obscurity about the new tax, but probably 
some of our publications will be subject to it, while others will be 
exempt. Diaries, indeed, are classed as luxuries and the full tax 
will fall on them. Even so, they will be lower priced than their 
contemporaries, and most of our publications will remain at the 
figures given in the new Price List. 

And here is a ray of sunshine. There is to be no increase in the 
price of the Gazette, though some decrease.in the number of pages 
is unavoidable. This means that the Executive’s regard for the 
value and merit of this periodical is so high that it justifies a not 
insignificant subsidy from Brigade funds. 


The new Price List will repay study. 
Some articles have completely vanished 
—either they have become unobtainable 
or even our effrontery does not suffice 
to demand the prices which would be 
necessary. Such casualties are mainly 
in the less important articles, though 
perhaps Life Boys’ shorts should not 
be placed in this category. But the 
number of these garments normally 
purchased from Brigade Offices is so 
small that their passing may be unwept, 
and points to the adoption of parental 
substitutes in preference to the less 
modern alternative of woad. 

Generally speaking it will be found 
that the quality of mercy still prevails. 
As prices go in these queer days ours 
have not gone as far as they might have ; 
but figures in the new list must be 
taken as provisional and represent only 
one stage in a process of which no man 
can foresee the end. The new Purchase seamen 
Tax will involve a further increase of Woad for Economy 
another one-sixth or one-third of the 
cost-price according to whether the article is classed a luxury or 
otherwise. We cannot put this on until the day, at present un- 
known, from which the new tax will operate. But neither can 
we longer withhold the overdue addition to our prices. We are 
therefore compelled to present our increases in two bites, and 
probably the second will follow almost before the first is digested. 

We make no apology whatever for these increases ; indeed, as 
patriots, we glory in them. 

Not once or twice in our rough Island story 
The price of pill-box was the way to glory. 

Officers can thank their stars that the first bite has been so long 
delayed. That forthcoming, completing the present mouthful, 
will go directly to the war effort which we are thus privileged to aid. 
The burden will be widely spread and some of it passed on to the 
Boys who can thus feel that they too are helping the final victory, 
and they, like all of us, will just smile and pay with gallant goodwill. 


AWARDS FOR GALLANTRY 


THE BOYS’ BRIGADE CROSS FOR HEROISM has been 
awarded to Private DONALD EVANS and Private DONALD 
BLANEY, both of the Sth London (Ontario) Company, for their 
rescue of a man from drowning in the Thames River, Ontario, 
on December 29th, 1939. The Boys, who were both only twelve 
years of age at the time, were walking beside the partly frozen 
river when they observed a man walking across the snow and 
then on to the ice. He seemed to be acting rather strangely, 
and the Boys were amazed to see him proceed out towards the 
middle of the river, where he fell in through the thin ice. The 
Boys rushed’ across the ice and, with difficulty, succeeded in 
grasping the man and getting him on to firm ice again. The man 
was completely exhausted, but they got him to the shore, where 
they lit a fire, and when he rallied they took him to a farmhouse 
near by, and hospital orderlies were sent for. 

It transpired that the man was a shell shock casualty of the last 
war who had escaped from hospital and for whom search was being 
made. A passing hunter was a witness of the rescue. The Boys’ 
report concludes: ‘‘ After telephoning to the hospital we left 
the farmhouse. The lady gave us both some cookies ! ”’

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WHAT PRICE N.C.QO.s? 


Of the good N.C.O. it may be said—as of the virtuous woman 
in Proverbs—that his price is far above rubies. 

Even in peace time (so called) that was true. Nowadays more 
so. In the past twelve months many commodities have risen in 
price. Values, as they say on Exchange, have appreciated. 
Whether rubies have risen or slumped [ can’t say. But there is no 
doubt about N.C.O.s. Even in the cheaper makes, viewed as 
raw material, they are a good market. Hardening since the 
beginning of last Session, they have never looked back. Bearish 
influences have been non-existent—except in a zoological and 
sociological sense. The bulls have had it every time. This 
Session they are soaring. Certainly for the best grades there are 
no sellers. Holders would only unload at a price that would 
convict them of profiteering. If you, my reader, have half-a-dozen 
of even moderate quality you are fortunate. If you have a couple 
of good ones you are—in a B.B. manner of speaking—one of the 
richest men alive, provided— 

Ah ! Always provided. Provided what ? Why, booby, provided 
of course that you realise your good fortune. Realise it; turn 
itto account. May I question you somewhat closely for a moment? 
On second thoughts, no, I won’t. I will question myself. You 
may listen. Be seated, please. 

Am I satisfied with the help my Company has had from its 
N.C.O.s of late? Have I ever caught myself saying that N.C.O.s

of to-day are not like the N.C.O.s of yesterday ? That they are 
slacker, less public-spirited, fool about more? Am I aware that 
it is a commonplace of psychotherapy that a patient inwardly dis- 
satisfied with himself often accuses others of his own shortcomings? 
But assuming the charges I make can be substantiated, whose fault 
is it anyway? Having given them the semblance of responsi- 
bility, have I left it at that? Have I taken real pains to convert 
the semblance into the reality? And then, by patient and careful 
work, to help the N.C.O. shoulder his job and show him how to 
do it? : 

After this frank auto-cross-examination let us see whether we 
can help the defendant (for the old reprobate has cut a poor figure 
in the box) to mend his ways. 

Beyond cavil this will be a tough Session. But if we weather 
it with success ! At the least, we shall have Saved our Company’s 
existence—no mean achievement these days. At the best, we may 
give it a new birth, the inspiration of which will go down through 
the years. Those of us who live to see those years will be just a 
lot of poor people. But in the tragic school in which we now find 
ourselves we shall have learned lessons. One subject in the 
curriculum is Leadership by the Rank and File. 


That is not Irish. It is just inevitable common-sense arising

from remorseless necessity. And how in our case? 

This month of September finds many men, not so young as they 
were, wondering how ever they are to carry their Companies 
through the new Session. The difficulties need not be enumerated 
—they stick up as obvious, and as forbidding, as concrete road 
blocks. But they will only forbid the chicken-hearted. Those of 
us who believe we are called by a Power which transcends obstacles 
will look for our line of advance. We shall find it. Not along the 
old familiar way perhaps. Not according to the old order, the 
thing we have always done, “**‘ Company tradition.’’ No, we shall 
live and grow according to our ability to adapt ourselves to the 
new conditions. That will be the touchstone of our success, of 
the survival and success of our Companies. 

Let us for a moment leave these rather high-sounding reflections 
and come down to the depressing details. We are short-handed ; 
we have lost our most active Officers ; many of us do not know 
at the moment where to turn for leaders and instructors. And, 
as though that were not enough, we ourselves have a whole load 
of extra business and family cares and public duties. No wonder 
we are down in the mouth and ready to give up. 

But is it possible that we have forgotten two facts, forgotten 
so that we have left them out of our calculations ? 

One is God, the other is the Boy. | 

I remember being told that at a great Naval College, emblazoned 
in the hall for all to read, were these words : “ There is nothing the 
British Navy cannot do.” Arrogant? Not to the humble- 
minded reader. Consider God. And consider the Boy. And 
then adapt those words to your situation. 

Two things most of us keep ourselves sadly short of are prayer 
and planning. I do not presume to preach to you about prayer, 
but I essay the more fhodest task of a word on planning. 

The plans we lay now, this month of September as ever is, will 
largely settle the success of the Session. Among those plans our 
line of action regarding N.C.O.s is vital. 

In the feeblest and hardest hit of Companies there are latent 
reserves of energy and enterprise in its N.C.O.s, present and 
potential. Energy and enterprise. Who dares to say that the 
average, ordinary Boy is lacking in these? He is bursting with 
them. (That is why the rest of the human race bears against him 
an unforgiving grudge.) His mother knows it. His father uses 
quite strong language about it. Only you and I are oblivious of 
it. Weare satisfied if he submit to prop himself up two deep and 
learn habits of obedience. 

Scientists dream of releasing the energy of the atom. Our 
achievement must be to release the energy of the Boy. Success in 
this will furnish enough power to propel our Company—with 
possibly enough left over to turn the world upside down. 

As a start, let us mow consider the appointment of the new 
Session’s N.C.O.s. Weare normally cautious about this. (We’ve 
had some, we tell ourselves). Consequently we sometimes leave it 
too late. This year we cannot afford to do that. This year we 
must even be prepared to take a few risks—not really risks if we 
go the right way to work. 

The factors making for success are very strong. Boys just now— 
it has been said already in these pages—are eager to help in any 
way open to them. Their eagerness is pathetic—and inspiring. 
If we will let them see how worth while is work in the B.B. they 
will rise to it. Their older brothers and friends are engaged in 
various novel forms of service. They themselves are growing up 
perhaps too fast to be healthy, but certainly with unavoidable 
speed. If ever there were a time for calling our Boys to 
leadership, that time is now. This winter have plenty of Boy 
leaders in your Company. 

But having appointed to leadership, do not stop there. Show 
them how, and give them opportunity. ‘The wisest people in our 
movement are urging us to train the N.C.O. What can be more 
inept than to appoint him and not train him? It would be an 
exaggeration to describe such a course as cruelty. But it is making 
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a fool of the chap, and 4 


that can hardly be de- 
scribed as kindness. In- 
cidentally it is making a 
fool of myself, which can 
hardly be described as 
sense. 

If we could see the 
B.B. and its operations 
through the eyes of the 
Boy we should discover 
that he sees it less in 
perspective than we do— 
or ought to do if we 
don’t. Consequently his 
best chance of usefulness 
is to have provided for 
him some sort of pattern 
to work upon. This need 
not hamper the working 
out of his individuality. 
We must in fact take most 
particular care that it does 
not. On the contrary, it 
will enable him to get to 
work with keenness and 
confidence that will help 
to bring out his personality and harness it to the service of others. 


The obvious method is the N.C.O.s’ training course. It should 
be as comprehensive as possible. At the same time it should be 
concentrated. A week-end is probably better than a weekly class. 
In this arid year such a week-end can be made, with goodwill and 
ingenuity, as jolly as camp. And the course should be organised 
to stimulate the Brigade spirit. Therefore if possible let several 
Companies combine ; the atmosphere and emulation will be no 
small help. 


Get down, I beg you, right away to consider ways and means. 
You will find it can be done. Get one or two Officers with exper- 
ience and the gift of leadership to undertake the talks and training. 
It is surprising what honour is accorded to exponents who are not 
too well known to their victims. As to the syllabus, consult the 
Brigade Training Officers. They scintillate with bright ideas at 
the slightest provocation. Probably they can put you in touch 
with the help you need. 


And now I fear my space is more than gone. Let me in a word 
sum up. You areinahole. The N.C.O. can get you out. You 
must select him now. You must train him forthwith. I will add 
one buckshee consequence: in doing this you will renovate 
yourself.

Patriots cut Thistles 
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THE B.B. ON THE LAND 


‘** They are all triers and there’s a lot of game ones amongst 
them.”’ 

This tribute to members of the Carlisle Battalion was paid by 
one of the farmers on whose land the Boys had been working in 
July. Instead of having their usual week in camp at St. Bees, 
the Boys, along with their Officers, spent their Race Week holiday 
doing a real job of work for the nation by helping the farmers with 
their haymaking, turnip thinning, weeding and other useful activities 
on the land. 

The Boys were organised in small camps, each serving a number 
offarms. They left their camping ground about 9.15 each morning

and worked on the neighbouring farms until 4.15, the farmers 
supplying a mid-day meal. When the Boys returned to camp in 
the evenings they enjoyed games and swimming. 

On Sunday morning the Boys, with their bands playing, marched 
into Brampton and attended morning service, and evening services 
were held in the camps. 

In the Home Counties numbers of B.B. Boys from London have 
been helping farmers too. In other English counties and in 
Scotland and Northern Ireland the month of August saw many 
more Boys’ Brigade contingents at work on the land. 

The country Companies of the B.B. are, of course, accustomed to 
farm life, and their numbers are reinforced this year by evacuated 
Boys from town Companies. From reports received, some of these 
town Boys are finding a new interest in life and it is likely that 
many a Boy, destined at first for an industrial life, may now choose 
to become a farmer instead. 
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THE CHALLENGE OF YOUTH 


The recent Board of Education Circular under the above title (Circular 1516, price 1d. through 
any bookseller) is discussed in its bearing on our work by the Director of Education, Rochdale. 


In a previous issue of the Gazette attention was directed to the 
importance of the Board of Education Circular 1486 which dealt 
with the subject of the Service of Youth. Since the issue of this 
Circular there has been a considerable impetus given to the work 
of the voluntary organisations and in almost every part of the 
country local education authorities have set up properly constituted 
Youth Committees to encourage and support the activities of the 
voluntary organisations. The B.B. has played its part in this 
general quickening of interest and reports from many areas show 
that B.B. Officers are alive to the new development and, in many 
cases, that they are giving service in connection with this national 
effort on behalf of young people. 

There are indications that the government is gratified with the 
response to its previous appeal for work in the interests of youth 
and that it now desires to press its appeal still further. Accordingly 
it has recently issued, through the Board of Education, a further 
Circular (No. 1516) calling for further effort and suggesting lines 
of future development. Appropriately enough it has entitled 
this latest Circular The Challenge of Youth. As was the case 
with Circular 1486, the document is one which will repay con- 
sideration by all B.B. Officers, for, as is pointed out in the intro- 
ductory paragraph, ‘* the time has now come to attempt to give 
some guidance on the general aim and purpose of the work.”’ 

Obviously, a movement such as the B.B., which has its Object 
so clearly defined and quoted on all its communications and 
publications, is not likely to stand in need of any re-definition 
of its aims. But even so, it is worth while to consider how far 
the objective of the B.B. is in accordance with the aim which the 
government sets out in its new Circular. 

To begin with, it is stated quite definitely that ‘* there need be 
no clash between statutory and voluntary effort’ and in con- 
sidering the various types of voluntary work for youth it is 
recognised that *“‘ some of them [i.e. the voluntary organisations] 
. . . have a religious basis or are in close association with the 
Churches—and where they are in a position to provide effectively, 
whether nationally or locally, facilities . . . their work calls for 
encouragement.” Again it is stated that local Youth Committees 
must take account of the different types of organisation, and 
attention is called to the fact that separate Units belonging to a 
Church “‘ regard it as a matter of the first importance that they 
should work on their own lines and in their own surroundings.” 

In view of this, the B.B. Officer will do well to consider in what 
ways the activity of his Company meets the ends that the govern- 
ment have in mind. The Circular sets out its challenge by calling 
attention to the need for social facilities. It stresses the need for 
providing ‘‘a meeting place for young people.’’ Does the 
Company night do this? Does the club night serve the same 
end? Are the sports and athletic meetings fulfilling the same 
purpose ? These are the kind of questions the B.B. Officer will 
ask himself and if the answer is in the negative he will be well 
advised to find out what assistance his local Youth Committee will 
provide to change the answer into the affirmative. 

Another recommendation of the government Circular is that the 
youth should be trained “‘to take an equal place with others 
in Some common project, but be ready to act either under authority 
of others or in authority over them.’”’ How close this is to the B.B. 
object with its *‘ promotion of discipline.”’ In this connection, 
the B.B. Officer will ask himself, not only how far he is attaining 
that end in his routine Company work, but also how it applies 
to his system of making promotions, how far it can be discovered 
in his organisation of camping, and so forth. 

Then the Circular goes on to consider the place of physical 
recreation in the service of youth. Much of what is said in the 
Circular about the value of physical activity is commonly accepted 
by all who have an interest in the welfare of Boys. There are, 


however, a few remarks in this section of the Circular which are 
worthy of serious consideration by the B.B. Officer. This, for 
example : ‘‘ Members will soon become bored if their gymnastics 
are less interesting than at school where there may well have been 
three or four lessons weekly in well equipped gymnasia, sup- 
plemented by commodious playground accommodation.” The 
B.B. Officer needs to ask himself how far that observation applies 
to his own Company activity and he might with advantage 
consider approaching his local Youth Committee to ensure that 
the advantage of a well equipped gymnasium is made available 
for his Company by permission of the school authorities. In 
this connection, though, it is as well to draw attention to another 
brief but essential paragraph in the same section of the Circular, 
viz.: ‘* Acceptable standards of behaviour should, of course, 
be maintained under this freer organisation.’ If permission to 
use a properly equipped gymnasium is not easily obtained, the 
local Youth Committee may be able to assist in making it possible 
to adopt an alternative recommendation of the Circular that 
‘“‘the gymnastic period might be devoted to activities such as 
skipping, boxing, wrestling, vaulting and agility exercises.” 

One significant section of the government Circular calls attention 
to the facilities which exist for the continued education of young 
people. There is not the slightest doubt that a B.B. Officer who 
is alive to his responsibilities will do all in his power to encourage 
his Boys to take advantage of all the opportunities which are 
provided in his locality for further education at evening school 
or at a technical college. In the light of the Circular, the B.B. 
Officer will do well to consider how far the provision of evening 
classes for Boys can form a supplement to (and not a substitute for) 
the work of his Company. That is a problem of more than 
ordinary importance in these days. 

The final section of the Circular deals with the question of 
leadership in work among young people. That is no new problem. 
It is the crux of the whole matter of work among young folk. 
Here, says the Circular, lies the challenge. Each B.B. Officer 
needs to face up to that challenge. AmI fitted to the job of leading”? 
Are my Warrant Officers and N.C.O.s being trained in leadership ? 
Am I keeping track of the younger members of the Company to 
ensure that the potential leaders are discovered and developed ? 
These are the kind of challenging questions that need to be asked. 
Perhaps there is another question, too, which might be considered : 
Have I taken sufficient interest in the Officers’ Training Courses to 
ensure that my own capacity for leadership has been developed 
to its maximum ?

Our financial year closes in September, and, 
unless some entirely unlooked-for development occurs, our two 
out-stations, the only Christian witness in the Moslem towns of 
Chafe and Bakori, with their annual attendances of 20,000 out- 
patients, may have to be closed. 

Some Companies are precluded from giving any financial help 
just at present, but every Boy in every Church of England Company 
not supporting any other B.B. Branch, has the right to know the 
wonderful story of The Boys’ Brigade adventure in Northern 
Nigeria, and every Boy should be helped to pray intelligently for 
the progress of the work. 

If the prayer card sent with each booklet were used in every 
Company Bible Class every Sunday all our difficulties would 
disappear. Praying Partners are of even more vital consequence 
than Paying Partners. In such a Firm there is no need to wait 
for the arrival of peace and prosperity.

China, and Africa has been well maintained, while the support 
of Companies in Serowe, Bechuanaland, and in Rarotonga, Cook 
Islands, also stands to the credit of this B.B. Auxiliary.

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THE PRAYER BUGLE 


We are indebted to The British Weekly for permission 
to re-print this modern true story. 


Clad in the unfamiliar battle dress, he was no longer Stan 
Brown, but Gunner Brown, S.H., and he was off to join his unit. 
He was a shy, sensitive lad, the only son of indulgent parents, and 
he had never been away from home before—except for a week each 
summer at the Boys’ Brigade camp. He dreaded not only the 
change from his office desk to the rougher work of the R.A., but 
was fearful of mingling with other men with whom he felt sure he 
would have little in common. As the train started to move, his 
minister, who had come to see him off, gripped his hand in the 
B.B. handshake. ‘* Good-bye, and stand firm,” he said. 

That first day in the Army had not been so bad after all. Somer 
how it reminded him of the days in camp and Stan forgot his dread 
of the strange life. 

At night when the men were gathered in the bare room which 
formed their sleeping quarters, the fear returned. Should he kneel 
and say his prayers? He knew what he ought to do, but what 
would the others think ? 

At camp it had always been easy because you knew that the 
other chaps would do the same—and there had always been that 
bugle calling the whole camp to a time of quiet; but here— 
where men were laughing and shouting all the time? So far he 
had seen no signs that any of his room mates held any religious 
beliefs. Perhaps it would be just the same to pray when he was 
curled up in his blankets. Surely it was the spirit and not the 
bodily attitude that matters to God. As he was thinking thus, 
there came to his ears, as from a great distance, but as clear as a 
bell, the sound of a bugle-note, and before he knew it Stan had 
knelt in his corner of the room. 

At first he could not pray. His heart was pounding against his 
ribs, as he waited for someone to throw a boot at him or to crack 
a coarse joke, but there was an ominous stillness in the room. 
Stan prayed as he never had before, though he hardly formed his 
prayer into words, and rose to his feet, and looked around. Five 
men were on their knees, the rest were lounging against the wall, 
quietly watching. 

‘* Thanks for your lead, Brown. I’d never have had the courage 
to do it if you hadn’t shown the way,” said one. 

Stan told them how he had thought he heard a bugle note, like 
the prayer bugle that sounded in the camps he had attended, and 
found to his delight that three other fellows in that room were 
members of a B.B. Company as well. 

Now in that barrack room they have a prayer bugle every night— 
only the bugle is a mouth organ—and one by one the rest of the 
company are joining in that time of devotion. 

Stan came home on leave radiant. He had found a wonderful 
fellowship in the Army, and through his training in the Brigade, 
and in his Church, he had been able to help others to stand firm 
against the temptations of barrack life. 

He had found, too, a magnificent new field of service, not only 
for his country, but for his Lord.

September, 1937, saw a gang of fourteen Boys meeting every 
week in sheer pandemonium. Stink bombs, peanuts, black-outs, 
floods of water were only a few of the troubles that confronted me. 
My name was scribbled on the fences, little gangs waited to jeer 
me off the premises, my bicycle was damaged and many a time 
I reached my home five miles away and prayed for strength to 
carry on. 

Becontree is a tremendous L.C.C. estate, built to relieve the 
congestion of East London. It is a delightful spot with beautiful

parks and road gardens, with ‘ banjos ’ (groups of houses arranged 
back from the roads in the shape of a banjo) where the tiny children 
can play. The complete estate houses 100,000 people and is 
situated in three boroughs. The houses are generally small but 
comfortable, the rents are average and the outlook is that of a 
clean, industrious, working man’s home. And so it is. 

Becontree Boys are much like other Boys, their special character- 
istics being a crude bluntness and a wild lawlessness hard to 
control. Normally they are happy-go-lucky, well able to defend 
themselves and caring nought for the finer points of society. 
My first Session was spent alone among them and all their wiles 
and ingenuity were spent in trying to upset me. In the middle 
of my drill the whole Company would go down as one man to 
tie up shoe laces, and stay there not one minute but five or more 
until they themselves tired of the joke. One day the leader of the 
gang calmly stopped and lit up a cigarette in the middle of the drill. 
As I left, too, the whole gang repeated the performance at the 
gate, no doubt to see my ideas on this subject for Boys of twelve 
and thirteen. However, I waited my opportunity and dealt with 
it successfully. The biggest joke of all was to break ranks and 
switch out all the lights for the whole Company to disappear. 
Many a time I waited fifteen minutes and more for their return. 
But gradually this joke got stale. For six weeks William McVicker 
helped me and things improved for a while. Then they relapsed 
and became known as The Rebels. The Session ended with ten 
Boys on the roll; many had come and gone or been dismissed. 
However, there was a better spirit and these ten were at least in 
uniform. 

The summer saw great activity, both on the spot and in the 
district. Relations with the schools were fostered and the homes 
visited regularly and interest aroused generally. Opportunities 
were also taken of showing the Boys good Companies at work and 
we all visited the Bible Class of the 1st South Essex and the elder 
ones saw the annual display of the Sth London. Recruits were 
added, but I camped alone with the Battalion in which I had 
sought membership. Big plans were made for the next Session. 
One hour was fixed for newcomers and they came—26 of them. 
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The Rebels soon started their old tricks and within a fortnight five 
of them had to go. But the recruits stayed. 

Drill now improved and a squad competition was added. Bible 
Class was well attended, whereas many a time I had cycled miles in 
all weathers to speak to two or three Boys. Law and order gradu- 
ally arrived, and in January at the Company Supper there were 30 
Boys present and 40 to 50 parents. Physical training was always 
the most popular subject and the Boys were very agile. 

The second summer again brought plenty of activity and at- 
tendances were maintained. The whole Company went to the 
Albert Hall—and very critical they were. One felt quite sorry 
for the London Secretary. Great excitement was caused by a 
gift to the Company of six bugles. This year eighteen of us 
went tocamp. Prospects for the new Session were very rosy when, 
before we could even start, two-thirds of the Company were 
evacuated, one Officer was soon in France, another on A.R.P. 
duty and the skipper away in the country except for week-ends 
and one day each month. 

Everything now depended on the N.C.O.s and senior Boys. 
Had these efforts of the past two years been of any use? Yes, 
most decidedly. Headed by the Sergeant, a very capable and 
efficient N.C.O., acting on orders from 40 miles away, they have 
carried on. B.B. Week brought a greater sum than the previous 
year and with it thoughts of a band grew. One side drum was 
bought with the B.B. Week money and friends gave another side 
drum and an old bass drum. The Sergeant’s family gave a mace 
and the W.O. a pair of cymbals. Thus a band was added in Jan- 
uary and also a photography club by special request. The Com- 
pany Supper of fish and chips and fruit pies defied rationing and 
again many parents came afterwards. There was another success- 
ful Company concert. Two of the N.C.O.s (both former Rebels) 
passed the London N.C.O.s’ examination and finally, under the 


Sergeant, the Company won the Battalion drill competition. 


A day came when, before-a great crowd, the 20th West Essex, 
headed by its own Drum Major and its own band, marched out 
of Greig Hall and proudly round the streets of Becontree—a real 
Company at last. 

The following Sunday the second of our N.C.O.s was received 
into the communion of the Church. We begin to see the Kingdom 
of Christ advancing among the Boys of Becontree.

A LOSS TO LEEDS 
The Passing of Harry Wilkinson 


At the early age of forty-six Harry Wilkinson has received his 
home call. As Battalion Vice-President and Captain of the 2nd 
Leeds (Fulneck) Company he has left a mark in the Battalion 
which will inspire others. As an Old Boy he was a fine example 
of the man-making power of the B.B. 
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CAMP AFTER ALL 


When war came we resolved, like (I hope) all other B.B. Com- 
panies, that we should carry on all our normal activities until they 
became impossible to continue.. So we held weekly drill parades 
for our small remnant of non-evacuated Boys, arranged a parents’ 
social, took part in B.B. Week, and entered for all the usual com- 
petitions. 

But at the end of June I had to announce to the Company 
that our efforts to arrange a camp had failed, and that in place 
of camp we should organize a “‘ day-out ’’ one Saturday in August. 
The Boys were sorry, and so were we, but there seemed no hope 
of camp left. 

A week later, through the alertness of an Old Boy of the Com- 
pany, a member of a searchlight unit camped on an out-of-the-way 
farm, something came our way. We had the offer of a field, and, 
what is more, the field contained a somewhat dilapidated hut of 
1914-18 vintage which we might be able to repair and use as a 
cookhouse. 

At Bible Class the next day I was able to state cautiously that a 
faint possibility of camp had appeared. We secured the per- 
mission of the chief constable of the county, hired some tents and 
other equipment, and compiled a list of things which we thought 
the Boys might provide. The sole disappointing feature was that 
the number of Boys able to go was only 16. The 16 included two 
evacuated Boys, both of whom were invited to come a few days 
earlier as an advance party. 

So on Tuesday, John, aged 16, and I (Charlie was to come a 
day later), set off in a van containing a piano, pingpong table, 
forms and tables and trestles, boiler (lent by a parent), blankets, 
and a creaking and clanking assortment of gear. The van driver 
and his mate smiled when they saw this weird collection, suggestive 
of a corporation dump. We arrived at the farm and started to 
unload, but we had not got very far when we were ordered by an 
army officer to stop. The truth dawned on us; since my last 
visit four days earlier the farm had been occupied by an infantry 
battalion. 

I expostulated to the officer, showed him my letter of authority 
from the chief constable, and pointed out that if we were not 
allowed to camp, our Boys would be robbed of their holiday and 
we should be involved in a considerable financial loss. He regretted 
that he could not change the decision, so I appealed to higher 
authority and got him to send me to his Brigade Headquarters 
five miles away. 

A lorry was just going up to H.Q. with the battalion’s mail, and 
into it John and I inserted ourselves with some difficulty. There 
we sat, holding on for dear life, with a huge and unwieldy mail 
sack perched insecurely on our knees. The nation owes us a debt 
of gratitude for saving this sack on two occasions from toppling 
overboard. At Brigade H.Q. we were received with something 
approaching ceremony and ushered into the 
drawing room which was the office of an 
important looking staff officer. This gentle- 
man listened courteously to our tale of woe, 
sympathised with us, and said he was sorry 
that he could do nothing about it beyond 
advising us to seek the help of the local police, 
who might perhaps know of an alternative 
site. 

So back we had to go in the same vehicle. 
We re-loaded our gear in our own van, and 
set off without much hope for the police 
station. The van had been hired for a couple 
of hours only, and I was beginning to be 
concerned about the eventual bill we should 
be called on to pay. John was enjoying 
himself immensely. | 

Outside the police station we parked the 
van and told the driver and his mate to get 
themselves something to eat. It was nearly 
one o'clock then. After explaining our 
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errand to a constable, a clerk and a sergeant, we explained ourselves 
again to an inspector. ‘* What you want to do, old man,”’ he said, 
‘is to ask Mr. Smith. Half a minute, [ll get his ’phone number 
for you.”’ Mr. Smith, it appeared, was a local Scoutmaster, and 
he very helpfully passed me on to Mr. Robinson, the district 
Rotary Club secretary, whose office was only a few doors away 
from the police station. 

It would have been too much to expect that our troubles should 
be solved so easily and quickly. Mr. R.’s office was closed for 
lunch, and that reminded us that we were getting hungry ourselves. 
The van men settled themselves in the driving seat and went to 
sleep, and John and I went off to find something to eat. ‘“‘ Isn’t it 
funny,” said John over lunch, “‘ that everybody in the Company 
supposes that we are at the farm and we are the only two who 
know that we aren’t.”” It may have been funny to him. 

At two o'clock we found the office open, and at two-fifteen 
Mr. Robinson himself appeared. ‘‘ Yes, of course, old chap, you 
can have our camp hut at X,”’ he said, naming a small village two 
miles away. 

Armed with a sketch map of the district, we shook our van men 
into wakefulness, and set off again. The sketch map was sketchy, 
and there were no signposts, so, of course, we lost our way, not 
once, but three times. The district was hilly, and the engine failed 
on a particularly steep part, but at last, after much reversing, we 
arrived at the cottage where the key of the hut was kept. The hut, 
hidden from the road by thick woods, turned out to be completely 
equipped. Blankets by the score were there, dixies and bowls and 
basins and jugs—in fact, all the things we had brought or hired. 
We looked at each other and laughed and laughed and laughed. 
We had brought our ship into harbour. We had, also, brought 
a great deal of coal to Newcastle. 

To cut short this too long story, it turned out to be a great 
camp. Arranged at short notice, cancelled and re-arranged at 
shorter notice, it showed us that camp is not dependent upon the 
seaside and that the Camp Spirit is just as live and potent in 
wartime as at any other time. We felt that our persistence had been 
rewarded, and that what looks impossible is merely a little harder 
than what looks difficult. A.E.M. 


BACK TO TIGHNABRUAICH 


The earliest B.B. camp ever held was at Tighnabruaich, where 
the Ist Glasgow Company, under our Founder, spent their first 
camp in 1886. Tents were not used in those early days, and it 
was the present restriction on their use which led the 166th 
Glasgow Company to use the school premises within a hundred 
yards of the original camp. 

Despite indifferent weather the Company had a first-rate time, 
and by means of local football matches and a sing-song raised over 
£7 for the British Red Cross Society.

CAMPING AT ALL COSTS 


‘** Camp, or bust,’ said a recent issue of the B.B. Gazette. 

Perhaps the story of the camp of a small country Company, 
which shall be nameless, will serve as an encouragement to other 
small Companies as they face what may seem to be insuperable 
difficulties in this coming Session. 

Back in the winter the Officers met to discuss camp. South 
coast, it was decided—and wait until Whitsun before booking the 
site. And so, at Whitsun, an Officer (having saved his petrol 
coupons) proceeded to tour the South coast. It took three days 
(it seemed as though the military had taken possession of every- 
thing that looked like a camp field), but eventually plans were 
made and camp was on, for early July. 

Then the war started in earnest, and soon came the order banning 
coastal camps. A batch of letters—and everything was cancelled. 
Five weeks to go, and a fresh start had to be made. 

‘‘ Thames side,’ suggested somebody. “It’s only haif the 
distance, and we can get home quickly if anything serious starts.”’ 
And so went an Officer (cadging petrol coupons this time) and 
soon camp plans were in hand once more. Camp was going on. 

But with two weeks to go the air raids began. Mothers got 
anxious. Was it safe to go under canvas? Was it right for their 
Boy to go fifty miles away ? Perhaps, they thought, he had better 
miss this year. One by one they came, until there was left about 
half of the Company. Which fact raised an immediate financial 
problem. Could a proper camp be made to pay? 

Ten days to go—and the Captain toured the parents. Should 
camp be cancelled? Some were definite. Some were dubious. 
But the surprising thing was that the remainder, far from being 
indifferent, were keen and anxious that the Boys should go to 
camp. ‘* We shall not get any holiday this year, but we want 
him to have one,’ was the attitude. 

A week to go, and only twelve were left—twelve to whom the 
disappointment of cancellation would have been intense. Yet 
to go on would have meant a loss of £20. If the twelve had all 
been juniors, the Officers would have been tempted to give in to 
circumstances. But half of them were 14, 15 and 16. Something 
had to be done. : 

Things moved quickly. More petrol coupons were absorbed, 
and a third scheme began to take shape. With six days to go 
the Officers met to take the fateful decision. 

The next evening that decision was announced. Camp was 
cancelled. The look on the faces of the twelve was a tragic sight. 
Then the Captain said: ‘* Will those Boys who had still, up to 
this moment, intended going to camp, meet the Officers im- 
mediately in the orderly room.”’ 

They trooped in, an unhappy crowd, evidently prepared only 
for their repayments from the camp fund. But the Captain said, 
‘* The Officers invite you to join them for a ten-days holiday at 
a riverside chalet...’ Pandemonium! And five days later 
they were off, by car and cycle, to their ersatz camp, about twenty 
miles from home. 

It was unlike any camp that ever had been. Boys slept inside 
the little chalet, Officers on the balcony. Meals in the open were 
cooked by an Officer, assisted (sic) by an orderly squad. There 
was boating, and swimming, and tennis, and cricket, and more 
boating. They were country Boys, yet they loved it. 

The formalities of camp were missing, but there was never a 
breach of discipline. Rules were not necessary. Boys, Officers 
and Chaplain combined in fun and frolic. The B.B. spirit at its 
best. And, as night fell, talk often turned to more serious things. 
Ten days away from newspapers and news bulletins, away from 
civilisation. It would be more true to say, into civilisation. What 
a thrill to float lazily downstream, happily oblivious of the fact 
that the French fleet had been sunk or that tea had been rationed. 

Last year this Company travelled over 200 miles to a Welsh 
seaside beauty spot to camp. That was adjudged the ** best camp 
ever.” But, as they cycled away this year, one Boy expressed the 
thoughts of all who had been to both : ** Better than last year.”

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AN OFFICER’S READING 


Livingstone, in mid-Africa, cut off from all spoken intercourse 
in his native tongue, read the Bible through four times. How 
many of us, 1 wonder, have read it through once? Not that 
there is special virtue in the gigantic task, but it does tend to give 
that firm knowledge and assurance of the ways of God which 
are SO precious in this quaking world. 

A Digest of the Bible, edited by Peter V. Ross (Hodder and 
Stoughton, 2s. 6d.) condenses the sixty-six books of the Bible 
into one swiftly-moving narrative which tells the story in a clear, 
unbroken sequence. This volume enables one to grasp the Bible 
story as a whole and visualise it in a way that many people are 
unable to do reading it piecemeal. It is the length of an average 
novel. The language of the Bible is, of course, preserved. 

This seems to me the sort of book which might with great profit 
be introduced to senior Boys. 

In the same excellent Black Jacket Series, at 2s. 6d., and by the 
same publisher, comes Daily Readings from the Moffatt Translation 
of the Bible. Here are given, each two on a single page, morning 
and evening readings for a whole year from the most famous of 
modern translations. The pages are dated. The readings are 
most varied and well chosen. Each has a clear theme, and this 
is set Out in verses and extracts selected from all parts of the Bible. 
A most helpful and stimulating volume. 

Harrap’s ** One-Act Plays of Today ”’ are deservedly well known, 
and J. W. Marriott is carrying on the same good work by selecting 
each year the outstanding short plays of the twelvemonth. In 
The Best One-Act Plays of 1939 (Harrap, 7s. 6d.) he gives a dozen. 
This is the ninth volume of the series, and though 1939 produced 
nothing very remarkable it was,a good average year. From the 
B.B. point of view one is particularly playable—‘ Victory at 
Trafalgar,” by E. and D. E. Hickey, for about a score of males. 
It is a stirring naval drama, with very human and fresh inter- 
pretations of character. Then there is ‘‘ Moneys from Shylock,”’ 
by H. F. Rubenstein, an intriguing drama suggesting how 
Shakespeare obtained his material for ‘* The Merchant of Venice.”’ 
There is a comedy by Olive Conway, too, ‘* Astrologies,”’ telling 
how publishers of prophetic almanacks were guyed by an inter- 
loper who predicted the death of one of them—this is excellent 
farce. But even those less suitable for Brigade use make good 
reading. 

Those who on Monday morn- 
ings have seen the Daily Mail will 
recall the articles over the signa- 
ture of “ Inquiring Christian ”’ ; 
they form the basis of this original 
and most interesting book Jn- 
quiring Christian in England, 
by Norman Hillson (Methuen, 
7s. 6d.). It is something like a 
travel bdok of the religion of 
England at the present time. 
The author has attended services 
of every conceivable type, and 
here describes them, with the 
impression they made on him. 
In his search for the religion of 
the people he has been as far 
afield as Buckfast Abbey and the 
parish church of Balmoral. He 
writes on the cathedrals’ of 
Canterbury and York, as well as 
on country churches and pro- 
vincial chapels. His survey in- 
cludes all the important denom- 
inations, in addition to essays on 
the Society of Friends, Christian 
Science and the Salvation Army. 

When, in my teens, I was a 
youth at large in London, I

had an ambition to explore 
religion, and for a year tried 
new, strange churches each 
Sunday. But there was no 
sense of impending doom in 
1913 to quicken the pulses 
and prayers of Christian 
people. Here we have a 
record of religion’s moods 
between August, 1938, and 
September, 1939, with reality 
and eternal verities being 
bared. 

The thing that most im- 
pressed me about Mr. Hill- 
son’s peregrinations was the 
scarcity of youth in the ser- 
vices he visited. Practically 
the only exception was a 
joyous’ Salvation Army 
gathering, where the gallery 
was lined with S.A. Scouts 
and Guards. There is vast 
work still to do in putting 
the Brigade into churches which hardly know what Boys look like. 

It would not be fair to describe The Dark Door by Maurice 
Collis (Faber and Faber, 7s. 6d.) as a thriller, for it even gives in 
fair length a Buddhist sermon, which, unlike those detailed by 
Mr. Hillson, went on for several hours. What a wonderful 
country for preachers Siam must be—the longer and more un-

intelligible the discourse, the more it is appreciated ! 


But, lest you should think this some sort of book of exotic 
theology let me haste to say it is a thrilling tale of surprising 
adventures. The central figure is a distinguished oriental scholar 
in the employ of the British secret service, who goes to investigate 
something odd that is happening at Kra, a Siamese place of 
strategic importance. The dénouement takes place in a Buddhist 
monastery, and will surely surprise you. There is freshness and 
Originality in this book, and considerable humour in the portrayal of 
Mrs. Farwell, who had a genius for profiting financially from every 
circumstance, but it is not a tale for everyone. If you want a quick 
moving shocker, leave it alone. If you have a taste for mysticism 
and the oriental scene you may enjoy it very much indeed. 

Christians ina World at War, by Edwyn Bevan (Student Christian 
Movement Press, 6s.) is a good book, marred by occasional in- 
tolerance and an irritating repetition of clichés. Phrases like wonder 
world, leopard spots, iron processes, come over and over again 
ad nauseam, but the quick survey of Christianity through the 
centuries and its relation to world affairs is lucidly and effectively 
done. Few will quarrel with his comments on “ progress.” 
‘* Homer is never superseded ; the Elgin marbles are never made 
out-of-date by any later works of sculpture . . . spiritual and 
moral character is analogous to literature and art, not to science 
. . . The saint of one age differs from the saint of another... 
One cannot see an increasing goodness.” 

But the author invites disagreement by his dogmatic assertions 
about the people he does not like, such as “* left-wing Christians ”’ 
and pacifists. After stating the “root fallacy”’ of the former 
he disposes of it by, ‘‘ Nothing could be more absurd.”’ Pacifists, 
who ‘‘ seldom think out consequences in detail,’ have ‘* one 
argument which I might glance at . . . though how it is possible 
for anyone who thinks twice to attach the slightest importance to 
it I cannot think.”’ (This argument is the Commandment ‘** Thou 


shalt not kill.”’) The last chapter, ‘* What We Ought to Do,”’ is 
a well-reasoned survey of the present and the future, concluding 
with the sure Christian hope that the ‘‘ kingdoms of this world 
(shall) become the kingdoms of our Lord, and of his Christ.”’

LETTER TO THE EDITOR 
N.C.O.s’ TRAINING 


Sir,—In 1914 a certain B.B. Corporal found that he was often 
the senior member of his Company at Drill and Bible Class meet- 
ings. He made many mistakes, but with the aid of the other 
N.C.O.s mastered the intricacies of the newly introduced platoon 
drill and somehow kept the Company together. The Company 
indeed was quite a live affair. They collected several tons of 
newspapers! But as the war years rolled on and recruiting became 
a lost art the Company all but faded out. The N.C.O.s struggled 
on manfully, and eventually handed over, in 1919, to the returned 
Old Boys and Officers. That experience could be retold by scores 
of others. Many a Company went under altogether. If only 
the N.C.O.s had been trained the list of Company casualties 
would have been much smaller. 

N.C.O.s may well be the means of saving many a Company 
from Japsing during the next Session, but they must be given all 
the prestige, knowledge and confidence possible. Can our 
N.C.O.s take a Drill Parade? Have they been helped to take 
part in the Bible Class? Do they know how to lead in the Gym. 
and Ambulance Classes? Would they know what to do with 
‘** awkward ’’ Boys? Do they know in what relation the Company 
stands to the Church? Would they feel they could go to their 
Chaplain for advice ? 

The little pamphlet issued by Brigade Executive (4d.) on N.C.O.s’ 
Training gives an excellent syllabus for general instruction, which 
should be supplemented by additional talks and demonstrations 
if N.C.O.s will have to take responsibilities in class work, such as 
Gym., Ambulance, etc. Strong Companies may tackle this job 
independently, but if a Battalion or County Course is to be held, 
every senior N.C.O. ought to join in. It may well be advisable 
and convenient for a group of Companies to combine for N.C.O.s’ 
Training. Even if some Companies are not likely to have depleted 
staffs just yet, it would be a great thing if every N.C.O. in the 
country received special training just now. The Brigade would 
benefit by increased efficiency, besides having a bigger reserve of 
potential leadership. This in turn would most certainly give rise 
to expansion and extension in a few years’ time. 

It is too good an opportunity to be missed. Will every Company 
seize it ?

An experienced L.B. worker gives sound 
advice on a question which sometimes worries 
Leaders new to the work. Breaches of the 
regulations are, we hope, rare, for most 
Leaders clearly recognise the obligation they 
owe to the Constitution. 
Dear Miss—— 


I arrived home very comfortably last night, after spending a 
delightful evening with your Team. As I have already told you, 
I was much impressed by its happy spirit, by its easy discipline, 
and by the varied and well-balanced programme, carried out so 
efficiently. 

In such a splendid Team, however, it was very disappointing 
to find so many Boys of eight years of age. I quite understand 
your point of view regarding the eleven-year-olds, but do you not 
think that the main reason why they do not wish to stay in the Team 
is not so much the fact of their going to another department of the 
day-school as to the presence of so many eight-year-olds at the 
Team meeting? If the youngest Boy was nine, I feel sure you 
would not have the same difficulty in retaining the ** eleven plus ”’ 
Boys, despite the fact of their attending another school. 

You also mentioned that you are brought into contact with 
many of the Boys at eight years of age, and you find it difficult to 
refuse their requests to join the Team. I sympathise with your 
feelings in this matter, but is it wise to give children everything 
they want immediately they ask for it? Is it not better for them 
to have to wait for some of the good things in life? They will 
certainly have to do so later and are we not trying to train our 
Boys for the future? And is it not true that if a thing is hard to 
get, it is valued much more? In your case this would certainly 
mean that your Boys would retain their interest in the Team until 
they reached twelve. 

I think, too, that we should always consider how every action of 
ours in the Team affects the successful running of the Company—it 
is comparatively easy to run a L.B. Team, but it is difficult to run 
a really first-rate B.B. Company. Our aim should be the Boy’s 
ultimate good, and it should be our pride to pass on 100 per cent. 
of our Life Boys into the Company at twelve years of age, and to 
watch their progress through the years until they are discharged 
at the end of their seventeenth year. With this in view, strict 
adherence to the age limit is one of the first essentials in the Team. 

We should remember that a Boy lost to the Team at eleven 1s, 
more often than not, lost to the Company for ever. 

Furthermore, it is a rule of the movement that we do not enrol a 
Boy until he is nine, and whatever we, personally, may think of the 
wisdom of any of the rules, it is our duty to be loyal to them. Did 
we not promise this when we were enrolled ourselves? And how 
can we expect our Boys to be loyal unless we are wholeheartedly 
so? 

| know you will not misunderstand this letter for you will realise 
that it is only with the real interest of your Boys in mind that | 
write. And I hope, indeed I am sure, that you will not accept 
another Boy of eight years of age from now onwards. and if sol am 
certain you will have the joy of seeing your B.B. Company grow 
and retain its ex-Life Boys as it has not done for years. 

Thank you again for a very happy time, and I hope I shall see 
you again before so very long.

ARE HANDICRAFTS WORTH 
WHILE? 


The question is here asked and answered by 
the Convener of the Handicrafts Committee, 
Glasgow ‘Area. 


Many Leaders will unhesitatingly answer, Yes. Perhaps as 
many, if not more, will have no answer, never having tried handi- 
crafts in their Team. Some perhaps will say, ‘“‘ They are not 
worth while ’—but when pressed for a reason will have difficulty 
in finding one. 

Those who have never tried crafts, when asked why, usually 
give one of the following reasons: lack of funds, lack of time, 
lack of room to keep materials or to teach crafts, or lack of a 
Leader with any knowledge of crafts. I venture to say those are 
excuses and not valid reasons. Let me try to answer them. 

First, lack of funds. Why should these Leaders think crafts 
require money? They don’t; there are dozens of crafts both 
useful and ornamental which find a use for the left-over materials 
to be found in every home. One example flashes to mind, the 
dozens of warm blankets which have been knitted from left-over 
wool ; your Boys could have knitted one of them with very little 
tuition. I could give a long list of crafts where the initial outlay 
is Only coppers, but this must be reserved for next month. Suffice 
it to say now that money is no more necessary for handicrafts 
than for any other item on the Team programme. On the other 
hand, crafts should not be on the Team programme merely on 
their financial merits. 

Then lack of time. Some Leaders will say, ‘‘ We have only 
an hour a week for all Team work and it is not possible to have 
crafts included.’ Have they tried devoting one evening a month 
to crafts, when every Leader could take a group and teach a 
different craft? If this is not possible, could it not be arranged 
to have eight or ten Boys for half an hour when crafts could 
be taught ? 

Lack of room to teach crafts can perhaps be answered in the 
same way, and as to lack of room for keeping materials, few 
churches or halls will object to a chest or case in which materials 


can be kept, provided it can be put in some place out of the way 
when not in use. 
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No Leader with a knowledge of handicrafts? This I think is 
due very often to modesty on the part of Leaders ; they hesitate to 
introduce something new into Team work and while they may 
have a hobby which comes under the heading of crafts they will 
not teach it to their Boys because it has not been taught in any 
other Team. They should not let this deter them; their very 
enthusiasm will help them to teach the most unusual crafts to 
Boys. But if the Team is really without anyone with a knowledge 
of crafts, why not buy the Handicrafts Manual (price 2s. 0d., from 
Brigade Offices) or one of the many useful books mentioned in the 
new Training Handbook? From them the necessary knowledge 
can easily be acquired. 

Now that I have tried to answer the “* reasons ’”’ of those who 
have never tried crafts, what of those who have tried and failed ? 
Some I know have failed because they set out to teach the Boys 
before they themselves had thoroughly mastered the craft. You 
must be able to make the article yourself from beginning to end 
before you can teach Boys. It is no use being able to make a part 
and hope that that is as far as the Boy will get and that by next 
Team night you will have mastered the rest. You will not have 
confidence in yourself and without that you cannot inspire the 
confidence of the Boy. Furthermore, you ought to have a finished 
article to show him, so that he knows what he is trying to produce. 

Others have failed because they started a Team craft and had 
all the Boys working at the same article, a rug, or weaving, or 
something similar, and after the first enthusiasm had worn off 
the Boys lost interest because it was not their own. It is so much 
better to let each Boy make the article himself, so that it is his 
very own. It is better to get the Boys really enthusiastic before 
attempting to do what might be called communal crafts. 

Some have given up handicrafts because Leaders have found 
that they could not dispose of the finished articles and the work 
had thus been an expense which the Team could not afford. 
Perhaps those Teams will try again with some of the inexpensive 
crafts which I hope to give next month, the outlay on which, 
if any, will be so small that they will be able to let the Boys have 
the articles free of charge. 

Handicrafts are worth while for so many reasons. Perhaps 
the one I would put first is that through them the Boy develops 
the instinct which is natural in us all, the instinct to make things. 
Almost from infancy we strive to make—we build with bricks 
or with pail and spade, we struggle to use a pair of scissors before 
we can properly hold them, and with what pride we show our 
efforts to our friends and look for their admiration! You can 
give the members of your Team this joy of creating and pride 
in achievement by teaching them handicrafts. 

Crafts are worth while because they teach cleanliness and 
neatness. There is no need to stress this; it is so evident that 
unless the work is cleanly and neatly done it cannot look well 
when finished. 

Crafts are worth while because they develop the hand and eye 
and help the Boy to think for himself. They are worth while 
because through their medium, perhaps more easily than through 
any other part of Team work, the willingness to help others can 
be taught by allowing the Boys who have made some progress 
to help those who are just beginning. How gladly they will do it, 
and in doing they will impress the lessons they have learned 
more deeply on their own minds. 

Crafts are worth while because they are entirely apart from 
B.B. work. Last but not least, they are worth while because the 
Boys thoroughly enjoy doing them and the lessons they learn 
through crafts will go with them right through their life. 

What is necessary to success as a handicraft teacher? you 
may ask. First, I would say enthusiasm; second, a limitless 
fund of patience; third, a willingness to devote time to the 
necessary preparation. Given these I am sure you will find that 
some of the happiest hours are those devoted to handicrafts. 

May I add, as a postscript, that as a means of interesting not 
only mothers and fathers, but grandmothers, aunts and uncles 
in Life Boy work, handicrafts take a lot of beating.

Be 
that as it may, the wish, the intention, which that youngster ex- 
pressed, come as a salutary reminder to some of us older folk of 
the abounding optimism and vitality of our Boys, and that their 
love for The Life Boys is deeper than we had been led to imagine. 

Such reflections surely challenge us along two lines. First, if 
in our Boys we have not experienced this vitality of spirit, and 
enthusiasm for all things Life Boy, it is not because they lack some- 
thing that ‘“‘ me and Bill’’ possess, but simply that we have failed 
to kindle the spark—perhaps because our own L.B. vitality burns 
with a somewhat fitful flame. Secondly, if we fully realise the 
cheery confidence, incurable good spirits and capacity for adapting 
themselves to new circumstances, which are characteristics of Boy 
nature, must we not shed all our gloomy forebodings, cease to 
magnify our difficulties, and go forward to meet whatever may 
be ahead in the same spirit of vitality that our Boys possess ? 

Not for nothing are our Boys called Life Boys. Let us learn 
some of the secrets of Life from them.

Our Patron The sympathy, pride and admiration of every 
Officer and Boy will be awakened on behalf of 
our Patron the King and his gracious consort in the dastardly 
attacks which they have so gallantly borne. We like the storv of 
the Cockney voice which cried from the crowd, ** You are a great 
King,’ and the King’s instant retort, ‘* And you are a great people.”’ 
Their Majesties’ brave spirit in this ordeal surely is reflected in the 
unconquerable spirit of their subjects. 


The Annual For the second time the Annual Meeting of 
Meeting Brigade Council had to be cancelled. A month 

ago there seemed a reasonable prospect that we 
could carry on, but as the date approached, although some two 
hundred Officers had announced their intention to be present, 
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conditions in London made it necessary to cancel all the arrange- 
ments made for the Executive and the Council. Notices were 
posted early on the 10th to those who had booked and to Battalion 
and District Secretaries and payments made were refunded a few 
days later. 

The abandonment of the meetings was a disappointment to 
many, especially to Officers of the London district who were hoping 
to attend in large numbers the first Council to be held in London 
this century. Our thanks are due to all who had promised to take 
part and we pray that the day is not far distant when we shall be 
able to meet and hear them in happier circumstances. 


If every Officer could be present at Brigade 
Council one could be sure of a unanimous vote 
in endorsement of the re-appointment of the Earl of Home as 
Brigade President and in announcing Lord Home’s continuance in 
office we are glad too to know that our Vice-Presidents and the 
Brigade Treasurer are again appointed for 1940-41. 


The Annual Captains will hardly recognise, in the slim 
Report booklet they will shortly receive, the Annual 

Report of The Boys’ Brigade. Gone are the 
elaborate statistics of which we were so proud. Gone too Is the 
list of Captains’ addresses. With the frequent changes in per- 
sonnel the list would have been of little practical use this Session, 
but the chief reasons for the reduction in the size of the Report 
are the financial one and the paper shortage. The wisdom of the 
Executive’s decision in this matter will be generally recognised 
and approved. 


Our Strength

It was only to be expected that our total 
strength for last Session would show a fall. 
All things considered it is good to know that the decrease in Boy 
membership is only 18 per cent. The number of active Com- 
panies shows a reduction of 11.4 per cent. Much has happened, 
of course, since these figures were compiled, but we feel sure that 
Our inactive Companies are only temporarily suspended and when 
the time comes they will not be slow to reorganise and resume with 
new vigour. The all-ranks strength in this country at 31st May 
was 95,173. 


BRIGADE ANNOUNCEMENTS 


HEADQUARTERS OFFICE 


Officers are asked to note that the work at Brigade Office at 
Westminster is being carried on as normally as the present unusual 
conditions allow. At present the office is being closed to the 
public on Saturdays, and at 4 p.m. on other days, and during the 
periods of air raid warnings the building is not open to the public. 
Officers are also reminded that they are asked by the authorities 
to restrict telephoning and telegraphing to matters of first 
importance. 


OUR SUPPLY SERVICE 


Headquarters staff are concerned to maintain the efficiency 
of the service of supplies. Prevailing conditions, however, 
present certain difficulties, and the indulgence of Offficers is 
sought for any shortcomings which may occur. Some delays 
are, we fear, unavoidable, and if the machinery works a little 
less smoothly than usual, let it be remembered that the cause 
is probably outside our control. Nor can the public services, postal 
and transport, be at their-best during the present state of affairs. 

The present acceleration of the War is producing conditions 
which call for mutual sympathy, kindliness and forbearance. 

The staff at Headquarters are largely of military age, and a 
number are already absent on service. Those remaining are 
gladly shouldering additional burdens, and every effort is being 
made to give good service. Officers, we are sure, will wish to 
respond by the exercise of consideration and goodwill on their 
part. By allowing a little extra time in placing orders, by strictly 
adhering to the rules, and by patience, good humour and sympathy 
for human frailty, we shall all rub along cheerily and frustrate the 
efforts of certain unpleasant agencies to upset our equilibrium. 
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B.B. DIARY FOR 1941 


It is expected that war conditions will not adversely affect the sale 
of the B.B. Diary, despite the fact that it has become necessary to 
increase the price which this year will be 8d. for cloth edition, 
and 1s. 9d. for leather edition. We are fortunate in having the 
Diary printed before the new Purchase Tax becomes operative, 
as diaries have been singled out among printed matter for treatment 
as luxuries, which we fear means that after the present year there 
will-be a further substantial increase. 

Officers wishing to have early copies for their own use may now 
obtain them. The usual order form will be issued later. 


GAZETTES FOR THE FORCES 


The large number of Gazettes being ordered for B.B. men on 
service with the forces is gratifying. In the realms of higher 
attainment we acclaim one Company order for fifty-five Gazettes 
monthly and another for thirty-seven, of which twenty-six are for 
service members. No reminder of their B.B. association could be 
more welcome to our gallant exiles. But there is one aspect of 
the matter causing us concern. Already some Gazettes for such 
men have been returned through the post because the addressee’s 
unit has moved. Service addresses in war-time are subject to 
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vicissitude, and Officers still at home must watch this matter and 
advise us of changes, otherwise it will be beyond our power to 
ensure delivery. Perhaps the safest course would be for the Gazette 
to be sent to the absentee’s home address from which it could be 
forwarded with the family correspondence. 


OUR COVER PICTURES 


An endeavour is being made this Session to show by the cover 
pictures of the Gazette the wide scope of the national effort being 
made by our Boys. From the picture last month of the King and 
the Boy on munition work we pass this time to a youthful harvester 
aiding the nation’s food supply, and we trust that month by month 
each picture will tell its story. Photographs for the series from 
experts are invited.

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THE PAST SESSION 


By the Earl of Home, K.T. 
The Brigade President reviews the story of twelve months of hard work and successful endeavour 


The 57th Session of The Boys’ Brigade opened with the tragic 
outbreak of war. Many and great were the difficulties to be met 
by all, but the Brigade will always be proud of the magnificent 
response and courageous determination of the Officers and Boys. 

How proud our Founder would be that the Bible Class and 
Discipline gained through drill, the foundation stones he. laid so 
well and truly, have remained and will remain unshaken in the 
storm. 

Evacuation was a serious problem, but evacuated Boys have 
kept in touch with their leaders ; B.B. Boys were welcomed into 
temporary membership of Companies and Life Boys Teams in their 
new area and many others were enrolled as recruits. We are all 
grateful to the Brigade and Battalion officials and all who carried 
out this important work so eagerly and efficiently. 

The report tells us that 92 new Companies were formed in this 
country during the session. 

Of course, a reduction in strength was inevitable in this time of 
war and when we realise that there is a net decrease of 323 Com- 
panies and 16,906 Boys, and the total strength of all ranks in this 
country is 95,173, we should indeed be thankful that things are 
not worse. : 

We note with joy that the spirit of courageous optimism was 
shown in the excellent Company and Battalion displays, reviews 
and demonstrations during the session. All in the Brigade 
face the difficulties of our day with calm confidence in their ability 
to overcome them. 

The Brigade Training Schools have again been of the utmost 
value and I would especially mention the school at Taunton, which 
lasted a week and was the largest of its kind yet held. 

The war has proved the capacity of our older Boys to undertake 
responsible duties of leadership. Owing to the calling up of 
Officers for military duties the care and welfare of the Boys in the 
ranks have in many cases fallen on Staff-Sergeants and N.C.O.s. 
Right well have they fulfilled their task, which is the best proof of 
the good training of their leaders in devolving responsibility on 
young shoulders. I like to think of the immense value these 
youthful leaders will be in our national life in their years of man- 
hood. 

The Boys of the B.B. have willingly undertaken many duties of 
National Service. Their training in all manly exercises and 
games has fitted them well to carry out responsible duties and to 
endure with patience, courage and cheerfulness conditions strange 
to Boyhood. I would like in this connection to mention specially 
the most opportune issue of the new Ambulance Handbook and to 
express grateful thanks to our talented friend the author. 

The B.B. National Service Badge, already earned by many Boys, 
will be an inspiration to them throughout their life. 

One activity has been greatly missed, for, alas, camping, the 
great feature of B.B. comradeship, has been largely impossible this 
summer, after a record number of Boys under canvas in 1939. 
We can only look forward to happy and peaceful summer times 
again when the clouds roll by. 

Now let us turn to a brighter page in our B.B. story and remember 
the enrolment of 52 new overseas Companies during the session. 
We congratulate our fellow Officers in their work for Christ and 
the B.B. cause in far off lands. Their proud bearing of the Cross 
among Boys of all races and every colour must surely be the 
greatest strength to us in the Homeland. 

We all sympathise greatly with the Leaders, Area officials 
and Organisers of our Life Boys Teams in the exceptional 
difficulties they had to meet owing to the evacuation scheme, and 
it is a great tribute to them that we can still record a strength of 
1,547 Teams and 37,782 Boys, though there is a decrease of 523 
Teams and 19,583 Boys as compared with the previous session ; 
84 new Teams were formed and we look forward with confidence 


to many of the lapsed Teams restarting in happier days and being 
again the finest recruiting ground for B.B. Companies. We owe 
a deep debt of gratitude to the lady Leaders whose services have 
been invaluable and who, with the help of N.C.O.s from the B.B. 
Companies, are untiring in their work for the Teams. 

We missed our Annual Meeting last September and we shall all 
wish to express our sympathy to all in the North of England 
District and in London who have spent so much time and labour 
in planning for the success of meetings which we have been unable 
to hold. 

We note too with regret that owing to the war the venture, 
and far more than successful venture, of Balrossie has ceased. 
There are very many who feel they benefited greatly by the Balrossie 
camps and conferences and who look back with great appreciation 
to a place of happy and homely comradeship and to the invaluable 
consideration and kindness always shown by the Officers and 
Officials of the Glasgow Battalion. 

As for finance, I should like to express the heartiest thanks of 
the Brigade for the generous support given again by Mr. and Mrs. 
Barrow Cadbury, King George’s Jubilee Trust and our friends in 
the Board of Education and the Scottish Education Department 
and above all to our Companies and Teams for their unfailing 
support of our organisation. 

The decision of the equipment authorities to increase prices 
during the coming session will be readily understood and that the 
increase was not made sooner will be gratefully remembered. 

The newly-formed National Youth Committee and its many 
activities throughout our country will receive the heartiest support 
of Battalion and Company Officers. We are very grateful to 
Mr. Oyler for his constant watchfulness over the interests of such 
Organisations as ours and the service he gives so generously on 
behalf of the young people of this country as Chairman of the 
Standing Conference of National Juvenile Organisations. 

With our long experience in the field of Physical Training, we 
should be able to play a worthy part in the scheme recently 
announced by the Board of Education. 

Since the close of the year under review the Brigade Executive 
have issued a call to Companies to undertake as part of their 
programme the training of Boys in Home Defence instruction so 
that they may be qualified to be a source of strength and comfort 
to those in their homes in time of grave danger. By extending 
such instruction to Boys not already enrolled as B.B. members we 
shall render a service to all Boys in our neighbourhoods and in this 
way we Shall, no doubt, attract many of them into our full member- 
ship. 

It is manifestly most desirable that in this matter, as in the 
drive for physical fitness, Boys should be taught these things not 
as ends in themselves, but as part of our all-round character 
training based on the principles of religion and discipline for 
which we stand. 

The continued interest of our Companies in the extension of 
the Kingdom of God in other lands rejoices our hearts, as does the 
knowledge that the Bible Class collections: for Overseas Missions 
amounted to over £2,500, only £300 short of last year’s figure, 
and we must add a further sum of nearly £3,600 for charitable and 
religious objects in this country. 


We offer to those Boys who have gained the Cross for Heroism 
and Diploma for Gallant Conduct our thanks and praise for their 
readiness to put the safety of others before their own. 


Finally, I would express my cordial thanks to all the members 
of our staff and countless other helpers and friends. May we all 
carry on, no matter what may lie in store, in the certain knowledge 
that God will help and support The Boys’ Brigade in the future 
as in the past.

AWARDS FOR GALLANTRY 


THE BOYS’ BRIGADE DIPLOMA FOR GALLANT CON- 
DUCT has been awarded to three members of the 88TH LONDON 
COMPANY, Corporal HENRY RICHARD LANE, Private 
STEPHEN E. DOCKERTY and Private CHARLES  T. 
DOCKERTY, for rescuing a fellow member of the Company from 
drowning in the River Thames at Romney Lock, Windsor, on the 
17th of August. Lane is 17 years of age and the brothers Dockerty 
are both 15. A party of Boys had landed from a punt when one 
of them without saying a word to anyone set off to swim by himself 
to the other side. As soon as they saw him swimming the others 
realised that he was in difficulties. The three Boys at once 
swam out about 20 yards but before they had reached him 
he had disappeared below the surface. The Dockertys got him 
first and brought him to the surface and then Lane took over, 
swam with him to the bank, and applied artificial respiration until 
the rescued Boy recovered consciousness. All three Boys con- 
cerned in the rescue are members of their Company Swimming and 
Life Saving Classes. 


THE DIPLOMA FOR GALLANT CONDUCT has also been 
awarded to Sergeant GEORGE LANGRICK, aged 17, of the 
46TH LIVERPOOL COMPANY, for rescuing a girl from drowning 
in the River Alt at Maghull on the 22nd of May. Two children, a 
Boy and a Girl, fell into the swiftly flowing river from a steep bank 
where they had been playing. Langrick was some distance away 
but he ran to the spot and dived in fully dressed. The young Boy 
was swept near the bank and clambered out, but the Girl was 
being carried down mid-stream, when Langrick reached her and 
brought her to safety. The incident occurred at a lonely spot, 
the only spectator—a non-swimmer—being a considerable distance 
off, and but for Langrick’s action the child would have lost her life. 


ROBERT WILSON 


A Scottish veteran whose service goes back to 1891 has passed 
in the person of Robert Wilson of the 26th Glasgow. At the 
Jubilee of this Company four years ago a great parade with Old 
Boys in all walks of life testified to the value and permanence of 
Wilson’s work. 

By his untiring energy, sense of discipline, his keen interest in 
and knowledge of Boys, Wilson produced a Company of which 
any Officer could be proud. 
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THE SUPER-BRAIN 
True Story plus Moral 


Many of the great discoveries which have enriched the happiness 
of mankind were developed from comparatively simple origins.

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THE GOVERNMENT AND YOUTH 


The Parliamentary Secretary of the Board of Education, Mr. J. Chuter Ede, M.P., who is also 
Chairman of the National Youth Committee, here makes an important contribution to our pages. 


It was a real disappointment to me that the Annual Council 
Meeting of The Boys’ Brigade had to be cancelled, and that I was 
in consequence deprived of the opportunity, to which I was looking 
forward, of meeting Officers and members of the Brigade, learning 
their views at first-hand and expressing my own appreciation of 
the Brigade’s long and splendid record of service to youth in this 
country, which I have watched and admired for many years in 
my personal capacity. 


The war, while it has made it difficult for your organisation to 
maintain its facilities, owing to the calling up of leaders and 
commandeering of premises, has at the same time increased the 
need for precisely those services which the Brigade supplies. It is 
heartening to see the way in which it has responded to the challenge. 
New companies have been formed, new leaders are being trained 
to replace those called up, organisers have been appointed to give 
guidance to the local units, and thousands of members have 
devoted themselves to national service of all kinds. By doing so 
they are playing an immensely important part in sustaining this 
country during the long struggle on which it has entered. 


I am glad to think that the National Youth Committee, of which 
I am Chairman, may have helped to make some of this work pos- 
sible. Set up soon after the outbreak of war, it aims at focusing 
and leading the efforts of all engaged in youth welfare, through the 
medium of Local Education Authorities and voluntary organisa- 
tions. One of its first steps was the issuing of new regulations 
enabling it to provide grants towards maintaining the work of 
voluntary organisations. But there is also the larger problem of 
attracting within the ambit of the youth service Boys and girls who 
have hitherto not participated in any club or joint activities. This 
calls for experimental work and a new outlook. The recent and 
current experiment of the ‘“‘ Fitness for Service’’ scheme of the 
Central Council for Recreative Physical Training shows what can 
be done. The setting up by Local Education Authorities of Youth 
Committees has provided the machinery by which the needs of 
young people all over the country can be assessed, and steps taken 
to meet them as far as possible. I am hoping that this work will 
receive a great impetus from the arrangement recently made with 
the Minister of Labour and National Service, whereby the National! 
and local Youth Committees are to act as his agents in watching 
over the recreation and well-being of young factory workers outside 
their hours of work. We shall have the co-operation of the 
Minister’s local Welfare Officers in discovering where help is most 
needed for these young workers, and so opening up a new field for 
the expansion of the youth service ; and I am sure that voluntary 


organisations will find opportunities for fresh endeavour in this 
field. 


There is one great gap in the development of a national youth 
service which we have recently found an opportunity of trying to 
bridge—the inadequacy of facilities for physical training. I see 
that last year over 60,000 Boys attended physical training classes 
organised by the Brigade. That is a great achievement. But 
physical training generally has suffered a severe set-back through 
the calling up of qualified instructors, and even before the war 
few people would have regarded its development as adequate. So 
a ‘‘ Directorate ’’ has been set up to try to secure a substantial 
expansion of the number of young people participating in healthy 
physical recreation, and developing the wholesome outlook on life 
that such participation produces. The first step must be to obtain 
the services of competent instructors. This can only be done by 
collaboration with the War Office, because the Army has absorbed 
a large number of the trained and experienced leaders of physical 
recreation previously in voluntary organisations and in centres 
provided by Local Education Authorities. Its relations with the 
War Office do not, of course, mean that the Directorate aims at 
‘‘ militarising ’’ the youth movement, or that we attach more 


importance to the development of physique than to that of character 
and intelligence. They are simply taking the obvious steps to 
repair an important gap in the youth service. We shall want the 
co-operation of all—voluntary bodies and Local Education 
Authorities and clubs and centres of all kinds—and we very much 
appreciate the readiness of the voluntary bodies to open their 
physical recreation classes to non-members. We hope that this 


concession may be rewarded by an increase in their membership 
as a result. 


The measures which I have described, though they have been 
devised to meet the special problems presented by the war, are 
intended to form the basis of a permanent youth service on an 
equal footing with the other branches of educational provision, and 
will not be allowed to lapse when peace returns. It is a great 
pity that the provisions of the Fisher Act, relating to Day Con- 
tinuation Schools, which offered the broad basis of a comprehensive 
scheme for a youth service, have lain dormant for so long, and we 
will do our utmost to ensure that the mistakes made after the 
last war shall not be repeated. 


The Brigade has set a fine example of what can be done in this 
field in peace and war alike, and I look forward to a future of 
fruitful collaboration with you in helping young people to face 
and overcome the great difficulties with which we shall all be 
confronted after the war.

Forestry 
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BENEFITS FROM THE NATIONAL YOUTH SCHEME 


In the Government’s Service of Youth Scheme we are expected to play our part. One of the ways of doing so 
is to take full advantage of the help it places at our disposal. You are told here how to go about it. 


Sturdy independence and painstaking self-help have always 
been emphasised as important qualities in B.B. finance—be it that 
of Company, Battalion, County, District or the Brigade as a whole. 

One of the secrets of a Company’s vitality often is found in the 
way in which its members willingly and regularly contribute sub- 
stantially to its running expenses and, in B.B. Week and other 
efforts, work hard to win the interest and practical support of a 
large number of friends. Such a Company is generally in a much 
sounder state than one which has an endowment or depends for its 
financial requirements on a few large donors—of whom, alas, 
sometimes the misguided Captain is the principal one. Similarly 
in Battalion, County or District administration it is desirable that 
the units themselves should share in the expenses, as well as an 
endeavour being made to establish a representative list of sub- 
scribers who through their gifts may often be brought to take a 
lively interest in B.B. affairs. 

Whilst the importance of such an outlook must never be lost 
sight of, there are times when there arise special projects or schemes 
of development of assured value for increasing the efficiency of our 
B.B. work and for enlarging the scope of its influence but beyond 
our financial or other resources available. It is then that we should 
remember that with the establishment last year of the Board 
of Education’s ‘* Service of Youth ’’ scheme, the help we require 
may be available. If we neglect this aid, we show unwillingness 
to go forward in partnership with the State in providing more 
fully for the needs of the youth of our land. The Government has 
clearly indicated that it looks to the B.B. and the other voluntary 
organisations to extend and develop their work, and that it is pre- 
pared to assist in various ways towards thisend. If we do not take 
full advantage of this offer we should not look askance at efforts 
for the service of youth along other lines which the Local Education 
Authorities may decide to establish. It is up to us, in spite of 
present-day handicaps, to realise our responsibilities and make the 
most of the new aid now available. 

For the success of this partnership between voluntary body and 
the State it is essential that assistance should only be sought for 
well-thought-out and useful schemes, put forward by well-estab- 
lished Companies or Battalions which have the necessary stability 
to enable them to make satisfactory and continued use of any help 
which may be given. | 


The Types of Help which can be given 
1. The provision of Instructors. 
2. The use of school premises, playing-fields and equipment, free, 
or at reduced charges. 
3. The provision of facilities for the easy purchase of equipment. 
4. Cash grants towards provision and maintenance of facilities 
for social and physical training including :— 
(a) The payment of leaders, instructors and wardens. 
(b) The renting and equipping of premises. 
(c) The upkeep and maintenance of premises. 
As the Youth Welfare Scheme is to help those over 14 no assist- 
ance is available from it for Life Boy purposes. 


The Channels of Assistance 


Youth Committees have been established in almost all the 
Counties and County Boroughs and applications for assistance 
should be made to your local Youth Committee through its 
secretary, or through the local Director of Education. These 
officials or the Youth Organiser, if one has been appointed, should 
be consulted as to the best form in which your application should 
be made, and Brigade Headquarters will also be glad to advise. 

If the application is approved by the Youth Committee and the 
Local Education Authority, the assistance may, according to 
circumstances, either be given direct by the L.E.A. or the applica- 
tion may be passed on to the Board of Education for aid, if they 
see fit, under their Social and Physical Training Grant Regulations. 


In the case of grants from the Board of Education, you will need 
first to ask for form Y.W.1, on which the application has to be made 
and which must be accompanied by a copy of your latest available 
accounts with an estimate of income and expenditure for the next 
twelve months. 

Applications should not be in general terms but should specify 
the definite project or projects for which the aid is sought, stating 


the amount which can be provided from other sources and the 


amount of. grant sought. 

L.E.As. will look on applications in different ways and some 
may not feel that they have at present the necessary resources to 
meet the requests made, or perhaps may not even approve the 
purposes for which aid is sought. Naturally they must give due 
consideration to the most useful expenditure of the ratepayers’ 
and taxpayers’ money. 


In Scotland 


Almost all the foregoing is applicable in Scotland under the 
scheme intimated by the Scottish Education Department in 
circulars 142 and 177. 

Youth Welfare Committees have been, or are being, established 
in Scotland in the cities, large burghs and all the counties. 

Some of the Scottish local authorities have made provision for 
national grants and facilities as stated in this article, but there is 
no general uniformity in practice. 

Scottish Companies desiring the assistance referred to should 
make application direct through their local Youth Committee 
to the Local Education authority. A circular has been issued to 
all the Scottish Companies enclosing an application form, and 
Companies requiring financial assistance should return the form 
direct to Boys’ Brigade House, Glasgow. 


New Opportunities for Development 


The fact that assistance along the lines set out above may now 
be available comes as a challenge to us al] to give careful thought 
to the ways in which we can best take advantage of it. 

In some places the present time may not be propitious for 
immediate advance but, if we can, we should go ahead now, and 
if not,.at least we should be thinking and planning for post-war 
possibilities. 

There is much scope for initiative and enterprise to enable the 
B.B., which we claim to be the instrument for the welfare of Boys, 
to play a bigger part not only in catering for their social and 
recreational needs but also in supplying the further essential 
factors for their training in true Christian manliness—an aim with 
which the Board of Education is in full sympathy.

> 
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HOME DEFENCE INSTRUCTION 


This subject will be received by our Boys with enthusiasm during the coming winter. 


The writer has had 


experience in organising Home Defence instruction in the Belfast Battalion and district, where over seventy 
Company classes have been at work since mid-August. 


Boys’ Brigade Officers have been faced with many difficulties 
by the developments of the past twelve months. 

Some have been left to carry on the work of the Company 
without a colleague to help. Those left to carry on have in many 
cases undertaken. other local responsibilities, and may have little 
time for normal B.B. activities. Halls have been taken over by 
the authorities and alternative accommodation is not to be got. 

Boys find it more difficult to 
attend punctually and regularly, 
and have not quite the old zest for 
the normal week-night programme 
where it is still carried out. 

Home Defence Instruction may 
be regarded as a duty we owe to 
the state and to ourselves, and a 
splendid way to do a little in this 
great emergency, but it may also 
be a means of securing and holding 
the active interest of the Boy and 
of tiding over the hiatus in B.B. 
week-night activities till more 
normal times return. 

The usual accommodation is not 
required; a smaller room will 
serve admirably, and some of the 
work can be best done out of 
doors. The Officer need not be 
an expert in A.R.P. ; much of the 
instruction to be given is just 
common sense (sometimes not so 
common), and very inexpensive but 
admirable books have been pub- 
lished to give just the help we need. 

Should the leader be a trained 
A.R. Warden or an experienced 
** first aider ’’ he should remember 
that it 1s better to have 100 Boys 
know the little that will enable 
them to do the right thing in an 
emergency, and feel confident that 
what they are doing is right, 
than to train just a few to be much 
more expert. We are not out 
to train wardens—that is done 
elsewhere—we are out to give 
instruction which Boys can apply 
in their own homes to secure the safety of others and of themselves. 

The Company Officer who knows Boys well, and their capa- 
bilities and limitations, can do the work much more satisfactorily 
than the expert who knows his subject but not this special type of 
audience. 

Invite to join your class a// Boys of Brigade age in your district. 
Their lack of interest in B.B. work may be due entirely to lack of 
contacts and attendance with your Boys at a class which you 
instruct may provide the missing contact. The task of instructing 
Boys upon these matters is of vital concern, and even if no accre- 
tions result such a possibility is quite secondary. 

The instruction should include as much demonstration and 
practical work as possible, and the man with imagination and 
initiative can let himself go. A blackboard will be found useful 
for illustration and for summaries—training in the use of chalk 
is not essential. Let the work bea talk and a discussion rather 
than lecturing. 

The instruction will include First Aid work.

field the Officer should be fairly sure of his ground, but obviously a 
full course is not, in the first instance, of paramount importance. 
The training should include treatment for burns and shock, simple 
treatment for gas casualties, methods of artificial respiration and 
of arresting hemorrhage, and impart some knowledge of what can 
safely be done in the case of fractures. ) 

Under raid conditions trained first aid help would soon arrive, 
but often time is of vital importance, 
and in the case of serious casualties 
the right thing must be done at 
once if more skilled help is to be 
of any value later on. Should 
the injury be a minor one casualty 
services need: not be involved at 
all if some knowledgeable person 
is at hand to do the right thing. 

The first aid instruction should 
be spread over several nights, with 
frequent revisions, and much of 
the customary preliminary work 
may be omitted. Instructors are 
often fond of dilating upon the 
names of bones and details of the 
circulatory system (usually question 
material its got here), but the time 
factor is of the utmost importance, 
and the possibility of boredom 
must be avoided like the plague. 

Now what of more general work’? 

If invaders land on our shores 
the fate of the nation may well 
depend upon the promptness and 
faithfulness with which the civilian 
population carry out the orders 
of the authorities. Any disregard 
of these orders must result in much 
loss of life. 

Discuss with the Boys tine need 
to “‘stay put”? where food and 
shelter are available, leaving the 
roads and the open country to the 
public services. 

The insidious work done by 
rumour mongers, and how it can 
be checked, will call for comment. 
The need to keep away from 
aerodromes, docks and military posts unless one has business 
there ; the need to report at once to the police or military authori- 
ties any suspicious things observed, and the insistent duty of 
everyone to deny an invader everything he needs—food, maps, 
information and transport facilities, should be stressed. 

Air raids have come to some parts of our country ; others, more 
fortunate, have still to experience their first raid. Our Boys should 
realise what the full intentions of raiders are: to cause wholesale 
panic and make normal life impossible would serve their purpose 
as completely as widespread destruction of military objectives. 
The enemy seeks to destroy our transport services and interrupt 
our supplies of food, water, gas and electricity, in addition to 
Causing serious loss of life. 

Can we do anything to lessen the chances of his success? We 
must talk of the need for an effective ‘** black-out ’’ and the provi- 
sion of an outside shelter or the choice of an inside one. What can 
be done to make these places more habitable or attractive ? What 
can be done to allay the fears of the younger children, and ease the 
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boredom of possible long sojourns in these shelters ? 

Discuss ways of strengthening walls and reducing the risk of 
serious injury from flying glass. Our Boys may not have a father 
or grown-up brother at home to accept responsibility for seeing 
to these things or of advising the rest of the family what should 
be done. Where in the house is one safest? Why is head-cover 
necessary ? What special precautions must be taken to safeguard 
the head, the ears, the teeth and the tongue ? Such points must all 
be dealt with. 5 

Very early in the course one should speak about the public 
warnings. What must be one’s immediate response to each? At 
home, in the street, in a public vehicle. Does each Boy know 
where his nearest public shelter is? What is the wisest course to 
follow if one is in the open ? 

Boys will be interested to hear about H.E. bombs and the various 
fuses. Make sure they realise how dangerous unexploded bombs 
are. A simple sketch of a bomb or shell burst will show how 
safety is often found by lying quite flat, even when fairly near the 
explosion. Incendiary bombs are a very important class topic. 
A bombing aeroplane may shower them on its target, and the 
normal fire services find it quite impossible to deal with every fire 
immediately. Prompt action on the right linés by those on the 
spot may prevent considerable damage, and even prevent the 
outbreak of many large scale fires. 

Boys will thoroughly enjoy training and practice in the use of 
the stirrup pump ! 

Instruction will be given in how one should move about a building 
in which fires have broken out, and also:how to move casualties 
from such a building. Actual practical work must be planned and 
there is much opportunity for attractive and useful training. 

Early preparations were made by the Government to safeguard 
our population against gas attacks, and millions of gas masks have 
been distributed. Ifthe Boys do not take theirs with them wherever 
they go, have them bring them to the class. Make clear the details 
of the construction of the mask. How should it be put on and how 
taken off ? How is it safely stored ? When inspecting the respirator 
look particularly at the disc valve, the rubber face piece, the window 
and the rubber band joining the container and the mask. 

Boys should know a little about war gases, but not necessarily 
in the same detail as the air raid warden. First be sure that the 
Boys realise that our official respirators are proof against all the 
gases the enemy is in a position to use. Plan, if possible, to have 
the Boys pass through a gas chamber. Do the Boys know the gas 
warning ? When it is heard the gas mask must be put on, and kept 
on till the official signal is given that gas is clear or until the proper 
test for gas has shown that none is present. Show Boys how to 
test for presence of gas when the respirator is worn. 

Gases are of four types, but the most dangerous are those which 
produce intense irritation in the breathing passages and violent 
sneezing, and those which blister. Against these last the mask alone 
is not complete protection, as neck, hands and clothing are still 
exposed to contamination. Simple treatment for casualties so 
caused should be described, and the need seriously stressed for 
adequate decontamination before one enters a house after having 
been in contact with the blister gas. 

It would be wise to warn Boys that while a raid is in progress 
most of the noise is caused by our own guns, and that much of 
the stuff raining from the skies is fragments from our own A.A. 
shells, and spent bullets fired by our airmen gunners. Friendly 
in one sense if highly dangerous in another. 

After a raid one should get out quickly and look for opportu- 
nities to help others, rather than mope and worry about the awful 
fright and the likelihood of its recurrence. This is just the state of 
mind the enemy hopes to induce by his raids. 

One should make sure that every Boy in the class knows where 
the nearest police station is, the nearest public and private tele- 
phones, the nearest doctor’s house and chemist’s shop, the nearest 
warden post and the nearest warden’s house. Every Boy should 
know how to use a telephone. Does every Boy know well the 
topography of his district ? Boys usually do know short cuts near 
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PROGRESS IN THE WEST INDIES 
A Call to the B.B. at Home 


The West Indies are much in the news nowadays and far-seeing 
people believe that the recent Anglo-American agreement will 
lead to increased importance and prosperity for these lovely 
islands of the British Commonwealth. It is good therefore to 
know that in the largest of these, Jamaica, B.B. affairs are making 
steady progress and there are bright prospects for further develop- 
ments in the future. 

On July 18th, a meeting of the representatives of B.B. Companies 
in Jamaica—now 13 in number—and other friends of the move- 
ment was held in Kingston. Rev. E. Armon Jones, District 
Chairman of the Methodist Missionary Society, presided and 
preliminary steps were taken to set up a B.B. Council for the island, 
a proposal which should mean much for the future of our move- 
ment there. 


West Indian scene 


In August, a joint Camp for the 2nd Kingston, Ist Montego 
Bay, lst Morant Bay and Ist Oracabessa Companies was held at 
Happy Grove—what a suitable name for a B.B. Camp site—near 
Hector’s River. The camp strength was one hundred and eleven 
and the Boys were housed in dormitories in a school, the matron 
of which generously superintended the commissariat arrange- 
ments—including cakes, gallons of ice-cream and other luxuries, 
yet ‘‘ the camp was run with the greatest economy from beginning 
to end.’’ Further interesting details are given in a letter from 
Rev. W. Hewitt Smith, Captain, Ist Morant Bay Company, who 
says :— 

‘** Every day was well planned. We began at 5 a.m. and finished 
at 9.30 p.m., with a rest of two hours after lunch each day. Drill, 
games, bathing, inspection and marching were included in every 
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home, but you may be surprised to discover how little they know of 
districts somewhat farther afield. 

Make certain that each Boy realises that everyone who unneces- 
sarily becomes a casualty by being where he has no right to be is 
helping the enemy and making things more difficult for our defence 
services. So also is the person who is able to look after himself 
but is content to leave that responsibility to others and neglect 
what is his obvious duty. 

Text books were mentioned above. The Ministry of Home 
Security has published an admirable Handbook on Air Raids and 
their dangers, which is obtainable at a cost of 3d. through any 
bookseller. The only book needed to supplement this is the 
B.B. Ambulance Handbook, which is the best on the market.

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day’s programme, except for Sunday. On that day at night we 
held a monster Church Parade and the people came in flocks. 
They tell me that they had the biggest crowd there in living memory 
and I felt proud to be in charge of the parade and the service. I 
employed a staff of servants to cook the meals, though I used the 
Boys as much as convenient in getting water for them, and in 
cleaning up pots and dishes after each meal. The Boys, of course, 
had the task of keeping the dormitories clean, and these were 
inspected each morning.” : 

A welcome visitor was a former B.B. member from Birmingham, 
now on naval duty at Kingston and helping with the 2nd Kingston. 

Having read so far, please do not stop. 

We wish to link up each West Indian Company with a Company 
here in the British Isles, which will look on that particular Company 
as its special B.B. foster-brother overseas, exchange correspondence 
and give annually a certain amount of material help. The latter is 
very essential as there is widespread poverty, of which a recent 
missionary report gives striking evidence :— 

‘** Year by year we have to tell of recurring difficulties that 
vary but little. Geography, history, and economics contribute 
to our hardships that seldom seem to grow less. These lovely 
islands suffer from factors that lie beyond man’s control. 

‘** During 1939 Jamaica had drought for more than half the 
year, and in October there came the most severe storm the island 
has had for some years; the loss to the banana plantations, 
which provide employment for multitudes, was very serious ; 
and coconut trees, breadfruit trees, and citrus fruit trees, that 
take years to replace, suffered widespread destruction. All 
these and other widespread calamities impoverish our people, 
and they occur so frequently that the islands have no chance 
to recover from one trouble before another comes upon them. 
But our West Indian folk are wonderfully loyal, and they continue 
to give allegiance to the Church they love.”’ 

And at the present time who has not been moved by the 
generosity and loyalty of these islanders towards the Empire’s 
war effort, and by their constant thoughts and prayers for us in 
the homeland ? 

Now, what home Companies will take up the challenge and 
stretch out hands of comradeship and help across the seas ? Write 
to me at Abbey House, and I shall be glad to give full particulars.

6. After a Year of War: Ist Great Yarmouth 


September 3rd, 1939. I remember so well meeting one of my 
Boys soon after we heard the news that we were at war. Yes, he 
was excited, but his first question was : ‘* What about the Company, 
Sir ?”’ 

What indeed was to happen? We had finished our third 
Session with a strength of four Officers and seventy Boys. Could 
we continue under war conditions ? | 


I consulted the local A.R.P. officer, and with the consent of the 
chief constable decided to carry on. With the help of the Boys 
the 12th century hall in which drill parades are held was blacked- 
out. Written permission from parents for Boys to attend was 
obtained, and arrangements were made for shelter in the event of a 
raid. The Company club premises were blacked-out, and the 
opening parade of the Session was held with full ceremonial three 
weeks later than had been originally intended. In a short address 
I tried to inspire confidence in the future of the Company, called for 
absolute loyalty, and pointed out that now was the chance for 
each N.C.O, and Boy to prove his worth. 


A few weeks of steady work and then came our difficulties. One 
after another, Officers and instructors answered the 
call of King and country, and I found myself 
practically single-handed to run a Company which 
had grown to over eighty. What was to be done ? 
There was only one solution to the problem. 
The N.C.O.s must fill the gaps. Though young, 
since this is a fairly new Company, they faced the 
demand. A young Sergeant undertook to continue 
to instruct the buglers and fifers and to act 
as bandmaster, and as a result of his effort 
the new fife section was able to be _ incor- 
porated in the band. Another trained the 
drummers ; a third one attended a special course 
to continue the ambulance class, and another ran 
the signalling classes. Yet another N.C.O. gave 
me valuable assistance in the clerical work of the 
Company. War conditions had hastened a process 
I had for some time had in view. The N.C.O.s 
were running the Company under my supervision. 
They made mistakes, but they learned from 
experience, and I do know that for the first time 
they really appreciated the value of the strict 
discipline upon which we had insisted. 


The Session was one of the most successful 
we have had. In spite of the black-out, attendance was 
exceptionally good, P.T. and badge classes were well attended, 
Church parades continued to be held, the band was in great 
demand, B.B. Week surpassed all expectations and there was 
good fellowship at the Company club. Membership had increased 
to 95, and the success of the annual inspection and display was 


all the more pleasing since it was the result of the work of the 
N.C.O.s. 


But another difficulty was in store for us. Evacuation was 
ordered. Within a few days we had parted with 50 Boys. Some 
of the older Boys also left the town as their parents moved, or it 
became necessary for them to find fresh work. Still we carry on. 
Our number has risen again to seventy. Much of the glory of the 
Company, from the spectacular point of view, has gone for a time, 
but the spirit survives. Camp was not possible this year, but 
outdoor activities have been continued, the Company club still 
meets, and the band, though depleted in numbers, continues to 
practise in readiness for the time when it will be required again. 
Most of the Boys who have remained are engaged in some form of 
national service. The younger ones are acting as messengers to 
the Home Guard. The older ones have taken a course in fire. 
fighting, and in turn provide a nightly guard in the belfry of our 
fine parish church. 


Now there is the problem of how to provide for those who have 
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been evacuated. Naturally I write to the Boys who are absent. 
In some cases it will be possible for them to be attached to other 
Companies. Fortunately a number of our Boys, still at school, 
have settled at Retford, and since one of the Staff-Sergeants has 
also gone there he has re-formed the Boys as a contingent of this 
Company. The Boys have been commended to the care of the 
vicar of the church they attend there and since the headmaster of 
the school is willing to give all assistance he can, and the Staff- 
Sergeant is keen, I feel sure that the Retford contingent will make 
good progress. A number of young Boys are anxious to join and 
so, though the present time may scarcely seem the moment for a 
fresh venture, we are making plans for the formation of a Life 
Boy Team. 


And so we face the new Session. There will be many difficulties, 
but we are determined to carry on until the day comes when our 
Boys return to Yarmouth and the glory of the Company can be 
restored.

Let’s have something for the youngsters this month. Life Boys 


will be specially keen on these first two books. 

The Seventh Swordsman, by Gunby Hadath (R. T. S.-Lutterworth 
Press, 4s.). Mr. Hadath always tells a good yarn. Who was the 
seventh swordsman? Six were South Americans ; could the other 
be English? Peter was naturally mystified when he discovered 
a naked sword beneath piles of linen at his uncle’s house, Falcon’s 
Flight. How he helped his uncle to solve the mysteries of the 
disappearing sword, of the Falcon’s flight, of his tutor and the 
man’s strange friends is here told in sound B.O.P. thriller style. 

Run through the book yourself, incidentally, before you pass 
it on to the library or as a prize. We ought to keep in touch with 
what the Boys are reading if we want to appreciate their outlook. 

They, and you too, will be interested in my next suggestion— 
unless you are one of the few who dislike crosswords. 

Great Bible Stories : Crosswords to keep them in mind. (National 
Sunday Schoo! Union, Is.) 

This is something new, and of considerable value. The book 
contains a selection of the best-known stories of the Bible, in- 
geniously «illustrated and simply. told, together with full Buble 
references. The idea is to read the story, as here given and after- 
wards in the Bible itself. Then, with mind well stored, to tackle 
the following crossword puzzle based on the story. It is an 
enthralling way of impressing Biblical narratives on the mind. Like 
the contents, the whole lay-out of the book 1s admirable. You can 
use the book in Bible Class groups, reading out the clues and seeing 
who first can supply the answers. 

Rootless Man, by 1. G. Briggs (Methuen, 8s.) is an unpleasant 
and disturbing volume, dealing with life in an Approved School. 
A fierce tale, which will make you anxious to disprove the author 
by personal investigation. I confess to knowing only one Approved 
School—which is entirely unlike Loom in many ways, and not 
only aims at but achieves reformation in the Boys it handles. 
Loom did neither. But perhaps it does not exist outside Mr. 
Briggs’ imagination. 

Craftsmanship in Wood, by G. Blachford and R. H. Grant 
(Warne, 7s. 6d.) is an excellent volume. With the aid of 563 
illustrations it teaches woodwork for the young craftsman, and 
teaches it very thoroughly too. You may judge that by some of 
the contents. Forgive me making a catalogue, but it will best 
illustrate how practical and thorough the work is: Glossary of 
terms ; The Workshop, bench, tools ; Timber—how to order, 
glue, screws, nails, glasspaper, finishing materials ; How to use the 
tools ; The Seven Simple Jobs—grooving, dovetail, mortice and 
tenon joints, rebates, etc. ; Whitewood work—how to make book 
rack, pastry board, stool, clothes horse, and a lot of other things ; 
Hardwood work—tea tray, small table, medicine chest, and so on ; 
Other processes and operations—sharpening, chamfering, gluing, 
wedging, nailing, screwing, staining, polishing, etc. 

If you are an amateur woodworker thinking of taking woodwork 
as a Company side-line, this is exactly the book you need. But I 
do wish the authors would not always spell ** vice ’’ as “‘ vise.”’ 

The little ‘‘ Eagle Books ”’ (3d.) of the Edinburgh House Press 
have won well-deserved popularity. They are true stories of 
real people, and beat all the twopenny comics ever written—when 
they are written well, which is fairly often. So recommend to your 
Boys this new batch of four: Apolo in Pygmyland, by Pat Yates— 
tale of an African pioneer ; The Witch of Ningpo, by J. Reason— 
at forty ‘“‘ Aunt Mary” Aldersey, born 1797, talked of going to 
China. ‘* At your age,” her friends said, “* You must be mad.” 
She went to a doctor: ** They say ’m mad. AmI[?” “ Very 
far from it,’ he answered. She went. All God’s Chillun, by 
Cecil Northcott—tells of William Wilberforce, who never ceased 
his work for slaves even during the years when the tents of 
Napoleon’s ‘“‘ army of invasion’? could be seen from Dover ; 
Two Swords, by L. H. Dalton—Joseph Hardy Neesima, a Japanese, 
who was a samurai and became a Christian.

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ARE HANDICRAFTS WORTH 
WHILE ? 


This month, suggestions are given on inex- 
pensive crafts and how to work them. 


In last month’s Gazette I tried to show that handicrafts are 
worth while. Now we will have a few hints for those Leaders who 
have decided to try them in their Team. 

Let me just remind you of the qualifications of the good handi- 
craft teacher. Enthusiasm—there is nothing so infectious. Patience 
—never lose patience with the Boy, even when it seems as though 
he never will understand the craft you are trying to teach ; it may 
not appeal to him, or you may not be explaining clearly. Whatever 
you do, encourage him ; remember the artist has never painted his 
best picture. Never ridicule a Boy’s work or you may do irre- 
parable damage and perhaps lose forever his interest in crafts. 
Willingness to devote time to preparation—obviously you cannot 
expect the Boys to be interested in crafts if part of the time, which 
should be devoted to them, is spent standing around while you 
open parcels and divide up material, or sharpen pencils, or trace 
designs, or do the preparation work which could and should have 
been done beforehand. 

Leaders are sometimes at a loss to know which Boys should do 
crafts. In some Teams it is reserved for senior Boys, in others for 
those Boys who have a special interest in them; it is really a 
matter which Leaders must decide for themselves. Numbers of 
Teams have every Boy working at crafts in groups of eight or ten, 
quite a large enough group for a Leader to work with. If there are 
too many Boys working you cannot give the necessary super- 
vision, and a mistake may not be pointed out until it means taking 
back a good deal of work or scrapping the article altogether— 
discouraging to the Boy. So I would say, do have small groups 
for crafts ; after some experience you may find it possible to have 
two groups working on different crafts at the same time. 

It is necessary to devote to the subject at least twenty minutes 
at a time, so that the Boy can make sufficient progress to hold his 
interest. For this reason also it is advisable to start with a craft 
which can be completed in two or three evenings. 

As to the choice of a craft, we all have our likes and dislikes and 
this applies here as elsewhere. Some like working with wood, 
others with paint ; some prefer scissors work. I would suggest 
that at the outset you choose the craft which most appeals to you 
yourself—your interest in it will help you to teach it to the Boy. 
I believe you can teach a Boy any craft, no matter how difficult, if 
you are really keen about it. 

If you have to purchase materials, it is only fair to the Boy to 
buy the best you can afford. It is not fair to ask him to work with 
shoddy material and expect the best results. 

Now for a few crafts which can be made at little cost and in two 
or three nights, and a few hints on how to do them. 


Match or Taper Holders from Marrow Bones 


Materials required : Marrow bones and a stick or two of sealing 
wax. 

Preparation : The bones must be boiled in soda and water until 
every bit of marrow has been removed ; an old pot should be used 
for this purpose. If properly boiled the bones should be quite 
white when dried slowly. If there are any yellow marks on them 
they should either be reboiled or discarded, as in time they would 
decay and smell bad. 

Method : Each Boy should be given a bone, the sealing wax 
should be melted over a candle flame and dropped on to the bone 
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which should be held as near the candle as possible. Several 
colours of wax should be"used and the bone completely covered. 
The opening at one end should be closed by gumming a piece of 
thin cardboard over it. This craft can be finished in two nights, 


Cigarette Holders or Trinket Cases 


Materials : Empty cosmetic jars, rice, lentils and barley, enamel 
and gum. 

Method : Paint the outside of the jar, with the exception of the 
foot, with gum, then throw the cereals over it, allowing sufficient 
to adhere to give a rough surface. Leave until next Team night 
to dry, then paint over with one or more shades of enamel. 


Tulips from Eggshells 


Materials : Empty eggshells (boiled ones are best), thin green- 
covered wire, some twigs, green crepe paper and some enamel. 

Method : Pierce two holes in the end of the eggshell, thread 
through a length of wire about three inches long, twist once or 
twice ; now paint the shell inside and out with enamel the shade of 
a tulip, leave to dry, then fix to the twig with wire. The twig can 
be covered with green crepe paper ; to do this cut a piece one inch 
from top of folder and use this to twist spirally round twig. Make 
a leaf by cutting a piece of paper three inches wide from width of 
paper, place a piece of wire in the centre and only half the length, 
gum, fold over and cut to shape of leaf; fix to twig with paper 
used as binding. 


Nature Craft—Posies or Decorated Branches 


Materials : Fir cones, beech nut burrs, acorn cups, pea nuts, 
gum, wire, enamel, twigs. 

Method : Wire nuts, paint them and either bind them together 
to make posies or fix to twigs for decorations. 


Have you tried Pencil Painting on vellum, linen or georgette ? 
The Boys are keen as mustard about it and you will be surprised 
by the fine results they achieve. 

What about pictures from real flowers? They are effective and 
are easy to make. Gather fresh flowers, press for three days in 
clean blotting paper, change the paper press for another three days; 
mount on black or white paper with a spot of gum and frame. 
Result, a most attractive picture. 

Talking of pictures, have you made them from silver paper ? 
Or have you tried making slippers from old soft felt hats ? 

Calendars in the shape of lifebuoys are very popular and are 
easily made from circles of cardboard bound with raffia, the cord 
being bound on with raffia of a contrasting shade. 

All of these crafts are inexpensive and many more equally attrac- 
tive may be devised. E. S. B. AITKEN.

BRIGADE NOTES 


Our First V.C. The Boys’ Brigade was proud of the eleven 
V.Cs. awarded in the last war to Old Boys 
of the Brigade. Now the first Victoria Cross awarded in this 
war to one of our ex-members is announced and Officers and 
Boys everywhere will endorse the congratulations of the Brigade 
Executive to Sergeant John Hannah of the Royal Air Force, 
an Old Boy of the 237th Glasgow, who at the age of 18 is the 
youngest V.C. of the war. The story of his bravery, told on 
another page, is worthy of the highest B.B. traditions. 


Carrying On War conditions vary greatly in their effect on 
B.B. life. Places that were in the thick of 
things some months ago are having a quieter time, while other 
towns, immune from disturbance last session, now seem to be 
in the front line. The right attitude, and the one that most B.B. 
Companies will adopt, is to do the best they can to provide for 


their Boys and give them all the help and training that is possible. 


Changing Times The circumstances of many Companies to-day 
call for radical changes in their normal B.B. 
programme. Officers must not lose heart if they have to carry 


on B.B. activities in different premises, on different days and 
at unusual hours. Much more use must be made of Saturday 
afternoons, for other things than football, and the possibility 
of holding other meetings besides Church and Bible Class on 
Sundays must not be overlooked. 


Small But While recruiting proceeds apace in some 
Good districts, in others it is almost at a standstill, 

and so, in many parts of the country, numbers 
are inevitably down in the meantime. We must not let that 
be an excuse for slackness. It should be our aim so to train 
the Boys we have that they may become a sound efficient nucleus 
of the greater Company to be when the war is over. The higher 
our standard now, the better will our Company stand the coming 
strain and the more quickly will it rise in due time to its fullest 
possible strength. 


Our Basis Let us be thankful for our Bible Class, which 
will hold Boys together when other things have 
gone. And let us see too that we do not fail to make the most 
of the Drill Parade, which can be such a stimulus to the tone 


and spirit of a Company. 
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B.B. Week Again we herald the approach of this great 


effort for the maintenance and expansion of 
the B.B. throughout the world. Last year’s results exceeded all 
expectations. Let us be determined in spite of the greater 
difficulties now so to plan and work that the week Ist to 8th 
December may see the achievement of another magnificent 
SUCCESS. 


H.D.I. B.B. classes for Home Defence Instruction are 
proving attractive to Boys wherever they are 
being organized. It is hoped that many more Companies and 
Battalions will take up this work. The lines were indicated in 
the Brigade Executive’s circular issued in July, and the value 
of such training, obvious then, is much more obvious now. Our 
Boys should know what to do in emergency—and what not to 
do—so that they may be of real service to their homes and to 
those around them. There are plenty of experts willing to help 


Officers in conducting such classes. 


This year Founder’s Day occurred on the 27th 
of October, the actual anniversary of the birth 
of our Founder, and the story of his life and work was told anew 
in many a Bible Class and Church Service. Sir William Smith 
died just before the last war. How proud he would have been 
to see the gallant way in which the B.B. carried on during 1914/18 
and carries on to-day in the midst of this still more dreadful 
conflict. 


Founder’s Day 


By now every Captain should realise that Local 
Education Authorities throughout the country 
are not only willing, but in some cases eager, 
to be of help to the Companies of The Boys’ 
Brigade in their area. Many of us have become so accustomed 
to being independent of outside help, that perhaps we have lost 
sight of the possibility of improving our facilities where assistance 
is forthcoming. 

Help in many forms is available now, and having read last 
month’s Gazette article, Officers should be taking action now.

DIARIES AND CHRISTMAS CARDS 


The war notwithstanding, the Diary, as fresh as ever, and 
a Christmas card of design appropriate to the times, have been 
published. Normally both these publications will be subject 
to the full weight of the purchase tax—as luxuries, forsooth ! 
This time as both were printed, as is customary, before October 
21st, we escape it. It has been necessary however to increase 
the price of the Diary owing to rising costs. At Is. 9d. and 8d. 


for the leather and cloth editions respectively the Diary remains 
at a cost distinctly below what is usual for this sort of publication. 

The Christmas card this year will remain at Is. 6d. per dozen, 
including envelope—and if you know a better proposition you 
can go for it. 
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Both these publications will, we are confident, be in great 
demand. Nothing could be more suitable as gifts to Boys and 
Officers, and especially to absentees on service. No more need 
be said—such men, and such Boys, cannot be omitted from our 
benefactions. 


THE NEW PURCHASE TAX 


The announcement in the daily press that the new Purchase 
Tax was to come into operation on October 21st, doubtless sent 
an apprehensive shudder down the spine of many an otherwise 
courageous Officer. We hasten to reassure such. The Brigade’s 
existing normal stock of equipment is such that it is not necessary 
to pass the tax on to Companies at present. Later on it will 
be the duty of Companies, Officers and Boys cheerfully to pay 
more, and right-thinking people will welcome the opportunity 
of aiding the national effort. Companies will be advised of 
the increases in due course, by the issue of a new price-list. 
Publications generally will not be affected by the new tax. 


COMPANY CONTRIBUTIONS 


Diffidently we remind Captains of Companies of their obligation 
in the matter of Company Contributions. The business of the 
Brigade must go on, and it is based on the principle of mutual 
support. Brigade supports Companies to the best of its ability ; 
Companies are expected to support Brigade. 

£1 is the amount asked ; but it has been conceded that 
Companies which send in £3 or over to B.B. Week may secure 
exemption from the Company Contribution on the written request 
of the Captain, the B.B. Week contribution in these cases being 
taken as fulfilling the obligation under article 6 of the Constitution. 
A surprisingly large number of Companies eligible for this 
concession do not take advantage of it, and the Executive is 
very grateful to them.

Many of our 
young men have gone, and as one about to go, what message 
can I leave with you who remain? Surely none better than the 
words beneath the crest of this fair town: ‘* In Deo fidemus ’’—In 
God we trust. Do not despair; do not give up. Carry on still, 
and keep true to the Faith. We rely on you. For the moment 
we are leaving all that we love best: the B.B., its spirit, and the 
friends we have made within its circle, but the work must go on, 
and to you that task has fallen. At all costs keep the flag flying, 
defend it with all your might, honour it and all that it stands for, 
guard it from danger. One day, when we return, we shall ask 
what you have done during our absence. What wili your answer 
be? We shall not fail you: see to it that you do not fail us. 
Hold that fast which thou hast, that no man take thy crown. 
Go to it. God be with you, and with us who depart.

Our first Victoria Cross 


THE BOYS’ 


The first Victoria Cross to be gained in the present war by 
an Old B.B. Boy has been awarded to Sergeant John Hannah, 
of the Royal Air Force, an ex-member of the 237th Glasgow 
Company. 

Sergeant Hannah is only 18 years of age and is thus the youngest 
recipient of the V.C. since the war began. His plane was attacking 
enemy barge concentrations at Antwerp when the bomb com- 
partment received a direct hit from a shell. A fire started, and 
quickly enveloped the wireless-operator’s and _ rear-gunner’s 
cockpits. As both petrol tanks had been pierced and there 
was grave risk of the fire spreading Hannah forced his way through 
the fire to obtain two extinguishers and discovered that the rear 
gunner had had to leave the aircraft. 

Sergeant Hannah could have acted likewise through the bottom 
escape hatch or through the navigator’s hatch, but he remained 
and fought the fire with the extinguishers, beating the flames 
with his log book when the extinguishers were emptied. Thousands 
of rounds of ammunition were exploding in all directions, and 
although almost blinded by the intense heat and fumes, he had

‘the presence of mind to obtain relief by turning on his oxygen 
supply. The bomb compartment became an inferno, and all 
the aluminium sheet metal on the floor of the cockpit was melted 
away, leaving only the cross bearers. 

Working under these conditions, which caused burns to his 
face and eyes, Sergeant Hannah succeeded in extinguishing the 
fire. He then crawled forward, ascertained that the navigator 
had left the aircraft, and passed the latter’s log and maps to the 
pilot. 

‘‘ He displayed courage, coolness and devotion to duty of the 
highest order,” says the official announcement of the award, 
‘‘and by his action in remaining and successfully extinguishing 
the fire under conditions of the greatest danger and difficulty 
enabled the pilot to bring the aircraft safely to its base.” 

i Writing to his mother from hospital Hannah said: “I expect

His name was Kenneth Wiggins. He belonged to a London 
Company where he was known as Wiggs.

We now recall that during the 
years we knew him all that he had to do he did with zest, whole- 
heartedly and well. 

Though only sixteen years old, and young for his years, he 
joined the A.R.P. service. He was on duty during many nights 
in the heavy air fighting of September ; nor did his daily work 
suffer. A week’s holiday, falling in that month, he gladly gave 
to A.R.P. We are told that through the long night hours his 
gay spirit was the life and soul of his post. 

On the morning of September 27th—a day of victory for the 
R.A.F.—he set out on his cycle for work, earlier than he needed 
to, the sirens sounding as he started. The guns roared, 
but Wiggs rode on The bombs fell, and on that stricken 
London street he had his share in the victory.

We would have wished to have laid him to his rest in his own 
native sunshine. But there was a savage fitness in the threatening 
murk of the sky where droned the enemy planes ; in the shattered 
tombs around us, witnessing to the stark madness of the havoc : 
and in the angry thunder of the guns which at times drowned 
the padre’s voice as he told us that God had looked upon this 
gallant Boy and, loving him, had taken him to Himself.

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THE SECOND WAR-TIME B.B. WEEK 


November, 1940 


Once again B.B. Week looms large on the horizon—a splendid opportunity of service for Officers and 
Boys alike. May no single soul, weighed in the balance, be found short weight. 


Twelve months ago we faced the first war-time B.B. Week, and 
the prospect seemed bleak indeed. In many Companies ranks 
were depleted by mass evacuation of the juniors; a curious 
numbing paralysis was prevalent ; we had not adjusted ourselves 
to war conditions. Some, alas, of the weaker brethren threw up 
the sponge at the first onset and gave B.B. Week a complete miss. 
The weakest brethren of all had even let go of their Boys entirely 
and had no Company to take part. 

As they have confessed, even those at Headquarters responsible 
for this important enterprise underestimated the B.B’s resilience 
in face of disaster and were amazed at the triumph achieved. The 
spirit which led to the success is just the spirit of our race, about 


The Spirit of the Race 


which we ourselves are always a bit sceptical, but about which the 
rest of the civilized world apparently has no doubt. 

Queer folk ! We rise to great things most readily in face of 
great difficulty, and to be at our best we need a really crushing 
calamity. Plain, ordinary, tough difficulties help, but for real 
achievement we must be faced with the almost impossible. Only 
when we meet an immovable object do we become an irresistible 
force. 

And this is why the writer is confident of another great success 
in B.B. Week. Because it seems almost impossible of attainment it 
is certain to be attained. 

The weakness of the present situation does not lie where the 
difficulties are greatest, but in those vast regions where B.B. work 
can still be carried on almost normally. In those happy realms 
there are quite a multitude of Companies who, last year, unmoved 
and unhelpful, let B.B. Week pass by. Are such Companies still 
going to leave things to those whose present problem is a stark 
struggle to exist, while they themselves smugly lap up the benefits 
which accrue to the Brigade through the efforts of others ? 

Those others—that great gay company—who to-day are bearing 
the brunt of the total war, who are facing devastation with a jest, 
and suffering with a grin ; whose whole lives—like many of their 
homes—have been overturned ; of these brave souls—who have 
learned to look on death and laugh in his face—we have no doubts. 
They will not let us down. Their efforts may be circumscribed, 
and, measured in terms of cash, may seem less, but in reality they 
will possess a golden glory which cannot be attached to the big 
easy-money raised elsewhere. 

From some Companies in the danger zones nothing at all can 
be expected. There are towns on the South-East where the B.B. 
Companies, along with the rest of the population, have just had 
to shift out, under orders, and often under fire. 

Things, too, are going to be terribly hard in some of the big 
cities, and particularly in the Metropolis, where night after night, 


with sickening regularity at dusk, the hideous wail of the siren 
and the thunder-crash of the guns are the signal that the troglodyte 
existence of the night is beginning. | 

Among these people there prevails a great kindness, a great 
good-will and a great generosity. The Boy who takes his B.B. 
Week card round in one of the big communal shelters is not going 
to meet with rebuff. The nearer they are to the horrors of war 
and the more they suffer hardship, the more openhearted and open- 
handed our people become. 

In those districts the difficulties are going to be material and 
physical ; there will be no spiritual difficulties. The spirit will be 
willing, even though the flesh may simply not have half a chance. 
The great question is, just when can the Boys do their stuff? The 
day ceases with daylight and the normal long evenings of peace- 
time have simply abruptly vanished into the lengthened hours of 
the night. Saturday afternoon and Sunday is the only time with 
any freedom of action. All the same I have no misgivings about 
these good, brave folk, so we will for the time being, leave them 
with a prayer that they will maintain their gay, unbroken spirit, 
and with gratitude for the example they are setting to us others. 


* * * * 


And now, my friends in regions where normal B.B. work still 
prevails, what are you and I going to do about it? Surely there 
is only one thing to do, and that is boldly and willingly to shoulder 
some of the burden hitherto borne by our comrades of the de- 
vastated areas. 

For very shame no Company in the more peaceful regions can 
stand aloof while the less fortunate are helping in face of difficulties 
dire and almost insurmountable. Enough said. We shall say 
no more, but just confidently assume that none can be so lost 
to virtue as to stand idly by in the days of travail and disaster. 

Not only must every such fortunate Company take part, but 
each must surpass its previous best. Put this to your Boys. Tell 
them something of the bravery of their comrades in the regions 
where death stalks them by day, and nights are made hideous with 
slaughter from the skies, who dauntlessly carry on their daily work, 
and still keep the B.B. flag proudly flying. Your Boys, if you 
play your part, will surely play theirs, and gladly will they shoulder 
some of the burden of those whose loads, crushing as they are, 
are being borne with gallantry and smiling fortitude. 


* + * * 


Now let us descend to the more mundane question of ways 
and means, to the prosaic details on which so much of the success 
of our efforts hang. B.B. Week is not a thing to be treated in a 
casual or haphazard fashion. It needs forethought and careful 
planning. Devote to it some hard thinking. Use what wits God 
has given you; and do not hesitate to draw on the brains and

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experience of others. Do not spring the business on to the Boys 
with little or no notice. Take them into your confidence now, 
whet the appetites of their interest, and between now and then work 
up a crescendo of zeal and enthusiasm. 

Some of the brightest suggestions and most successful aids are 
not being used nearly widely enough. There is that plan of supply- 
ing each Boy with a banker’s money bag for hoarding cash as 
received ; I believe most of the Companies attaining the highest 
success have adopted it, but how many have dismissed it with a 
shrug of indifference ? 

Then the question of the provision of a bait in the way of a small— 
or, if you prefer, a big—contribution on every card after the first 
issued ; I know one Company at least which avows that no great 
part of its by no means small success is due to the sporting element 
thus introduced. 

The evacuees who presented a problem last year, this time have 
so diminished in numbers as to be in most cases almost negligible. 
On the other hand, the problem of the Officer and Old Boy absent 
on service has grown in bulk, though it is perhaps less acute, 
because so large a proportion are serving in the homeland, and 
are consequently not beyond reach of our diplomatic approach. 

Then there is the circle of the Officer’s own acquaintances. In 
most cases how wide it is—our own kith and kin, Church members 
and associates, business friends, neighbours. The leaflet provided 
may be used to introduce the topic; the spirit of giving, to-day 
more manifest than ever, will do the rest. Explain that we are

not asking them to present a bomber or even a Spitfire—such a 
gift might even embarrass us—we don’t even seek to divert their 
scrap iron or their bones; all we ask is a modest contribution 
which will ease their conscience and earn our thanks. 

Last, but most important of al!, is the manner of our approach 
to our Boys and the success with which we make out our case before 
that important tribunal. All depends on our triumphantly putting 
it across to the Boys. No Officer should be content to raise the 
lion’s share himself, while his subordinates watch in awe-struck 
admiration. Our greatest task, and the secret of all successful 
leadership, lies in our power to inspire others to successful effort. 

I hope our Officer’s training courses lay due stress on the vastly 
important, but by no means easy, business of how to talk to Boys— 
and how not to? In all B.B. work this is of foremost importance. 
The man who can speak convincingly, carrying his Boys with him, 
who can persuade them effectively without boredom and tears 
has ascended not a few of the rungs of the ladder of success. 

In B.B. Week this is the vital aspect of the whole affair. Study 
therefore how to present your case. Economise in verbiage ; 
create enthusiasm ; spice your words with humour ; breed in the 
Boys the will to succeed, and, brother, success will be yours and 
theirs.

In addressing Boys it is as well to interest 
them. Normally this principle is ignored 
by public speakers to adults. With them, 
however, we are not here concerned. 

To arouse interest we must make contact

Here is an example of a method which may 
be found useful now and again. By it we 
may help Boys to see a vital issue of their day and to see it in 
its proper spiritual setting. 

*k * * * 

You all know what this is in my hand. Each of us has one 
—so has every other man, woman and child in the kingdom. 
Some of you may have been asked to produce it—possibly at 
the point of a bayonet. It is just an Identity Card—the universal 
possession. 

So common. And yet very rare. What is there completely 
uncommon about your Card? Have you ever studied it? Yes, 
of course—your registration number. Mine is BWGA-803-1. 
And nobody else anywhere has my number. That is to show 
that, though I may have a quite common name and a very ordinary 
address, there is only one me. 

And, as it happens, this little scrap of card (rather grubby 
from my pocket I am afraid) gives us in that way a picture of 
how God does things. For somehow God seems to love variety 
and at the same time to do his best with each one. 

But it is not the way things are done in the world to-day. We 
hear on every hand of mass production. That did not start 
with Henry Ford, but he gave it a big push forward. He says, 
‘** In 1909 I announced one morning, without any previous warning, 
that in the future we were going to build only one model 
and I remarked, ‘ Any customer can have a car painted any colour 
that he wants so long as it is black.’”’ All one colour. Fancy 
God making butterflies or sunsets that way ! 

We see on every hand pictures of the Nazi goose step. Men 
are drawn up in vast masses, in exact ranks, in perfect lines. 
They are dressed up all alike. At a word of command bellowed 
through a “mike” they move together like parts of a great 
machine. They must move the same—and to-day we are told 
they must even think the same. One thing we may be sure 
about: God gets no fun out of a sight like that. 

For God makes no two things alike—no two mountains, no 
two blades of grass, no two snow flakes (the snow flakes if you 
magnify them are seen to be in marvellous designs of great beauty, 
and all different), and certainly he has made no two people alike. 

So, when you find yourself in a big crowd—a football crowd, 
perhaps, or a public air-raid shelter, or going in at the ship- 
yard or factory gates—and you are inclined to think of yourself 
as just One in a mob, don’t for a moment believe it. 

Remember, to God you are you—like nobody else. In a 
sense he looks on you as the one and only. 

That way of thinking of myself might of course make me 
selfish. If I am not careful it may make me think myself more 
precious than other people, or make me stand aside from great 
movements of my church or my country. If 1 am in doubt about 
this at any time here is a thought to guide me. 

The noblest Leader of all has taught us two things. First, 
that God, having made us all different, cares about each of us 
far more than the best of parents care for each child in a big 
family. And second, that the thing best worth living for is the 
Kingdom of God—that is, beauty, truth and goodness for every- 
body. 

If that isn’t worth living for—! 

At any rate it is worth thinking about when you look at your 
Identity Card. A.M. 
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YOUTH AND THE NATION 


The writer, precluded by public office from signing this article, gives us his own observations and suggestions. 


Even in the midst of war much attention is focused on the 
government proposals for youth training—now and in the days 
of peace and reconstruction, which we hope will not be long delayed. 

The position of organisations like The Boys’ Brigade in such 
schemes is of vital importance and needs the most careful con- 
sideration of all of us. !t may seem ungrateful even to hint at it, 
but may not the adoption of some general official scheme, backed 
by public money, be in the long run disastrous to existing youth 
movements and detrimental to youth itself? 

We believe the disinterested and variegated service of voluntary 
bodies under the urge of social and religious motives is an essential 
part of that free British spirit for which we now contend in battle. 
To see all youth brought into some gigantic government scheme, 
run by paid officers and with no distinctively moral or religious 
aim, would be indeed a sad spectacle. 

And yet we need to face one outstanding fact : that 60 per cent. 
of young people between 14 and 18 are outside all forms of organ- 
ised social and physical training. What is to be done about this ? 
May we suggest that merely to set up all over the country physical 


to be of the highest importance. The Boy at present outside any 
recognised movement is not usually outside because of lack of 
facilities, but because of lack of desire and absence cf keenness. 
We believe this to be true in the overwhelming majority of cases, 
and we believe it to be much better to get the Boy into a voluntary 
movement than into an official class. As The Spectator asked 
not long ago: How can these Boys outside be given (by the 
government) something which existing authorities and societies 
cannot at present provide ? 

We note that Mr. Ramsbotham, the President of the Board of 
Education, has indicated in several of his speeches that full co- 
operation would be sought with voluntary organisations. The 
danger we foresee is that, with the utmost goodwill in the world, 
the government and local authorities may become competitors 
with us, and keen Boys may merely choose between the official 
class and the B.B., while the slack Boy (should he have a capital B ?) 
will still remain outside. 

For consideration we make come constructive suggestions for 
this urgent question. 
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training classes under government auspices will not really deal 
with the problem? Most of the 60 per cent. will still not join, and 
the government class will become a competitor (with the B.B. for 
example) for the willing 40 per cent. An exact illustration of this 
occurred in a large city a vear or so ago. In the National Fitness 
campaign the local education authority decided to start a P.T. 
class and gym. for Boys. A B.B. Company was already meeting 
in the school concerned and had its own special P.T. night. The 
new Official P.T. class adopted the simple expedient of recruiting 
en masse the B.B. Company and practically nobody else, and the 
B.B. P.T. ended. At least for the moment, because the local 
authority, when the matter was put before it, appreciated the 
position and left the B.B. to do the P.T. work for Boys in that 
district. 

In all these schemes the word “* voluntary ”’ is emphasised, and 
even over-emphasised. Let us realise, however, that this may 
mean one of two very different things. It may mean that no 
compulsion will be used on individuals, and that Boys may still 
join an organisation or loaf about the street, as they please. Or 
it may mean that any new government scheme will be worked 
through the voluntary movements such as The Boys’ Brigade. 
We confess to feeling no sort of horror at the idea of compulsion. 
We compel children to go to school from 5 to 14, and no one 
outside a lunatic asylum would wish to make such education 
voluntary. Is there anything undemocratic or objectionable in 
saying that all Boys from 14 to 18 must undertake some form of 
training ? On the contrary, we think it would be for the benefit 
of the nation and the advancement of the individual. 

But whether such a universal scheme be adopted or not, whether 
the government insist on all Boys being trained, or only encourage 
and provide for training facilities, let us make sure that the scheme 
is worked primarily through voluntary agencies. ‘We believe that 
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In Training for Service—Officers and N.C.O.s of Northampton Battalion 


1. All Boys between 14 and 18 should be required to take up 
some form of training on one or two evenings per week. 

2. Such training should include some physical training and at 
least one subject that can be called intellectual. 

3. The scheme should be worked primarily through recognised 
voluntary organisations (on the analogy of the National 
Health Insurance scheme). A Boy would have the option 
of joining such a body as a B.B. Company or a Scout Troop, 
or aC.L.B. Company (like the Approved Societies), or being 
drafted into a government P.T. Class (like the Post Office 
contributors). 

4. Normal post-school educational work should be carried on 
in day continuation schools instead of evening institutes—as 
indeed Mr. Ramsbotham has suggested as the ideal. 

5. The whole weight of government influence should be used 
to urge Boys to choose to join one of the approved voluntary 
organisations. 

This would involve certain important consequences for us. Our 
work would have to be highly efficient and we should have to 
satisfy the authorities of our competence ; badges and inspections 
might have to be supervised ; we should have to ensure the mini- 
mum (we should aim at a maximum, of course) training required 
in drill, P.T., and the many other subjects which are within the B.B. 
programme. 

At the same time the government would give us facilities, e.g., in 
the use of school premises and in training leaders and officers, 
and perhaps some financial help, dependent on a proper standard 
of efficiency. 


Does this sound too ambitious? Nothing can be more im- 


portant than the training of youth—except the right training of 
youth. We submit it is urgent that we think about these problems 
now. 
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WHY NOT RABBIT CLUBS? 


Pets, Patriotism and Profits 


Always with us is the need to keep Boys well occupied and to 
provide common interests through which they may make more 
and deeper friendships. At this time there is also the need of 
our country that more food should be produced, especially those 
foods (as well as other commodities) which until now have been 
imported. Why not bring these two sets of requirements together 
in our B.B. work ? 

The Board of Agriculture has issued an advisory pamphlet 
(No. 161), Rabbits for Flesh and Fur, in which we are told that 
£373,000 of carcases and £931,000 of rabbit skins have been 
imported into this country yearly, and an appeal is made for town 
dwellers and others to breed rabbits. 

For Boys, particularly, there are two strong reasons for taking 
up this fancy. They will have the pleasure of seeing the rabbits 
grow and multiply and improve in quality, with the prospect of 
gaining awards at shows.’ And there is the profit to be obtained 
from the undertaking. There is an added advantage, that it costs 
little to start the industry. At the same time the Boys will be doing 
a national service. | 

How should such a venture be embarked upon in any Company ? 
Get an informed and interesting talk given on the proposal and 
seek out those interested. Arrange for .hese to visit a rabbitry 
and to ask questions of the owner. At this time it would be ad- 
vantageous to agree upon the breed to be adopted by the club—a 
means of saving costs and simplifying any future table show. 

Now, or even earlier, write to Dr. J. N. Pickard, Secretary, 
British Rabbit Council, King’s Buildings, West Mains Road, 
Edinburgh, and affiliate your club for Ss., obtaining the handbook 
with a mass of information and a bundle of pamphlets, ‘* Breed 
Rabbits at Home for Food.”’ 

He will also give some advice as to possible sources from which 
to obtain the club’s stock ; whilst the weekly publication, Fur and 
Feather, will also prove helpful. It would also be well to obtain 
a few books on rabbit breeding, etc., to form the basis of the 
club’s library. 

The subscription of the members for club membership need only 
be quite nominal—if the club is thrown open to persons other than 
B.B. members their fees should, of course, be on a higher scale. 
Wise publicity would do much to raise local interest in the club’s 
activities. | 

The work is now well on the way, the Boys will be kept busy 
making hutches, gathering food and tending to the stock. Have 
regular and frequent meetings of the club—it is really surprising 
how the Boys will wax eloquent. Enthusiasm will run high. 

Advice is available through the National Council regarding 
killing and marketing. The holding of occasional shows will main- 
tain the interest of the members—Boys love competition—but 
let the club members organize and manage the show. In this way 
their confidence and usefulness as future citizens will be stimulated. 
Let it be remembered that a good breed of rabbit at seven months 
will fetch 2s. 6d. for the flesh and 8s. 6d. for the pelt—not bad 
going ! 

As one who has tried this out with the Boys of a Company 
sixty strong, I can say that it works. Why not a few more B.B. 
Rabbit Clubs ?

That, combined with the clock striking twelve, seemed to settle it.

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THE B.B. COMES TO SAMOA 


** Yes, 1 have always been in the B.B.—as a Boy, and a young 
man in Papua, and in the Great War, where I met so many of 
the Old Boys ’’—so wrote Rev. Reginald Bartlett, O.B.E., of 
the London Missionary Society, in April, 1939, before leaving 
for a further short term in Samoa. ‘| was in Samoa ten years 
ago. There was no chance of forming a B.B. Company then 
for there was a revolution on at the time. Can it be managed 
this time? I don’t know. I will see and if there is a chance, 
then we will jump at it.” 

A few months later Mr. Bartlett wrote from Samoa “I am 
positive that the B.B. would fit Samoa like a glove; it would 
supply some of the very things we so lack. But a Company 
must have European oversight, and as yet I cannot see where 
that European is.” 

Explaining the idea 

However, no one else being available, Mr. Bartlett decided 
to launch the venture himself and went about the matter with 
thoroughness. Having discussed the idea with the Toeinas— 
the senior Pastors and leaders of the Church—a meeting of some 
200 people was held in the Theological College Hall. Two 
further meetings were called and so the whole assembly had 
three hours’ explanation of the B.B. Six students were chosen, 
an Officers’ training class was formed, and drill was also practised 
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The Officers learn their job 


—-‘‘at which the Samoans are as smart as any people | have 
seen,’ says Mr. Bartlett, and his photographs bear it out. Then, 
what about Boys? In the College compound there were only 
fourteen of B.B. age, but within half a mile were two villages 
where there was * almost unlimited Boy-life—a pretty wild lot 
of scoundrels, and just the material we want!” So the pastors 
made a selection and a strength of forty was recruited. For 
Company headquarters a thatched house known as *‘ The House 
of Cockroaches ’’ was transformed into ‘“‘ The Boys’ Brigade 
House,”’ resplendent with a B.B. crest two feet square outside. 
There was real enthusiasm amongst Officers and Boys and things 
went well. 
The pioneer Company takes shape 


Rev. E. J. Edwards joined the Samoan L.M.S. staff in May, 
coming from Needham Market Congregational Church where 
he had been Chaplain of the 2nd Mid-Suffolk Company. On 
arrival he was greeted by a guard of honour of the Company, 
not yet six weeks old, and he reports that ‘* in spite of the fact 
that I was the new Missionary and a subject for much curiosity, 
not an eye flickered, not a head turned as I inspected the 
entire line.”’ 

Some weeks later uniform arrived and meantime Mrs. Bartlett 
had been preparing special blue clothing for the Boys, including 
lavalavas as worn in Samoa instead of trousers. 


The first Enrolment Service 
Mr. Edwards has written : ‘‘ Sunday, August 4th, was memorable

for the Ist Samoa (Malua) Company. It was their first Church 
Parade in uniform, it was their enrolment day, and it was the 
day on which the colour, presented to the Company by the members 
of a young men’s Bible Class in Bideford, Devon, was dedicated. 
To us who watched, the promise of young life in all its youthful 
zest, Organised for service in the ‘ Name which is above every 
name,’ moved and warmed us. 

‘*“ It is impossible not to expect great things when, in so short 
time, so much has been accomplished. What part Boys played 
in the life of the village community of earlier days I do not know ; 
to-day they seem to be the most neglected part of it. They wander 
about late at night with nothing to do, and there are complaints 
of thieving, throwing stones at passing cars, and general conditions 
which indicate a growing problem. 

** No one can be content to leave things as they are, and on 
Sunday we saw the ease with which the Boys of Samoa can be 
moulded into something fine and eager, with all the promise of 
Christian manhood. 

‘** Parade was called for 7.30 a.m. but the Boys were waiting 
before the day was light. Their uniforms were new but were 
worn with style. No bugle or drum for them, they marched 
to the beat of a kerosene tin and swung along in perfect order 
under the proud eyes of their parents and friends. 

‘** The solemn dedication of the colour, the reverent attention 
of the Boys, the impression of fresh young life looking upward 
as squad after squad came before the communion rail to be enrolled 
and the address, a personal call to ‘ Follow Me,’ combined to make 
the occasion memorable. 

‘** Malua being a college centre has a fine type of Boy. We 
look to the time when the villages will be influenced too and 


know the splendour of a disciplined Christian Boyhood, alive 
and eager for service.”

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LETTERS TO 
CARRYING ON UNDER FIRE 


The problem immediately confronting many of 
us is discussed by the Rev. A. Guthrie Gamble 
of London and late of Swatow 


Sir,—I suppose that all of us whose B.B. work lies in areas 
subject to regular nightly visitations from those ‘** unhelpful people 
of foreign extraction,” to whom you referred in a recent circular, 
are wondering how it is possible under these very abnormal and 
sometimes almost terrifying conditions to keep our Companies 
together and our work in being. That all of us are desperately 
keen on doing so is without question; our problem is whether 
there are any practical means of maintaining anything like a 
Company life and a Company programme. 

At a recent meeting of the London Committee these difficulties 
were discussed, and those of us who had been trying to find some 
solution for them pooled our experiences. It seems to me that 
there must be many who are seeking any help which others can 
give in the sternest situation the B.B. has ever had to face, and Iam 
therefore venturing to pass on some of the suggestions there made. 

We must, I fear, start with the assumption that evening meetings 
in London and certain other areas are at present impossible. Such 
is the loyalty to his Company and the Brigade possessed by the 
B.B. Boy that he might be willing to come to Headquarters—where 
these still exist—-through a hail of bombs and shrapnel, but I do 
not feel that we have any right to ask that, nor indeed would the 
average parent permit it. We are therefore limited to making 
the best and fullest use of the week-end—Saturday afternoon 
and Sunday. 

We may, I hope, take it for granted that, where at least there 
is still a place to meet in, every Company is still meeting for Bible 
Class. I know there are many difficulties in the way of Boys’ 
attendance even at that. Successive nights spent in noisy shelters. 
and long hours of work do not induce to easy rising on Sunday 
mornings. Many Boys are working on Sundays, and the switching 
over the L.C.C. Evening Classes to Sunday morning and afternoon 
introduces a further difficulty. Still, there are many who can and 
will come, and the Bible Class more than ever remains the power- 
house of the Company. 

In this connection may I remind my fellow Officers of the wonder- 
ful opportunity which these days give of showing our Boys what 
the Christian faith really is and does. Let us put aside all those 
trivial little subjects which have so often occupied our mind at 
Bible Class, and let us show our Boys the mighty thing the Christian 
faith really is. Last Sunday we dealt with Amos, and I can say 
truthfully that none of my pretty stories or fancy illustrations have 
ever gripped a class like the message of that old prophet interpreted 
to meet our present situation. But I am digressing ! 

Assuming then that Bible Class is being held as usual, is there 
any real objection to combining the class with some form of a drill 
parade ? 

The feeling was very strongly voiced at the meeting to which | 
have referred, that if the Company life and spirit is to be preserved. 
the uniform must be worn and shown. It is the uniform that 
makes the Boy realise the B.B., and to dispense with it is to run 
the risk of losing the really distinctive B.B. outlook and spirit. 
The idea of drill on a Sunday may come, at first, as a shock to many 
of us, but when we realise what is at stake I think we shall find that 
it has much to be said for it. Of course, no Company should act 
in this way without the fullest consent of its Church authorities, 
but our experience has been that that consent is very readily 
granted. After all, the conditions are very abnormal, and the 
means adopted to meet them are bound to be abnormal, too. 

The suggestion is then that a short, snappy drill parade be 
held, either before the Bible Class on Sunday or at some other time 
during the day. We are accustomed in the B.B.—at Camp 
especially—to pass very quickly from one to another of those 
things which we distinguish, usually falsely, as secular and sacred, 
and I do not think that the real meaning of Sunday or the message 
of the Bible Class will suffer. Only I would suggest that the 
Bible Class follow rather than precede the drill. 
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In cases where a drill parade on Sunday is impossible, a simpler 
alternative method may be suggested. Let the Boys come to 
Bible Class in uniform, fall-in before the Class, be inspected, and 
then march into the Class. In that way you preserve something 
of the drill atmosphere, you carry out some simple drill movements, 
and with that alone you could run a squad competition. 

There remain Saturday afternoons. Many Boys, of course, 
are not free then, but some are. This seems to be the time for 
P.T., Gym. and Club activities. In most cases, the attendance on 
Saturday afternoons could not be full enough to permit of a drill 
parade, but it does provide opportunity for other activities. With 
a wise use of Saturdays and Sundays we can still, with effort and 
perseverance, maintain at least a sufficient programme to keep a 
nucleus round which in happier times the Company may be rebuilt. 

May I add one word about the wonderful opportunity these days 
give of showing that real friendship which lies at the heart of all 
our work. | Eleven of my Boys have been rendered homeless during 
the past few weeks, and in the interval, during which new accom- 
modation was being found, most of them with their families made 
use Of my basement. We had some jolly nights—real Camp ! 
Laughter and singing drowned the noise of bombs, and my tea 
ration for a fortnight disappeared in a night. 

The spirit of the Boys is wonderful, and I bow my soul in homage 
to them all. Only yesterday a youngster—one great smile—came 
skipping in to borrow a shirt. His little home and everything in 
it had been destroyed by fire, and he needed a shirt to go to work in. 
And he was bubbling over with merriment ! The only time a break 
came into his voice was when he told me his B.B. uniform had been 
destroyed. That is the stuff with which we have to deal, and we 
must not fail them. 

Years ago now it was my privilege to live and work with B.B. 
Boys in China under fire. Their courage and constancy remains 
one of the inspirations of my life. But their London comrades 
have risen to equal heights—greater, perhaps, because the danger 
and devastation are greater. That God has given to us in some 
way to help and lead the gay and gallant soul of. Boyhood to-day 
is honour indeed. For very shame we must do—not merely all 
that is humanly possible—but all that illimitable Divine resources 
make possible.

A house was requisitioned and the local greengrocer was to do 
the removal on a Saturday afternoon at 2 p.m., assisted by the 
Captain and one of the Staff Sergeants.

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TYPICAL COMPANIES 
6. A Garden City Company. Ist Port Sunlight 


It is often said that a well run Company is its own attraction. 
Certainly the B.B. foundation well and truly laid forty years ago 
in Port Sunlight, Chester, is still bearing fruit. 

The late Lord Leverhulme was present when the Company was 
formed. All his life he took great interest in its work. Christ 
Church, to which we are attached and at which we hold our monthly 
parade service, was built by him in memory of his parents. 
Many times he stood the cost of taking the Boys to camp at his 
home on the moors at Rivington, Lancs. Before the last war the 
present Viscount donned B.B. garb and attended camp with 
the Company. To-day, as President, he keeps in close touch and 
is keenly interested in all its activities. 

So from the first we have enjoyed many friends and advantages. 
We meet in the gymnasium at Port Sunlight, a fine well-equipped 
building with every facility for carrying on our work, with a larger 
building near by for the ‘“‘ Dem ”’ which attracts an audience from 
500 to 600. 

The firm of Lever Brothers is interested in all youth movements, 
and especially those in their garden city. Every employee receives 
at least a week’s holiday with full pay (the working week is five 
days) but in addition all employees in these movements get an extra 
week’s pay provided they attend camp. The firm supplement the 
members’ camp subscriptions by a special grant, and this has 
enabled the Boys to visit places far removed from Port Sunlight. 
In two instances our visit has been the means of building up the 
B.B. For a number of years now a point has been made of 
giving a display of B.B. work during camp, the proceeds being 
given to local charities. 

Within fifteen minutes of our headquarters is a splendidly laid 
Out sports ground equipped, with every facility for recreation. 
Cricket and football grounds are provided, and no charge is made 
for their use. Adjoining our headquarters is the open-air swim- 
ming bath. 

When, a few years ago, the Battalion purchased a new Efficiency 
Challenge Flag, by a generous gesture they presented the old Colour 
to us in recognition of our 
having won it so many times. 

Campanology has been intro- 
duced as well as the usual 
activities. Thus the bells at 
Christ Church are rung by our 
own Boys, under our Warrant 
Officer, who is_ the _ belfry 
captain, and this movement has 
proved another way of helping 
the work of the Church. 

During the Great War the 
Company strength reached 150 ; 
to-day it stands at 90 Boys. 
In 1939 camp was attended by 71 
members. 

At either end of the Company 
stand the Life Boy Team and 
the Old Boys’ Association. The 
Team is 50 strong. Our Old 
Boys’ Association has what has 
been described as one of the 
best run clubs in Port Sunlight. 
Members of other movements 
are invited to join it. Run by 
an Old Boy committee in a 
building provided by the firm, 
they have proved themselves by 
their attractive programmes, 
and have done a great deal 
for local charities.

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TRAINING DE LUXE 


St. Andrews is the home of the royal and ancient game. It is 


also the home of the oldest university in Scotland. On Saturday 


and Sunday, September 28th and 29th, it became the home of a 
Brigade Training Course. 

The bags carried by the students on this occasion did not contain 
golf clubs nor text books on ancient Hebrew history. They did 
contain Manuals, Drill Books, Uniform and P.T. kit for the use 
of those about to learn. 

On that Saturday afternoon the 74 student Officers, Warrant 
Officers and Staff-Sergeants who attended from all parts of the 
Mid-Scottish District found that St. Andrews had deserted its 
links and its university and had turned B.B. 

Smartly turned out Boys from the Ist St. Andrews Company 
met the arrivals at rail and "bus stations and conducted them to 
the spicndour of the Imperial Hotel, from the flag-staff of which 
already proudly fluttered the B.B. standard. 

The whole hotel belonged to the B.B. for the week-end. Its 
lounge was a lecture room, its ballroom a place of instruction and 
manoeuvre in Drill and P.T., its dining hall an Officers’ mess. 
[ts bedrooms, provided as places of rest, became the centres of 
much nocturnal discussion as lectures were discussed and difficulties 
compared. 

In a period of 24 hours there was unfolded an intense and exerting 
programme specially designed to suit the war-time needs of war- 
time staffs. 

The instructors covered themselves with glory and chalk. The 
students reduced pencils to mere stubs. The President encouraged 
his flock towards knowledge, inspiration and fellowship, while 
the Adjutant perspired in maintaining the timetable. 

At the end a devotional meeting, when all sought inspiration 
from the example of the leadership and industry of Nehemiah 
and spiritual guidance and resource to overcome the weaknesses 
of the flesh. 

A rush for trains and ’buses, and the hotel was empty. But 
the Course is not yet ended. For each student, in exchange for 
a promise, took home with him a questionnaire incorporating 
questions on all the subjects dealt with : and the promise was to 
submit answers to those questions to the Brigade Training Officer 
for his comments, advice and help. 

The moral of which is that the Training Course can only point 
and illumine the way. The Officer must exert himself if he will 
walk that way with confidence and competence. 

Thus is Scotland not content merely to lament and mourn the 
fate of Balrossie. If it cannot have Balrossie it will have the 
Imperial Hotel, St. Andrews,.and other hotels in other Districts. 
For St. Andrews is only a beginning in a special war-time training 
programme.

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AN OFFICER’S READING 


I Bought A Mountain, by Thomas Firbank (Harrap, 8s. 6d.) 
is the best sort of escapist book—tine, cheerful, back to nature 
stuff, and all real life experience of these past few years. Certainly 
in the last pages there are arguments concerning the future of 
agriculture in the post-war England, but you can stop short of 
that if your newspapers have given you a surfeit for the day. 

This book takes you through a year on a Welsh mountain 
sheep farm. A young man from Canada drove in a November 
gale to inspect a mountain farm in North Wales. It captured 
his spirit and imagination. He bought it. Then began the 
process of learning how a sheep farm should be run. Luckily 
John Davies the shepherd came along, and though the manner 
of his acquisition was not quite in accord with etiquette 
among mountain farmers, the matter was overlooked and 
Firbank’s new farmer neighbours were as willing to help the 
newcomer as he was to learn. There were days of hard work 
lasting from dawn to sunset, when men came from the surrounding 
farms to help with the gathering, marking, dipping and shearing 
of the sheep and the farm kitchen was packed for the last meal 
of the day. Later, Firbank and his men assisted the neighbours 
in turn. There were problems of breeding and building up a 
hardy flock, of wintering the lambs and growing the right crops. 
Wool sales and rascally wool dealers come into the story. There 
was the snack-bar experiment, and good rock climbing. 

It is a book about real and permanent things—a woman now 
carries on at the farm till her husband returns from the war- 
time service of his country. 

The Green Hills Far Away, by James Barke (Collins, 10s. 6d.), 
is another peaceful book for your library list. It is an auto- 
biography of boyhood, by a promising young Scots novelist— 
rich in memories of a happy youth spent in a beautiful part of 
Scotland. It gives a picture of quiet country life in the years 
just before 1914 and deals with dominies, camping, bird song, 
country fairs and many and varied characters. Above all it 
is a personal record, breathing deep love of countryside and 
of nation and race. In its freedom from sensation and the 
strident problems of the moment it is the next best thing to a 
few refreshing days among the Scottish hills. And it gives 
insight into the adolescent mind. 

For your usual thriller try The Opera House Murders, by Dan 
Billany (Faber and Faber, 7s. 6d.). It is a yarn midway between 
the pure detective problem and the thriller proper, having quite 
ingenious construction and fast movement. In the first chapter 
the reader is permitted to be eye-witness of the opening crime 
—or rather he sees it through the eyes of a Boy who had climbed 
a tree for conkers. Thereafter Robbie Duncan, semi-amateur 
sleuth, is in the thick of things, and has to make his deductions 
amid a whirl of violent happenings. Grand opera forms a novel 
and pleasant background. 

Dan Billany is a newcomer to this realm of fiction. He is 
to be congratulated on sound technique, but I would urge him 
not to let eagerness for verisimilitude lead him into bad taste 
and the use of words which will offend some susceptibilities. 

The Astronomer Royal, Mr. H. Spencer Jones, in Life on 
Other Worlds (English University Press, 7s. 6d.) gives the latest 
answer of astronomers to that profound question, which always 
fascinates youth: Is our small earth the only home of life in 
the whole universe? 

Clear and easy to follow, the book presents first the picture 
of the universe provided by modern astronomy, then weighs 
the possibility of conditions favourable to life arising elsewhere, 
in our own solar system and beyond it. 

Summing up, the author says : ** We cannot resist the conclusion 
that life, though rare, is scattered through the universe. It may 
be compared to a rare plant whose distribution is widespread 
but of which never more than a single specimen is found at a 
time. . . . To endeavour to explain why the universe is 
built as it is, rather than in some different pattern which might

Carlyle was often saying that the ultimate question which every 
man has to face and answer for himself is ** Wilt thou be a hero 
or a coward?’ Jesus Christ has always taught that faith in God 
develops the hero at the expense of the coward. 


During recent weeks some of us living in the big cities can bear 
witness to the cold blooded heroism shown by ordinary people. 
The words of Henley’s ‘Invictus ”’ instinctively come to our 
mind. However, it is the un-heroic thinkers we need to be up 
against. The people who just sit down to it and who make 
no effort to fight against adversities or battle against awkward 
circumstances. You and I simply must have a will of our 
own if we are to make our lives what God intends them to 
be. Wishful thinking is not enough. We need _ backbone, 
will power and determination. Don’t allow yourself to be 
moved about like a pawn in the great game of life. Have 
definite and clear cut ideals and ambitions, and have the courage 
to make your best dreams come true. 


Many of us are feeling the strain of war—suffering, perhaps, 
from a sinking feeling of disappointment, boredom and despair— 
as we see our cherished plans and projects flattened out. If 
we value our physical and mental well-being, we shall not give 
way to such attacks. We are caught in the roughest surf of 
stormy breakers to-day. How are we facing the buffeting ?

You and I have the power within us whereby with God’s help 
we can live victoriously. With His help we can learn the art 
of mastering our fears and anxieties. 


There is a famous picture entitled ** Check ’’ which depicts two 
men playing chess, and, apparently one player completely beaten. 
The story goes that one day an expert chess player, gazing at the 
picture, suddenly shouted ** He’s not beaten. I can see a way out.”’ 
The artist had overlooked one way of escape, one move which could 
transform defeat into victory. How often this happens in real 
life. You and I feel defeated and frustrated, on the brink of a 
disaster when the Master Hand of the Great Captain comes to 
our aid and changes our whole outlook and position from defeat 
to victory.

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NIL DESPERANDUM 


We first knew him when he was five—a sturdy youngster with 
a pale face and a thick thatch of dark brown hair, even then 
unruly to a degree. He had a brother in the Team, and came 
each Christmas as a guesi to the Life Boy Party. (At first he was 
pushed in a pram!) In those days he was always about the 
door on Team Meeting nights, for his home was nearby, and 
I can hear now his gruff ‘*‘ Hello Miss” as I passed into that 
mysterious room to which only Boys of nine were admitted.

Then 
had come over the wireless the wonderful news that, after being 
adrift eight days in an open boat, Paul with its other occupants 
had been rescued, when all their food was exhausted, by the 
combined vigilance and resource of the R.A.F. Coastal Command 


and the Royal Navy. ‘* This my son was dead and is alive again, 
he was lost and is found.”’ 


Life Boy Paul, aged 12, was a member of the 6th Bournemouth 
Team and was to have been transferred to the Company if he had 
not started off for his new life in Canada to which he was eagerly 
looking forward. All his Bournemouth L.B. comrades were 
overjoyed to learn of his wonderful escape. 


When brought ashore Paul had to spend some time in hospital 
in Scotland. His parents visited him there and his father says 
‘** Impressions of the ordeal seem to have been largely dimmed 
by his life on the destroyer which rescued the boat’s party. The 
real adventure for him seems to have started from the moment 
he got aboard her, and he talked of little else but of her machinery 
and of the speed with which she drove through the waves. Paul 
would not mind sailing again for Canada, but his one ambition 
now is to get into the Navy.’ So perhaps Paul may some time 
don again a cap of the Naval pattern. 


Paul is now well again and home from the Scottish hospital 
where he received treatment. On arrival at Bournemouth he had 
a great reception from his friends who were surprised and delighted 
to find him wearing Highland costume with kilt—a gift from the 
Lord Provost of Glasgow. 


HANDICRAFT POINTERS 


Many readers have been interested in the articles on Handicrafts 
in our last two issues. They will find useful pointers to success 
in the following sixteen pithy hints from Mr. A. Burgess, Secretary 
of the Canadian Dominion L.B. Committee, and a handicraft 
enthusiast who confesses with regard to his own first attempts : 
‘** A few years ago I didn’t know a handicraft ! Now I can teach 
nine or ten! Sure, the things I made first were a mess, but what 
of it? Slowly, but surely, I began to find that I had one, then two, 
then three, and later four fingers on each hand, instead of the five 
thumbs that I started with. 

‘** Here’s a few of the highlights of teaching handicrafts :— 

1. There is no reason for not teaching them. 

2. Patience is absolutely necessary. 

3. Never ridicule a Boy. Your instructions may not have been 

clear to him. 

4. If you are keen, then the Boys will be keen. 

5. Don’t hurry them, give them all the time they need. 

6. Never give less than twenty minute classes. 

7. Choose something at the beginning that can be done in one 

sitting and work up to the more elaborate things. 

8. More classes have failed through ignoring point 7 than for 

any other reason. 

9. Six to eight Boys are a large enough class. 

10. Buy, if you must, the best materials. They pay in the end. 

11. Handicrafts may be used to raise funds, but this must not be 

the reason for teaching them. 

12. Have everything ready to start work with. 

13. Never ask a Boy to do what you haven’t done yourself. 

14. Help the Boy to do his article, but don’t make it for him. 

15. Let the Boy make it his way if suitable, even if method is not 

as good as yours. 

16. If at first you don’t succeed—etc., etc.”

LASS OBSERVATION «— BOOK REPORT. 

fhie report is certainly very interesting, although meh of 
the information given is already known to us. This is probably 


only another way of saying that it is part of our job to keep in 
touch with sublishine trends. It must of course be borne in mind 


that the report attempts to cover the whole range of book behaviour 


in britain today, and the investigation has not been enecifically 
concerned with our own particulsr method of marketing or the class 
of reader and subject matter of our books. Some of the main 
conclusions reached, @.Z«, on the subject of technical books, are 
the basis on which we have been mailding during the jlast ere | or 
three years, whilst some of the pointe made in the report must 

be subject to further consideration and enquiry as they may well 
affect future polidy and development. An example of this is siven 
in Folio 41 pointing out the dearth of facilities for the purchase 


of books in country districts and the wrking class parte of big 
cities.

~ UNIQUE OCCASION ; 

The chairman remarked that .that 
was a unique occasion in the history 
of Beckenham, a meeting especially for 
the youth of Beckenham, and he felt 
that he was very much of an iInter- 
loper. But his heart was young and 
the only reason he stood there was 
tttat he represented the club leaders of 
Beckenham who had an intense love, 
iss al. sincerity, for the youth of Beck- 
enham as a whole, irrespective of 
‘whether they were members of a club 
or not.

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YOUTH PROBLSMS 


It is very difficult to report on the problems of 
youth, in this area, as I feel that I haven't really 
sufficient contact with the 14-20 class to be able to 
pive a very full report. Certainly there are not many 
public activities, for these youths, locally, but I will 
try to give you my impressions of what young people are 
joing, from my own observations... 


Many young people are working long hours in local 
engineering factories and so have very little time for 
other activities. A certain number are engaged in 
A.R. P. duties but I have noticed, esvecially, that a 
large proportion of the local Home Guard are very yourm 
lads wno are, I suppose, trying to gain some egperlence 
pefore their inevitable registration day. Just lately 
many more have been claimed for " fire-watchine" and 
one young girl of our acquaintance, aged 1/7, is, I 
understand, taking her turn, with others, in watching at 
the factory where she works. The chiel amusement of 
young people is still the cinema and I should imagine that 
average young ppople attend twice a week. Dancing, in the 
few local halls not yet commandeered, takes second place 
in populabity. There is a certain amount of drinking going 
on in the local "nubs" amongst young people, due to increased 
spending money, but I don't thinky\ that many are involved in 
this. lost young people belong to a club of some kind 
and these are to be found all over the town- busman's, 

Post Office Engineers, Post Office workers, L.N.E.R. 
accountants, AeR.P.Control Centre, etc. Almost all these 
are small clubs, unlicensed, with facilities for games 
such as darts amd table-tennis. There are also three 
largg well-appointed social clubs run by the large 
engineering forms in the city and these are licensed and 
do a very good trade in their bars. The political clubs 
have little attraction for young people. The local milk- 
bar is , however, a great rendezvous for all young people, 
being very central for the cinemas and theatres, and, just 


recently, had an extension in the form of a very " posh" little 


dance-room. Amongst young boys the most popular 
hobby is the making of model aeroplanes. The two or 

three shops, which sell kits for these molels, have always 
a group of school-boys round the wandows eyeing the 
models, with envious eyes. liany kits are given by 

found parents and friends as Christmas and birt.-day 
presents. 


lL iind that, on the whole, young people are not very 
worried about the war. In fact I think that the girl 
of 16 and 17 is the class least affected by the war. 
They have not need to do anything about it, ulpess they 
want, am they are in great demand amongst men in the 
services wno see that they hate a " csood time", at the 
local cinemas and theatres. 


As we have had no " blitz" locally air-warfare has not 
yet made any real change in the outlook of local young- 
people. the attendance at evening classes is now 
much smaller than before the war. In the younger age 
proups there is a tendency to stay at home, during tne 
" black-out", ag parents do not like their children 
to be out in sugh dangerous conditions. This des not 
apply to lower working-class people, however, who, on 
the wnole, do not seem to bother about such matter.s 
There has been a big falling off in organised games, ior 
youngpeoppbe, since the war began. None of the local 
football leagues are in operation, how, am I think the 
cricket league has also finished. The Brrangements for 
hockey are also a " wash-out", althouch the local press 
does its best to persuade its readers otherwise. fhe 
Rugby club hasn't played a match, since September 1959 
and the same sort of thing goes for almost all sections 
of sport. 


I don't think that morals have suffered any great 

deterioration, since the war began, despibe the " black 

out" amd otheb temptations. Mamy young people are 
rather". ca'canny" in love affairs, these days. It is 
chiefly in boys and girls cf school-age that I notice 
that samething seems to have gone wrong. Tnere kas 
been a big increase in local juvenile crime of the petty 
pilfering sort and much of this, I think, is due to lack 
of parental control; the father in the services and, perhaps, 
the mother out at work or in somm A.R.P. job, etc.

I have been in this Woodard Foundation (High Church) minor 
Public School since last September, before which for 5 years I had 


been teaching in a mostly-day-school (Keswick, Cumb.) I don't really 
see much of the private habits of the boys here, but this term I am 


beginning to get to know more of them, largely by means of a sort 

of campaign I am starting for better feeding habits, more open-air, 

study of economics, etc. etc.. There is a very keen group- of older 

ones who understand what lies behind it - the construction of a new 

and better, potentially victorious England + and of younger ones who 
come in just because they are keen - on helping to do such things as 
vobuntary scrubbing of carrots for selling to eat raw. 


This is a very easily-running school, with no bullying, no 
imagination, and lots of nega&tivism and red tape. The boys suffer 
from lack of positive outlets. Their hobbies, very limited in school, 
have XBmExix undergone little change since the war. The latest - very 
belated - change is that we are to be allowed some ground for a vege- 
table garden for the School scouts. This was first asked for 3 years 
ago, and pressed for again, in vain, last autumn. 


Veny of the boys say they have much more money than during 
peace-time. Some of them earned as much as £2 a week - the older 
ones - doing war-work last summer holidays. They are only too glad 
to spend some of it on such things as raw carrots if they get the 
chance.

“Meet John Doe” (Regal.)—The “Capra” 
imprimatur carries great weight with the 
connoisseur of films, and “ Meet John Doe” 


obviously owes much of its competence to 
his Girection. 
for comfort. and contains some notably 
sticky patches due to a typically American 
predilection for whimsy and_ sentimen- 
tality. But the basic theme, the glorification 
of the common man vis-d-vis the despicable 
corruptibility of politicians and financiers, 
assures it a popularity. Gary Cooper im- 
personates the “little fellow” with the kind 
of dreamy but captivating drollery charac- 
| tertstic of his acting. and Barbara Stanwyck 
as a wayward newspaper reporter with a 
heart which spurns gold makes a lively 
and photogenic partner. Edward Arnold, 
playing the part of the sinister magnate, is 
a tower of evil strength, and imparts the 
ultimate finesse to _ richly upholstered 
villainy. James. Gleason’s contribution, too, 
‘is noteworthy. -There is a fine fervour of 
timely patriotism running through the film 
which bubbles over in some of the crowd 
scenes. Apart from its essential implausi- 
bility and its prosy monologues, the film 
can be reckoned human and interesting. 


“The Common Touch” (New and New Vic- 
toria.)—The cast of this picture, directed 
by John Baxter, who was director of “ Love 


on the Dole,” reads almost like a theatrical 
“Who's Who.” But, somehow or other, all- 
star films, like all-star plays, have a 
tendency to be scrappy, and despite an 
excellent opening, there is a certain degree 
of scrappiness in this story of a rich young 
man’s entry into his late father’s business 
and his dethroning of a not too scrupulous 
managing director and his associates.

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to. experience. I discovered that “my” 
boys were polite, well-behaved, and indus- 
trious whenever I was about; but I had 
ample opportunity to observe them with 
other men, and with some of them they were 
and indolent. My 
punishments, therefore, were not a cure, 
they were a temporary preventive. I found 
that people who, like your correspondent, 
Mr N. D. Macdonald, confuse school canings 
with judicial beatings, are simply flogging 
the issue. The schoolmaster is concerned 
with the immediate and obvious end of pre- 
serving order in his classroom—often a too 
crowded classroom—so that he can get on 
with his job. No one can deny. that this 
can be done easily and effectively by the 
careful use of corporal punishment, though 
certain qualities are needed in the teacher 
as well. For better or for worse it is 
accepted that the teacher and not the boy 
is responsible for the boy’s behaviour in 
class. If the teacher is “weak,” and can- 
not shoulder the responsibility, the class 
will run riot. If he is “strong” the boys 
will be docile. 

But all that is nothing to do with build- 
ing up a boy’s character. Indeed, the very 
fact that the teacher accepts responsibility 
for his boys’ conduct militates, however 
little, against the possibility of a boy form- 
ing his own moral judgments, and accepting 
responsibility for his own behaviour. When we 
birch a boy we accept the responsibility 
The boy will argue, 
“What is punishable (or discoverable!) I 
must avoid: what'is not punishable is per- 
missible.” Is it sheer prejudice in me that 
I prefer to see a boy basing his conduct 
not on sdmeone else’s judgment backed up 
by the birch, but on his own moral stan- 
dards? 

I think it should be explained to Mr Mac- 
donald that it is not necessary to wait 
years and spend fabulous sums to discover 
whether the “new fad” works. Many volun- 
tary agencies in this country, in the U.S.A., 
and elsewhere can provide all the statistics 
necessary to establish a case. We who are

The point at issue, when not obscured by 
the sentiment of pseudo-psychologists, is per- 
fectly simple. It is desirable to bring up 
the young to be of some use in life. The 
methods adopted .during the past twenty 
years do not appear to have been univer- 
sally successful. It is, therefore, desirable 
to overhaul them. 

Trained psychologists—people with trained 
commonsense—are of much help to puzzled 
people. Untrained psychologists, faddists, 
and meddlers with what they do not under- 
stand are not.

Sir,—Unless the patient, plain man of 
the streets asserts himself:and stops the rot 
he is in for trouble from the latest fad. We} 


are crushed under taxation already for edu- 
cation, with very doubtful results. Now we 
are told to rush to untold costs to pay an 
army of quasi-“ mental experts” to experi- 
ment on our naughty or over-wild boys 
all over Scotland. To find out whether this 
new fad does any good will need many years | 
in which to compile comparative statistics, 
while the costs roll on. 

Will some of ‘the soft-hearted and soft-. 
headed opponents of discipline tell us why '! 
this outburst of juvenile crimes, destruction 
of property, gardens, &c., has begun only 
lately? If they are right, it ought to have‘ 
been rife in the dark ages, when their 
blessed, new dog-Greek words and methods 
were unknown and_just not done. 

Someone has said that these evil deeds 
are a proof that corporal punishment has 
failed. This is a bit too Irish even for my 
hereditary Hibernianism. The fact is that 
for some years punishment by pain has 
hardly been used, and so, naturally, the 
young run wild. The whole country is 
deteriorating from a lack of discipline and 
hardness born of false doctrines of sloppy 
sentimentality. 

I was brought up by a heavy-handed nurse 
and father, being well skelped early and 
often, and had my'‘share of stripes from 
many masters, but I do not think I am 
brutalised; nor did I hate my castigators.

I have a small commercial school, and have 20 Day pupils and 50 
evening pupils - girls aged from 14-18 years. 


I don't think their activities have altered a great deal 
since the war. In fact, the present pupils - especially 14-16 


years = are a war generation. They were children before the 
war, and accept war conditions as normal. 


Most of them go to Dances in the local dance halls once or 
twice a week regularly. All go to the cinema 2, 5 and some 4 
times a week. They take a great interest in the films they see, 
collect pictures of film stars, and take a week cinema paper, 
just as girls did before the war. 


They are interested in 'boys! = and discuss them a good 
deal = most of the boys are still at school and are in the A.T.C. 
A few are at College. One girl has a lot of 'boys' who are sailors 
and who write regularly to her. But on the whole they only bother 


about boys who are here, at hand. Very few of the boys seem to 
be at work. 


About 10 belong to Church fellowships =- and attend seceial 
evenings there. 


The evening class pupils are working during the day, and 
either learn shorthand and typing here, or attend speed classes 
to improve what they already know. None of them attend any other 
classes, but there are very few facilities here. 


Work for girls of this age is very easy to get now in 
offices, unlike peace time. Any girl can get a job as a clerk 
straight from school now. Many do and learn shorthand and 


typewriting at night - which is very tiring, especially for 14- 
16 years of age.

There isn't a great deal for them to spend money on, and 
most of them spend what they have left after pictures and dances 
and sweets on 6d War Savings Gerséfteaves. Stamps. 


They majority of the girls spend the evenings when they are 
not at a dance of a cinema at "The Wonder Bar” - a small ice 
cream shop run by an Italian on the Promenade, furnished with 
shabby steel furniture, where they drink Oxo. This is the 
meeting place of the 14-18s of both sexes, where they exchange 
gossip and chaff with one another. It all seems, as far as l 
can tell, to be very harmless and childish and rather boysterous.

Personally my own contact with Youth is confined to the boy and 
girl I employ in junior clerical capacities. They seem to have 
improved inasmuchas both are in Youth Movement activities - which I 
doubt they would have been had there been no war, 

This boy and girl come from "good" homes. 

My wife, however, is associated with boys and girls who come 
from "poor" homes - and, as she was similarly associated during the 
last war, she is in a better position than I am to form an opinion, 

In her view, there is some deterioration among youngsters. For 
instance, there is an increase in gambling...not only in pin-table 
saloons {where the money-earning youth spends his high wartime 
wages) but among the much younger children who play cards. They 
have picked up this gambling through watching their elders doing it 
in aireraid shelters. 

There is deterioration in general good behaviour, politeness, add 
respect of authority....doubtless due to lack of parental control, 
through fathers serving with the Forces and mothers away most of 
them day on war- or other work. 

Tll-behaved "gangs" of boys are formed, doubtless prompted by 
films of the "Dead End Kids" type - for most youngsters have money 
enough for regular cinema-going. 

In other words, once outside the confinesof their schools, the 
youngsters seem to be more restless aad out of hand than during the 
last war; and my wife thinks that unless matters are considerably 
improved by the new Youth Movements, the post-war youngsterof 
this war willbe a far greater problem than the post-war youngster 
of the last. 

Despite this, the youngsters’ hearts are still in the right 
place. Give them a job to help the war-effort (salvaging paper, 
for instance), and they go to it with both zest and imagination; 
tell them to bring their halfpennies for a Spitfire Fund, say, or 
Cigarettes for thr Forces, and they forfeit their small pleasures 
and bring pennies - or sixpences! 

Young boys seem much more interested in anything to do with the 
Forces than they did during the last war; collecting regimental 
badges and buttons, collecting cigarette cards with aeroplanes on 
them - and their knowledge of, and interest in aviation is very 
noticeable, Young girls are willing to give up their girlish 
pleasures to knit for the Forces (provided they oan afford, or 
are given the wool), and the young of both sexes - despite rationing 
and air raids - are courageous and venturesome, 

In brief, my wife feels that the raw material is excellent, but 
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lack of parental control means that this raw material is spoiling. 
TO combat it she thinks that teachers should be given greater 
disciplinary powers - for offences committed out of school as 
well as in it - with a reversion, where kindness proves futile, 

to the Spdil-the-Rod-and-Spare-the-Child principles without a 
cane-wielding teacher running the risk of being prosecuted by 
some irrational parent. 

She considers that the Teaching Profession - charged as it is 
with moulding the future citizens of the country - should be
